WHEREAS,  heretofore,  to-wit,  on  the  21st  day  of  March,  1942,  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne, 
by  .na  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  executed  the  following  grant  and  authorization  for 
a line  of  underground  electrical  co  duit,  to-wit.

ORDINANCE  NO.  2076 


AN  ORDINANCE  for  peraitting  during  any  of  the  present  wars  against  the  United  States  the 
use  of  substitute  materials  and  for  methods  in  lieu  of  those  now  reuired  by  city  ord- 
inances where  construction  or  use  would  be  unreasonably  delayed  or  prevented,  providing 
for  replacement  after  emergency,  and  penalties. 

WHEREAS,  a national  emergency  exists  and  such  emergency,  has  caused  and  will 
from  time  to  time  cause  certain  materials  used  in  the  construction,  reconstruction,  al- 
teration, and  repair  of  buildings  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  open  market,  and  has  also  lim- 
ited and  will  from  time  to  time  limit  the  supply  of  other  materials  so  used;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Federal  government  has  suggested  that  as  to  such  materials  ordin- 
ance provisions  requiring  the  use  thereof  be  suspended  to  permit  the  substitution  of  other 
materials,  installations,  or  method  of  construction  during  such  emergency,  NOW  THEREFORE, 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  the  heads  of  the  Building,  plumbing,  heating,  electrical  and 
other  si  ilar  departments  of  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  haveing  to  do  with  construction,  re- 
construction, alterati  n and  repair  of  buildings  and  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  the 
Building,  heating,  plumbing,  electrical,  and  other  similar  codes  and/or  ordinances  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne , shall  be  and  hereby  are  authorized  to  approve  temporarily  as  conditions 
from  time  to  time  may  require,  the  substitution  of  building  materials,  including  electrical 
wiring,  plumbing,  heating  and  any  other  materials,  equipment,  methods  of  installation  of 
methods  of  construction  in  respect  to  a building  or  structure  as  now  required  by  the  various 
ordinances  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  whenever  the  official  in  charge  of  the  respective 
departments  shall  determine: 

(a)  . That  the  terial  required  by  ordinance  provisions  are  not  available 

or  cannot  be  obtained  within  a reasonable  time  or  cannot  be  obtained 
except  at  a prohibitive  cost,  and 

(b) .  That  the  use  of  such  substitute  materials  or  equipment  or  installations 

or  methods  of  construction  will  not  materially  increase  the  fire,  health 
or  life  hazard,  nor  materially  lessen  the  structural  stability  of  the 
building  or  structure  for  which  such  substitute  is  to  be  used. 

Section  2.  In  cases  where  a plan,  method  or  material  is  practical  for  tempor- 
ary use,  but  not  for  permanent  use,  a conditional  permit  or  approval  may  be  granted  for 
temporary  use,  stating  the  conditions  i posed.  The  officer  in  charge  of  the  matter  shall 
make  every  reasonable  effort  to  protect  the  public  health,  safety  and  convenience  without 
unnecessarily  preventing  construction,  but  in  cases  where  no  reasonable  method  is  found 
for  carryihg  such  contemplated  construction  or  use  forward  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions hereof , then  the  construction  or  use  shall  be  postponed  until  a compliance  with 
the  ordinance  may  be  had. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  fail  or  neglect  to  fully 
comply  with  each  and  all  of  the  all  terms  and  provisions  under  which  any  such  permit  or 
approval  shall  have  been  obtained,  and  upon  conviction  of  any  person  for  failing  or  neg- 
lecting to  so  comply,  such  person  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  of  not  more  than  §300.00  or 

imprisoned  not  exceeding  60  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  4.  This  ordinance  shall  cease  to  be  in  effect  six  months  after  the 

termination  of  the  present  war  or  at  such  earlier  date  as  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 

of  Fort  Wayne  shall  by  ordinance  designate. 

Section  5.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor,  and  legal  publication  thereof.

AN  ORDINANCE  authorizing  Blackout  and  Air  Raid  Protection  orderw,  rules  and 
regulations;  prescribing  penalties  for  violation  thereof. 

WHEREAS,  a state  of  war  exists  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  Japan, 
Germany  and  Italy,  and  the  defense  of  the  United  Statew  of  America  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Army  and  Navy;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  modern  warfare,  no  city , however  distant  from  the  enemy  is  free  from 
attack;  and 

WHEREAS,  lights  at  night  are  a definite  aid  to  the  enemy  in  reaching  military 
and  other  objectives;  and 

WHEREAS,  blackouts,  whe  ordered  by  the  Army  or  Navy  are  essential  to  the  pre- 
servation of  life  and  property  in  this  city , and  at  is  imperative  that  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne  aid  the  Army-  and  Navy  by  all  possible  cooperation  and  assistance;  and 

WHEREAS,  failure  to  extinguisy  lights  when  ordered  to  do  so  by  duly  authorized 
authorities  may  result  in  loss  of  life  by  thousands  of  residents  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  as  well  as  the  residents  of  other  parts  of  the  Nation  when  lights  in  this  city 
are  used  as  a guide  to  other  objectives;  and 

WHEREAS,  failure  to  comply  with  orders,  rules  and  regilations  governing  evac- 
uations, traffic  movements,  congregation  6f  persons  in  streets  and  other  public  places 
will  result  in  confusion  and  unnecessary  loss  of  life  both  during  blackouts  and  during 
air  raids  in  the  daytime;  NOW,  THEREFORE, 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 


SECTION  1.  - AUTHORITY  TO  PROMULAGATE  NECESSARY  ORDERS,  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 
FOR  BLACKOUTS  AND  AIR  RAIDS.  In  order  to  protect  life  and  property  in  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne  from  enemy  action,  the  Mayor  is  authorized  and  directed  to  carry  out  black- 
outs and  air  r_.id  protection  measures  in  said  city  at  such  times  and  for  such  periods  as 
are  authorized  or  ordered  by  the  Army  or  Navy,  and  to  promulgate  such  orders,  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure  the  success  of  the  blackouts  and  ir  raid  pro- 
tection measures  and  to  protect  life  and  property  during  said  perios.  Said  orders,  rules 
.md  regulations  shall  include  traffic  movements  of  emergency  and  other  vehicles,  evacua- 
tion of  residents,  congregation  of  persons  on  public  streets,  sidewalks,  and  n public 
places  or  buildings,  but  this  enumeration  shall  not  be  taken  as  a limitations  on  the  pov^er 
to  promulgate  orders,  rules  and  regulations  governing  any  other  subject,  persons  or 
property  which  must  be  regulated  in  order  to  nsure  the  proper  carrying  out  of  any  duly- 
authorised  blackout  or  air  raid  protection  measure.  Practice  blackouts  and  air  raid  drills 
may  be  carried  out  at  such  times  and  for  such  periods  as  the  Mayor  shall  in  his  dis- 
cretion deem  appropriate  or  necessary,  but  subject  always  to  the  orders  and  directions  of 
the  Army  and  Navy,  and  the  orders,  rules  and  regulations  authorized  herein. 


SECTION  2.  - GENERAL  ORDERS,  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  TO  BE  IN  WRITING.  All 
orders,  rules  and  regulations  authorized  by-  this  ordinance  for  the  conduct  of  the  general 
public  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  at  the  place  and 
during  the  hours  fixed  by  the  Mayor. 

SECTION  3.  - ORDERS,  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  EFFECTIVE  UNTIL  REPEALED  BY  COUNCIL. 

Any  order,  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  this 
ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  from  the  time  of  promulgation  until  amended  or 
repealed  by  the  Mayor,  or  unail  repealed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

SECTION  4.  - APPOINTMENT  OF  SPECIAL  POLICE-IDENTIFYING  EMBLEM.  The  Mayor 
may7  appoint  for  a specified  time,  or  for  the  duration  of  the  emergency,  as  many-  special 
police,  without  pay,  from  among  residents  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  as  may  be  deemed  ad- 
visable for  service  in  connection  with  any  blackout  or  air  raid  protection  measure.  During 
the  term  of  service  of  such  special  police,  they  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  privileges 
and  perform  all  the  duties  of  patrolmen  in  the  standing  police  force  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Yvayne . Said  special  police  must  v*ear  such  identifying  emblem  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
Mayor  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any7  said  special  policeman  to  attempt  to  carry  out  any 
order,  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  under  the  authority  conferred  by  this  ordinance  when 
he  is  not  wearing  said  identifying  emblem. 


SECTION  5.  - APPOINTMENT  OF  SPECIAL  FIREMEN  - IDENTIFYING  EMBLEM.  The  Mayor 
may  appoint  for  a specified  time,  or  for  the  duration  of  the  emergency,  as  many7  special 
firemen,  without  pay7,  from  among  the  residents  of  the  City7  of  Fort  Way-ne  as  may7  be  deemed 
advisable  for  service  In  connection  with  any  blackout  or  air  raid  protection  measure. 

During  the  terra  of  service  of  said  special  firemen,  they-  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  privates  in  the  standing  fire  force  of  the  City 
of  Fort  Wayne.  Such  special  firemen  must  wear  such  identifying  emblem  as  may  be  -ore- 
scribed  by7  the  Mayor  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  said  special  fireman  to  attempt 
to  carry  out  any7  order,  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  under  the  authority  conferred  by 
this  ordinance  vfhen  he  is  not  wearing  said  identifying  emblem. 

SECTION  6.  - APPOINTMENT  OP  AIR  RAID  WARDENS  AND  OTHER  AUXILIARY  FORCES.  The 
May7or  may  appoint  for  a specified  time  or  for  the  duration  of  the  emergency  as  many  Air 
Raid  Wardens,  Auxiliary7  Firemen,  Auxiliary-  Policemen,  Fire  Watchers,  Nurses*  Aids,  Emergency- 
Medical  Forces,  Rescue  Squads,  Road  Repair  Units,  Demolition  and  Clearance  Squads,  Electrical 
Repair  Units,  Decontamination  Squads,  Emergency  Food  ana  Housing  Units,  and  all  other 
volunteers  for  Civilian  Defense  Work,  without  pay,  from  among  residents  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne  as  may7  be  deemed  advisable  for  service  in  connection  with  any-  blackout  or  air  raid 
protecti  n measure.  Said  persons  so  appointed  must  wear  such  identifying  emblems  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Mayor,  while  carrying  out  any  duties  under  such  appointment.  The 


oraer  of  appointment  in  each  case  shall  specify  the  duties  to  be  performed  and  an  ident- 
ifying emblem  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Mayor. 

SECTION  7.  - “REMOVAL  OF  APPOINTEES.  The  Mayor  may  remove  at  will  any  person 
so  appointed  by  him  under  Sections  4,  5 and  6 of  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  8.  — UNAUTHORIZED  EARNING  OR  ALL— CLEAR  SIGNALS  PROHIBITED.  Any  unauthor- 
ised person  who  shall  operage  a siren  or  other  device  so  as  to  simulate  a blackout  signal 
or  air  raid,  or  the  termination  of  a blackout  or  air  raid,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a viola- 
tion of  this  ordinance  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  imposed  by  Section  15  of  this 
ordinance . 


SECTION  9.  - NO  MUNICIPAL  OR  PRIVATE  LIABILITY.  This  ordinance  is  an  exercise 
by  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  of  its  governmental  functions  for  the  protection  of  the  public 
peace,  health  and  safety,  and  neither  tile  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  the  agents,  officers  or 
representatives  of  said  City,  or  any  individual,  receiver,  firm,  partnership,  corporation, 
association,  or  trustee,  or  any  of  the  agents  thereof,  in  good  faith  carrying  out,  complying 
with  or  attempting  to  comply  with  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  liable  for  any  damage  sustained  to  person  or  pro- 
perty as  the  result  of  said  activity . 

SECTION  10.  - LIGHTS  DURING  BLACKOUT  DECLARED  PUBLIC  NUISANCE.  Any  lights  dis- 
played contrary  to  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  constitutes  a public  nuisance  and.  when  deemded  necessary  in  order  to  pro- 
tect life  or  property  during  a blackout  or  air  r.id,  the  police,  or  the  special  police 
authorised  herein,  are  authorized  or  directed  to  enter  upon  any  premises  within  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  using  reasonable  force,  and  extinguish  lights  or  take  other  necessary  action 
to  make  effective  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  under  the  authority  conferred  by 
this  ordinance. 

SECTION  11.  - CONFLICTING  ORDINANCES,  ORDERS,  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  SUSPENDED. 

At  all  times  when  the  orders,  rules  and  regulations  made  and  promulgated  pursuant  to  this 
ordinance  shall  be  in  effect,  they  shall  supersede  all  existing  ordinances,  orders,  rules 
and  regulations  in  so  far  as  the  latter  may  be  inconsistent  therewith. 

SECTION  12.  - NO  CONFLICT  WITH  STATE  OR  FEDERAL  STATUTES.  Tills  ordinance 
shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  conflict  with  any  State  or  Federal  statute  or  with  any 
Military  or  Naval  order,  rule  or  regulation. 

SECTION  15.  - PENALTIES  FOR  VIOLATION.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  viola- 
ting any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  issued 
pursuant  thereto  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
be  punished  by  a fine  not  exceeding  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  or  imprisonment  for 
not  more  than  one  hundred  eighty  (180)  days,  or  by  both  said  fine  and  imprisonment. 

SECTION  14.  - SEPARABILITY  OF  PROVISIONS.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Common 
Council  that  e ich  separate  provision  of  this  .-rdinance  shall  be  deemded  independent  of 
all  other  provisions  herein,  and  it  ^.s  further  the  intention  of  the  Common  Council  that 
if  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  be  declared  to  be  invalid,  all  other  provisions  thereof 
shall  remain  valid  and  enforceable. 

SECTION  15.  - EFFECTIVE  DATE.  This  ordinance  shall  be  In  full  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  May o r and  legal  publication  thereof.

THIS  AGREEMENT  made  and  entered  into  t.ds  27th  day  of  July,-  1942,  by  and  between 
the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  (hereinafter  called  the  "City")*  a municipal  corporati  n in  the  county 
of  Allen,  and  state  of  Indiana,  acting  by  and  through  its  duly  authorised  Board  of  Public 
- orks,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  Indiana  Service  Cor  oration  (hereinafter  called  the  "torpor  ti;-n"), 
and  Indiana  corporation,  party  of  the  second  part,  WITNESSETH :

WHEREAS,  the  City,  by  agreement,  dated  August  11,  1941,  between  it  and  the  Corporation, 
duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  on  August  26,  1941,  granted  to  the 
Corporation  the  right, authority,  privilege  and  permit  to  locate,  conduct,  operate  and  maintain 
trolley  coaches  on  certain  streets  and  public  places  as  therein  specified  and  motor  buses  on  cer- 
tain streets  and  public  places  as  therein  specified  so  as  to  permit  the  Corpora  ion  to  replace 
its  remaining  st  car  service  with  trolley  coach  service,  and  to  make  certain  extensions  to 
its  motor  bus  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  by  reason  of  the  national  emergency  which  arose  subsequent  to  August  11,  1941,  it

WHEREAS,  by  reason  of  the  national  emergency  and  in  order  to  conserve  ana  providently 
utilize  existing  transport_tion  fncilites,  to  prevent  shortages  of  vital  materials  and  equipment 
and  to  as  ism  in  the  successfu  prosecution  of  the  war,  the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation, 
Washington,  L.  C,,  by  its  General  Order  No.  2,  effective  April  1,  1942,  prohibited  all  carriers 
of  passengers  by  vehicles  operated  on  fixed  rails  from  substituting  for  such  t^pes  of  vehicles 
arm  rubber  tired  veaicles  used  in  the  tr  nsport  tion  of  passengers  having  a capacity  of  ten  or 
mo re  passengers;  and

WHEREAS , pursuant  to  said  General  Order  No.  2,  the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation 
has  required  the  Corporation  to  continue  to  operate  its  present  street  cars  on  those  streets 
and  public  places  where  they  are  now  operated  so  as  to  permit  as  complete  a street  car  opera- 
tion as  possible,  to  supplement  such  street  car  service  with  trolley  coach  service,  and  to 
re-establish  street  car  service  upon  and  along  those  streets  where  street  car  service  has  been 
discontinued,  but  in  which  rail  and  track  still  remain;  and 

7/HEREAS,  the  Office  Of  Defense  Transportation  has  and  will  in  the  future  issue  other

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning  and  relating  to  Civilian  Defense  and  providing  for  the  cr©tion 
of  a Municipal  Defense  Coucil,  Directof  of  Civilian  Defense,  Volunteer  Fire,  Police,  Communication 
Division,  Y.:ardens,  and  other  volunteer  units,  in  the  expansion  of  existing  municipal  functions  and 
services,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  existing  War  Emergency,  authorizing  the  Directof  of  Civil- 
ian Defense  to  provide  for  co-ordi  ating  arrangements  between  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  Town 
Trustees,  Town  Boards,  Mayor  or  Mayors,  withing  or  without  the  County  of  Allen,  and  authorizing  the 
adoption  and  enforcement  of  rules  and  regulations,  and  providing  general  powers  to  cover  various 
phases  of  Civilian  Defense  and  all  other  matters  incidental  or  related  thereto. 

WHEREAS,  Civilian  Defense,  by  executive  order  of  the  Chief  Executive,  has  been  determined 
as  an  essential  instrumentality  in  National  Defense,  and 

WHEREAS,  Civilian  Defense,  no  be  expressed  under  such  executive  order  through  municipal 
units,  by  an  ex-  -Ion  of  the  ordinary'  municipal  services  to  meet  emergency  requirements,  imposes  on 
such  units  a definite  obligation  that  can  not  be  avoided  or  lessened  by  any  surrender  of  Municipal 
sovereignty , or  lack  of  full  control  or  direction  of  such  expanded  services,  to  reflect  complete 
local  self-government  of  the  ordinary'  and  emergency  services,  and, 

WHEREAS,  there  is  no  State  Statute  providing  for  a definite  outline  for  full  detailed  pro- 
cedure of  Civilian  Defense  by  Municipal  Units,  although  there  is  authority  under  the  general  powers 
of  the  Common  Council  of  Cities  to  legally  implement  municipal  defense  by  appropriate  ordinance  or 
o rainance  s , and 

WHEREAS,  THE  CIT1  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  through  its  Common  Council,  to  meet  the  situation  above 
outlined,  has  passed  various  Ordinances  to  legalize  certain  Civilian  Defense  activities,  which 
Ordinance,  w'ere  passed  at  various  times  prior  to  and  since  Pearl  Harbor  to  meet  new  situations  as  they 

arose,  and 

WJHEREAS,  i is  desir  ble  that  said  Ordinances  be  revised  and  codified  in  order  to  make 
the  same  more  uniform  and  the  policies  therein  more  clearly  defined  by  consolidating  the  subject  matter 
the r in,  together  with  other  additional  necessary'  provisions,  under  one  Gernal  Ordinance,  NOW, 
THEREFORE, 


MUNICIPAL  DEFENSE  COUNCIL 

Sectionl.  BE  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  that  there  is 
hereby  created  a Municipal  Defense  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  hereinafter  called  Defense  Council 
to  be* appointed  by  the  Mayor,  who  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  Directof  of  Civilian  Defense  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  and  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  Director,  and,  as  such,  shall  act  as  ex- 
officio  chairman  of  said  Defense  Council.  Members  of  said  nefense  Council  shall  be  not  less  than  nine 
(9)  nor  more  than  twenty-five  (25)  in  number,  and  shall  be  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Director. 
That  each  member  of  the  Defense  Council  shall  pledge  his  willingness  to  serve  the  City,  State,  and 
Nation,  as  a Civilian  Defense  Volunteer,  and  to  each  shall  be  administered  the  oatn  of  allegiance.

The  Chief  of  Fire  Force,  Chief  of  the  Police  Force,  the  City  Attorney,  the  City  Comptroller,  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  Chairman  of  the  Boa£d  of  Safety,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the 
Chief  of  the  City  Signal  and  Communication  Department,  the  President  of  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  the  General  Warden,  and  the  respective  Chairmen  of  the  Volunteer  Fire  and  Police 
Boa~d.  The  Director  may  designate  one  of  the  members  so  appointed  as  Vice— Director  who  shall  act  as 
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such  and  co-ordinator  of  Civilian  Defense  activities.  Each  member  of  said  Defense  Council  shall  serve 

at  the  Ple^^f^s^Co^eif s^ll  act  in  an  advisor,-  capacity  to  the  Director  and  shall  be  subject  to 
his  call  for  regular  or  special  meetings.  That  regular  meetings  of  said  Defense  Council  s all  be  neld 
at  a stated  time,  at  least  every  thirty  days.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  said  Deienae  Coun- 
cil serving  in  their  advisor,'  capacity  to  the  Director,  to  transmit  tosaid  Directof  from  time  to  time 

a report  of  their  activities  or  any  plans  of  Civilian  Defense  under  their  supervision,  ana  in  trie 
organization  of  said  Council  the  Director  is  authorized  to  create  departments .and/or  sub-committees 
within  the  Defense  Council,  wit  duties  to  be  assigned  and  outlined  by  said  Director.

POWERS 


OF  DIRECTOR 


(a)  . The  Director  shall  have  full  and  plenary  powers  to  employ  such  persons  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry'  out  the  functions  of  the  Defense  Council.  These  persons  shall  be  subject,  how- 
ever, to  all  regulations  now  provided  by  law. 

(b)  . The  Director  snail  have  the  functions,  powers  and  duties  set  forth  below: 

1.  To  enforce  all  laws  relating  to  civilian  protection. 

2.  To  enforce  all  rules  and  regulations  adopted  and  to  execute  all  orders  issued  by  the 
State  Counci'  or  the  State  Director  relating  to  civilian  protection. 

S.  To  enforce  all  rules  adopted  by  and  execute  orders  issued  by'  the  Defense  Council  and 
to  adopt  and  promulgate  regulations  and  issue  orders,  not  inconsistent  with  such  rules  or  orders  or^ 
with  rules  or"  orders  of  the  United  States  army  or  navy,  in  connection  with  the  guarding  and  protection 
of  water  supply,  railroads,  public  utility  services,  bridges,  highways,  airports,  puDxic  bu — dings, 
factories,  plants,  vital  and  strategic  meterials,  and  other  focal  points  of  attack,  tne  loss  or  de- 
struction of  which  might  menace  or  endanger  the  security'  and  safety  of  the  civilian  population,  i-— 
pede  tae  military  forces  or  i - the  war  effort. 

4.  To  co-operate  with  the  Defense  Council  in  recruiting  and  placement  of  volunteers. 

5.  To  organize,  train  and  integrate  all  civilian  protection  forces. 

6.  To  co-operate  with  Federal,  State  and  other  local  officials  and  agencies  in  prepara- 
tion of  evacuation  plans  and  to  make  such  plans  effective  in  his  territory. 

7.  To  remove  any'  member  of  any  volunteer  agency  for  neglect  of  duty. 

8.  To  direct  all  municipal  and  volunteer  agencies  under  his  jurisdiction. 

9.  To  perform  and  exercise  such  other  functions,  powers  and  duties  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  to  promote  and  secure  the  safety  and  protection  of  the  civilian  population  within  his 
jurisdiction. 

10.  To  authorize  the  expenditure  of  or  to  allocate  moneys,  within  or  from  any  appropria- 
tion made  for  the  use  or  advancement  of  Civilian  Defense  .or  for  the . performance  of  any  of  his  functions, 
powers  or  duties,  or  that  of  other  persons,  in  or  out  of  the  service  of  the  within  municipal  unit, 
appointed  by  him,  or  performing  duties  or  functions  under  or  in  the  furtherance  of  Civilian  Defense, 

or  within  the,  terms  of  this  ordinance,  or  under  the  direction  of  the  military  or  war  authorities, 
or  to  cover  expenses  incurred  by  any  of  the  persons  appointed  by  him  or  acting  for  him  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  day  to  day  duties  in  the  advancement  of  Civilian  Defense. 

11.  To  co-operate  with  the  Boards  of  County  Commissioners,  Town  Trustees,  Town  Boards, 

Mayor  or  Mayors  of  cities,  within  or  with.ut  the  county  of  Allen,  in  the  establishment  of  expanded 
areas  of  Civilian  Defense  protection  under  terms  and  in  the  manner  determined  by  the  Director, 
provided,  however,  that  any  such  co-ordinating  arrangements  snail  not  include  the  right  to  surrender 
any  of  tne  essential  normal  or  emergency  functions,  duties,  and  obligations  essentially  those  of 
the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  FIRE,  POLICE  AND  COMMUNICATION  AND  SIGNAL  DEPARTMENT 


Sec.  2.  Autaority  is  hereby  conferred  upon  the  Director  and  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of 
the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  to  create,  organize  and  maintain,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Fort  Yfeyne  Fire  Department  a volunteer  or  auxiliary'  Fire  Department  to  co-operate  with  and  under  the 
supervision  of  the  reular  fire  force  of  the  City  of  Fort  W'ayne;  and  to  organize  and  maintain  under 
the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Police  Department  a volunteer  or  auxiliary  Police  Depart- 
ment to  co-operate  with  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  regular  police  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

In  the  creation  and  aevelopement  of  s ch  a volunteer  or  auxiliary  fire  and  police  force  tne  Board  of 
Safety  of  tne  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  the  respective  Chiefs  of  the  fire  and  police  forces,  shall  be 
aut.iorized  to  make  such  appointments  as  are  necessary  to  fully  develop  said  volunteer  fire  and  police 
forces  as  a constructive  and  effective  aid  to  the  regular  fire  and  police  forcds  of  the  city. 

That  under  the  authority  herein  given  the  Board  of  Safety  shall  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  adopt  a 
full  and  complete  set  of  regulations  governing  the  operating  and  training  of  said  volunteer  forces, 
to  be  approved  by  the  Director,  so  as  to  provide  effective  and  harmonious  co-ocdination  with  the  fire 
and  police  forces  of  the  city. 

(a)  . That  the  Board  of  Safety,  in  conjunction  mth  the  Chief  of  the  lire  force  and  the 
Chief  of  police,  shall  be  autnorized  to  set  up  training  schools  and  accept  volunteer  enrollment  from 
those  desirous  of  participating  in  the  volunteer  fire  and  police  forees. 

(b)  . That  the  Board  of  Safety  in  conjunction  with  the  Chief  of  the  fire  force  and  the 
Chief  of  police,  shall  be  authorized  to  appoint,  with  the  approval  of  the  Director,  governing  boards 
for  the  volunteer  police  amd  fire  forces,  each  consisting  of  not  less  taan  four  nor  more  than  five 
members,  to  direct  the  activities  of  said  volunteer  forces. 

(c) .  Authority  is  hereby  conferred  upon  the  Director  and  the  Board  of  Safety  of  the  City  of 
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Fort  Wayne,  to  create,  organize,  and  maintain,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Fort 
Wayne  Signal  Department  a volunteer  or  auxiliary  Communication  and  Signal  Department  to  co-operate 
with  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  regular  Signal  Department  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne.  In  the 
creation  and  developement  of  such  a volunteer  or  auxiliary  Communication  and  Signal  Department  the 
Board  of  Safety,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Signal  Department  shall  be  authorized  to  make  such 
appointments,  with  the  approval  of  the  Director,  that  are  necessary7  to  fully  develop  said  volunteer 
Communication  and  ^ignal  Department,  as  a constructive  and  effective  aid  to  the  regular  Signal  Depart- 
ment of  the  city,  that  under  the  authority  given  the  Board  of  Safety7  shall  be  ar  is  hereby  authorized 
to  adopt  a full  and  con  le+e  set  of  regulations  governing  tne  operating  and  training  of  said  volunteer 
department  so  as  to  provide  effective  and  harmonious  c -ordination  with  the  Signal  Department  of 
the  city. 

(d) .  That  the  Board  of  Safety  in  conjunction  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  Signal  Depart- 
ment shall  be  authorized  to  set  up  training  schools  and  accept  volunteer  enrollment  from  those  act- 
ing as  Defense  Wardens  and  others  who,  by  Vocation  and  Technical  Trai  ing  along  lines  of  Communications, 
Signal  and  Electrical  work  are  fitted  for,  and  desirous  of  participating  in  the  Volunteer  Communication 
and  Signal  Department. 

(e)  . That  the  Board  of  Safety  in  conjunction  with  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Force,  Chief  of 
t.ie  Police  force,  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Signal  Department  are  authorized  to  determine  the 
necessity  and  advisability  of  acquiring  adequate  group  or  compensation  insurance  to  fully  protect 
the  members  of  the  volunteer  fire  and  police  and  the  volunteer  communications  and  signal  forces, 
and  take  any  and  all  necessary  steps  to  fully  protect  the  interest  of  the  city,  and  those  performing 
the  various  services  herein  outlined. 

CONTROL  CENTER,  COM;.iANDER  OF  CONTROL  CENTER,  and  INSIGNIA 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  and  is  hereby  established  as  one  of  the  units  of  Civilian  Defense  a 
Control  Center  and/or  Control  System,  hereinafter  called  Control  Center,  in  conformity  to  and  in  line 
with  the  Control  System  and/or  Control  Center  defined  by  tne  United  States  Office  of  Civilian  Defense, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  OCD.  That  the  operation  and  direction  of  a person  to  be  designated  as 
Commander  of  Control  Center,  hereinafter  called  Commander,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Director. 

(a)  . In  the  establishment  of  said  Control  Center  the  chart  of  the  OCD,  by  reference  being 
made  a part  hereof,  shall  be  considered  a part  of  said  system  and  within  the  terms  of  the  with.n 
ordinance  with  the  right  conferred  upon  the  Commander,  with  the  approval  of  the  Director,  to  make 
necessary/  revisions  and  changes  so  as  to  make  said  Control  Center  conform  to  the  local  needs  and 
requirements.  That  the  said  Commander  shall  establish  the  following  units:  Fire  Department, 

Police  Department,  Wardens  Division,  Snergency  Medical  Division,  Emergency  Public  Works,  Emergency 
Utilities  Service,  and  other  units  as  determined  by  him,  all  to  be  integrated  with  each  other  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Commander • That  each  of  the  units,  with  the  consent  of  the  Commander, 
shall  be  authorized  to  organize  each  of  said  units  within  the  pattern  outlined  in  the  said  Control 
Center  chart,  or  to  make  necessary  revisions  or  additions  to  make  the  unit  responsive  to  local 
requirements . 

(b)  . That  the  Commander  shall  determine  within  the  requirements  of  OCD  tne  training  required 
for  the  personnel  within  th  v rious  units  and  shall,  at  his  discretion  and  within  the  terms  of  the 
OCD  with  whatever  local  modifications  are  requisite,  supervise  and  control  and  direct  the  distribution 
of  identification  cards,  arm  bands,  and  other  insignia,  hereinafter  called  Insignia,  to  the  various 
members  of  the  personnel  of  the  different  units  comprising  and  making  up  the  Control  Center. 

INSIGNIA 

No  one  except  a duly7  accredited  member  serving  within  one  of  the  units  of  the  Control 
Center  shall  be  authorized  to  wear  or  use  in  any  way,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  of  the  Insignia 
appertaining  to  any  of  the  units,  or  any  other  Insignia,  as  officially  designated  by  t£e  Control 
Center,  without  first  having  authority  and  approval  from  the  Commander,  and  said  Commander  shall  be 
authorized  to  delegate  to  his  aides  in  any  unit  under  rules  prescribed  by  him,  the  supervision  and 
distribution  of  said  Insignia.  Any  wearing  or  use  of  said  Insignia  or  any  emblem  used  by  any  of  the 
personnel  in  any  of  the  units  under  the  Control  Center  by  any  person  not  authorized  to  so  wear  and  to 
so  use  any7  of  said  emblems  shall  be  deemed  a violation  of  the  within  ordinance  and  subject  to  all 
the  rules  and  regulations  covering  the  misuse  of  any  emblem  or  Insignia  peculiar  to  or  appeartain- 
ing  to  Civilian  Defense,  and  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  violation  of  the  with  ordinance  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  penalties  imposed  by  sub— section  1 of  Section  4 of  the  within  ordinance. 

BLACKOUT,  DIMOUT,  AND  AIR  RAID  PROTECTION  ORDERS, 

RULES  AMD  REGULATIONS:  PRESCRIBING  PENALTIES  FOR  VIOLATION  THEREOF. 

^ec.  4.  In  order  to  protect  life  and  property  within  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  from 
actual,  threatened  or  likely  enemy  action,  tne  Director  is  authorized  and  directed  to  carry7  out 
blackouts,  dimouts,  and  air  raid  protection  measures  in  said  city7  at  such  times  and  for  such 
periods  as  determined  by  him  and  as  are  authorized  or  ordered  by  the  Army  or  Navy  and  to  promulgate 
such  orders,  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure  tne  success  of  the  blackouts, 
dimouts,  and  air  raid  protection  measures  and  to  protect  life  and  property  durin  said  periods. 

Said  orders,  rules  and  . egulat-ons  shall  include  traffic  ovements  of  emergency  nd  other  vehicles, 
evacuation  or  residents,  congregation  of  persons  on  public  streets,  sidewalks,  and  in  public 
places  or  buildings,  but  this  enumeration  shall  not  be  taken  as  a limitation  on  tne  power  to 
promulgate  orders,  rules  and  regulations  governing  any  other  subject,  persons  or  _ roperty  which 
must  be  regulated  in  order  to  insure  the  proper  carrying  out  of  any  duly  authorized  blackout, 
d knout,  or  air  raid  protection  measure.  That  the  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to  more  specific- 
ally detail  the  necessary  regulations  covering  the  foregoing,  and  the  same  shall  have  the  same 
effect  as  tnough  specifically  detailed  in  the  witnin  ordinance,  and  shall  become  effective  on 
t e promulgation,  and  remain  in  force  unless  re.ealed,  modified,  or  revised  by  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne.  Practice  blackouts,  dimouts,  '.nd  air  raid_  drills  may  be  carried  out 
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at  sucu  times  and  for  such  periods  as  tne  Director  shall,  in  nis  discretion,  deem  appropriate  or 
necessary,  but  not  in  conflict  to  any  orders  and  directions  of  tae  Army  and  Navy,  and  the  orders, 
rules  .na  regulations  authorized  herein. 

(a) .  An  orders,  rules  and  regulations  authorized  by  this  ordinance  for  the  conduct  of 
the  general  public  snail  be  in  writing  and  shall  be  available  for  public  inspection  at  the  place 
and  during  the  nours  fixed  by  the  Director. 

(b) .  Any  order,  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  in  force  and  effect  fro.-  tne  t_me  of  promulgation  until  amendec:  or  repealed 
by  ti.e  Director,  or  until  repealed  or  modified  by'  the  Common  Council  of  tne  Cit;  of  fort  ^'ayne . 

(c)  . That  .n  addition  to  the  provision  made  for  the  appointment  of  Volunteer  police 
and  firemen,  the  Director-  may  appoint  for  a specified  t~me  or  for  the  duration  of  the  emergency, 
as  many  Special  Police  and  Special  Firemen,  without  pay,  from  among  residents  of  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  for  service  in  connection  with  any’  blackout,  dimout,  or 
air  raid  protection  measure,  or  any  other  bj.vili.ui  Defense  service  or  activity.  During  the  term 
of  service  of  such  Special  police  andFi remen  , they  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  privileges 
perform  all  the  duties  of  fire.,  ent  and  patroinent  in  the  regular,  uniform  police  and  fire  force 
of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne.  Said  Special  Police  and  Firement  must  wear  such  identifying  emblem 
as  may’  be  prescribed  by  the  Director  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any’  said  Special  Police  or 
Fireman  to  attempt  to  carry  out  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  under  the  authority 
conferred  by’  the  within  ordinance,  when  he  is  not  wearing  said  identifying  emblem. 

That  said  Director  shall,  if  he  so  determines,  be  authorized  to  pay  from  available  funds 
such  Special  -olice  and  Firemen  for  services  to  be  performed  by  them,  under  terms  fixed  by  said 
Director. 

(d)  . The  Director  may7  a oint  for  a sqecified  time  or  for  the  aurat  on  of  the  emergency 
as  many  Air  Raid  hardens.  Auxiliary  Fi remen Auxiliary  ^olicemen,  Fire  Thatchers,  **urses'  Aides, 
Emergency  Medical  Forces,  ftescur  Squads,  Road  Repair  Units,  Demolition  and  Clearance  Squads, 
Emergency  Food  and  Housing  Units,  Block  Reserves,  and  all  other  volunteers  for  Civilian  Defense 


Work,  without  pay,  from  among  residents  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  as

he  deemed  advisable  for 


service  in  connection  with  any  blackout,  dimoui 


or 


air  raid  protection  measure,  or  other  Civilian 


Defense  service  or  activity.  Said  persons  so  a pointed  must  wear  such  identifying  emblems  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Director  while  carrying  out  any’  duties  under  such  appointment.  The  order 
of  appointment  in  each  case  shall  specify  the  duties  to  he  performed  and  an  identifying  emblem  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  tne  Director. 

(e)  . The  Director  may  appoint  a Board  of  Governing  Wardens,  hereafter  called  Governing 
Board,  whose  members  shall  he  qualified  District,  Bgction,  Zone,  or  Block  wa  dens.  The  members 
of  said  Governing  Board  snail  consist  of  not  less  t an  . ifteen  (15)  nor  more  than  thirty  (50) 
members.  It  shall  be  the  duties  of  said  Governing  Board,  under  the  direction  of  the  Director, 

to  fashion  the  policies  of  Civilian  Defense,  and  as  such  it  will  do-operate  with  the  Director  and 
the  Defense  Council  in  an  dvisory  capacity,  in  addition  to  the  other  functions  to  be  performed 
By  said  Governing  Board. 

The  authority  and  powers  of  said  Governing  Board  snail  be  defined  in  an  order  or  regulation 
to  be  issued  by  the  Director,  said  orders  and  regulations  to  be  extended  and  revised  from  time  to 
time  as  determined  by  said  Director.  The  Governing  Board,  with  the  General  Warden  as  Chairman 
thereof,  shall  meet  at  stated  times  and  shall  formulate  plans  and  regulations,  so  as  to  zrovide, 
insofar  as  possible,  without  in  any  way  conflicting  with  the  regul  tions  of  tne  Control  '■'enter, 
an  outline  of  self-government  for  eac.:  District,  Section,  Zone  and  Block  unit,  to  tne  end  that  the 
various  wardens,  from  the  District  to  the  Block  Wardens,  inclusive,  snail  he,  in  substance,  the 
Civilian  Defense  Director  of  t..e  unit,  providing  witnin  such  outline  a complete,  unified  integration 
between  all  units . 

The  Director  shall  be  quthorized  to  authorize  the  expenditure  of  or  allocation  of  moneys 
within  the  a_ propriation  nude  for  Civilian  Defense  to  the  Governing  Board,  and  the  units  under 
their  supervision,  to  cover  tne  necessary  and  approved  expenses  incurred. 

(f)  . Tne  Director  may  remove  at  will  any  person  so  appointed  by  him,  or  any  of  nis 
authorized  heads,  rovided,  however,  that  the  heads  of  tne  various  departments  and  units  of  Civiliaa 
Defense  shall  have  the  authority,  in  the  first  instance,  to  remove  at  will  any  person  appointed 

by  them  or  under  their  supervision,  except  that  the  Director  shall  retain  the  right  to  rescind 
any  such  removal  at  any  time  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  same  occurs. 

(g)  . Any  unauthorized  person  who  shall  operate  a siren  or  other  device  so  as  to  sim- 
ulate a blackout  signal  or  air  raid,  or  the  termination  of  a blackout  or  air  raid,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  violation  of  t .is  ordinance  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  imposed  by  Sub-sedtion 
"1"  of  Section  4 of  this  ordinance. 

(h)  . This  ordinance  is  an  exercise  by  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  of  its  governmental  functions 
for  the  protection  of  the  public  peace,  health  and  safety,  and  neither  tne  Dity  of  Fort  Wayne 

the  agents,  officers  or  representatives  of  said  City  or  any  individual,  receiver,  firm  p rtner- 
ship,  corporat  ons,  association  or  trustee,  or  any  of  the  agents  thereof,  in  good  faith  carrying 
out , complying  with  or  attempting  to  comply  with  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  tnis  ordinance  shall  be  liable  for  any  damage  sustained  to"  person  or  rooerty 
as  the  result  of  said  activity. 

(i) .  Any  lights  displayed  contrary  to  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  romulgated  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  constitutes  a public  nuisance  and  when  deemed  necessary, 
in  order  to  protect  life  or  property  during  a blackout,  dimout,  or  air  raid,  the  police,  or  the  J ’ 
special  police  authorized  herein,  are  authorized  or  directed  to  enter  upon  any  - remises  within 
the  city  of  F0rt  Way  using  reasonable  force,  and  Extinguish  lights  or  take  other  necessari- 
action  to  make  effective  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  promulgated  unaer  the  authority  conferred 
by  this  ordinance. 

(j) .  At  all  times  when  the  orders,  rules  and  regulations  made  and  promulgated  :ur- 
suant  to  this  ordinance  shall  be  in  effect,  they  shall  supercede  all  existing  ordinances, "orders 
rule  and  regulations  insofar  as  the  latter  may  be  inconsistent  tne re with. 

(h).  This  ordinance  snail  not  be  construed  so  as  to  conflict  with  any  State  or  Federal 
Utatute  or  with  any  Military  or  Naval  order,  rule  or  regulations. 


GENERAL  ORDINANCE  GO.  2006  ( CONTINUED  ) 

(l) . Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
or  any  order,  rule  or  regulation  issued  ursuant  thereto  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor 
and  u on  conviction  thereof  snail  be  punished  by  a f ne  not  exceeding  'Three  Hundred  Dollas  (fSOO.OO) 
or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  hundred  eighty  (180)  days,  or  by  bot  - fine  and  imprisonment. 

CO— OPERATION  WITH  OTHER  CIVILIAN  DEFENSE  ORGANIZATIONS 

Sec.  5.  With  the  approval  of  the  Defense  Council,  the  Director  may  agree  with  the  Board 
of  County  Commissioners,  Town  Trustees,  •‘■'own  Boards,  Ma;  or  or  Mayors  of  any  city  or  cities,  or 
town  or  towns,  adjacent  thereto,  with  n or  without  the  county,  for  a program  of  co-operative  action 
and  allocat.on  of  territory  to  be  supervised  in  manner  to  be  outlined  and  determined  by  the 
participating  units  thereto  so  that  necessary7  and  complete  defense  of  the  area  and  co-operative 
activities  between  the  var  ous  units  may  be  effected. 


ORGANIZATION 


Sec.  6.  For  the  purpose  of  creating  a more  effective  Civilian  Defense,  the  Director 
may,  n .Is  discretion,  divide  the  city  into  twelve  or  more  districts,  with  a District  harden  and 
Associate  District  W rdens  in  charge  of  each  district;  that  eac  - district  may  be  divided  nto 
sections,  containing  on  an  average  a population  of  around  two  thousand,  each,  with  a Lection 
. arden  and  Associate  Section  hardens  _n  charge  of  each  section;  that  each  section  may  be  divided  into 
zones,  containing  on  an  average  population  of  around  five  Hundred  with  a Zone  Warden  and  Associate 
^one  Wardens  in  charge  of  each  zone;  that  each  zone  may  be  divided  ..nto  bloeirs , wit  . Block  Wardens 
in  charge  of  each  block,  with  authority  to  create,  ap  oint  and  supervise  persons  within  the 
block  o be  known  as  members  of  the  Civilian  Block  Reserves.  That  in  the  development  of  Civilian 
defense  an  effort  snail  be  made  to  recruit  wardens,  to  cover  eaca  city  bloch  so  as  to  provide  an 
approximate  ratio  of  one  warden  to  eaca  seven  dwelling  units  n the  Gpty  of  Fort  Wayne. 

That  each  appointee,  after  making  a_ plicat  on  for  appointment,  as  block  warden,  volunteer 
police,  volunteer  f reman,  or  other  type  of  service,  shall  ledge  his  will_ngness  to  serve  the  City  , 
State  and  Nation,  as  a Civilian  Defense  Volunteer  1hat  said  applicants  shall  be  finger : rinted  and 
each  administered  the  oath  of  allegiance.  That  upon  the  complet  on  of  the  required  course  of  train- 
ing, the  a plicant  shall  receive  a proper  certificate  showing  a successful  completion  of  the  course 
of  training.  That  t.ie  provisions  of  tae  within  section  shall  be  amplified  and  extended  in  detail 
in  the  manner  dete  mined  b„  the  Director  and  reflected  by  hi  -,  in  orders  and  regulations  properly 
issued. 


SEPARABILITY  OF  PROVISIONS 

Sec.  7.  it  is  the  intention  of  tae  Common  Council  that  eac  separate  provision  of  this 
ordinance  small  be  deemed  ndependent  of  all  ot-.er  provisions  herein,  and  it  is  further  the  in- 
tention of  tae  Common  Council  tha  if  ary  provision  of  this  ordinance  be  declared  to  be  invalid, 
ail  other  provisions  thereof  snail  remain  valid  and  enforceable.

AN  ORDINANCE  amending  Sections  5 and  8 of  General  0 dinance  No.  1660,  passed  by  the  Gomrnon 
Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  on  April  12,  1932,  as  amended  by  General  Ordinance 
No.  1727,  passed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Why ne,  Indiana,  on  April  25,  1933, 
as  amended  b„  General  Ordinance  No.  1854a  passes  by  the  0omilOn  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  on  November  26,  1955,  as  amended  by  General  Ordinance  No.  1921,  passed  by  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Tiayne,  Indiana,  On  October  26,  1937,  and  as  amended  by  General 
Ordinance  No.  2067,  as  passed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  on 
January  15,  1942,  as  amended  this  22nd  day  of  December,  1942 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OP-FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  Section  5 of  General  Ordinance  No.  1660,  passed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
of  Fort  Wayne  on  April  12,  1932,  as  amended  by  General  Ordinance  So.  1727,  passed  by  the  Common 
Council  °f  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  , Indiana,  on  April  25,  1933,  as  amended  by  General  Ordinance 
No.  1854,  passed  by  the  Common  C ouncil  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  on  November  26,  1955, 
as  amended  by  General  Ordinance  No.  1921,  passed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  on  October  26,  1957,  and  as  amended  by  General  Ordinance  No.  2067,  passed  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  F ort  Wayne,  Indiana  on  January  13,  1942,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  5.  Contract  of  Insurance. 

No  permit  to  operate  a taxicab  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  shall  be  issued  until  after 
the  applicant  therefore  shall  have  filed  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of 

Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  a contract  of  insurance.  Said  contract  of  insurance  shall  be  issued  by  a 
reliable  insurance  company  admitted  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  with  not  less  than 
$1,000,000.00  assets,  and  .said  contract  of  insurance  shall  be  a $20,000.00  to  $ 40,000.00  public 
liability  policy  for  protection  of  bodily  injury  and  a contract  of  insurance  of  $5,000.00  for  prop- 
erty damage,  said  policies  to  be  the  standard  form  of  non-deductible.  Said  contracts  of  insurance 
shall  provide  that  they  will  pay  any  and  all  damages  imposed  by  law  upon  said  applicant,  or  any 
other  person,  firm  or  corporation,  operating  any  motor  vehicle  as  a taxicab  under  said  permit,  or 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  thereof,  provided  said  damages  result  from  bodily  injury7',  including 
death,  and  damage  to  property  sustained  by  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  during  the  period 
covered  by  said  contract  of  insurance,  by  reason  of  the  ownership,  maintenance,  operation  or  use 
under  said  permit,  or  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  thereof,  of  any  motor  vehicle  as  a taxicab  by 
any  person,  firm  or  corporation  whomsoever,  regardless  of  the  ownership  of  such  motor  vehicle." 

Said  contract  of  insurance  shall  contain  the  further  provision  that  the  obligations  and 
promises  contained  therein  shall  not  be  affected  by'  any  act  or  omission  of  the  named  assured, 
its  aggnts,  employees,  bailees  or  licensees,  or  any  other  person,  firm  or  corporation  operating 
any  motor  vehicle  as  a taxicab  under  said  permit,  or  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  thereof  on  account 
of  a default  in  the  payment  of  the  premium  on  said  contract  of  insurance  or  the  giving  of  any 
notice  required  by  the  provisions  thereof  or  otherwise,  or  by  the  insolvency  of  the  assured  named 
therein.  It  shall  further  be  provided  in  said  contract  of  insurance  that  no  cancellation  thereof 
shall  become  effective  for  any  reason  until  five  (5)  days  after  written  notice  of  such  cancellation 
shall  have  been  filed  with  tne  Comptroller  of  said  City.  The  contract  of  insur- 

ance required  by  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  provide  that  the  same  shall  be  in  full  force 
and  effect  from  and  after  the  issuance  of  a permit  to  the  applicant  and  no  permit  shall  be  issued 
to  any  applicant  therefore  unless  the  contract  of  insurance  hereinabove  required  shall  have  been 
filed  with  and  approved  by  the  Comptroller  of  said  City.  After  the  issuance  of  such  permit,  the 
Comptroller  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  shall  also  deliver  to  said  applicant  two  ((g)  metal 
number  plates  for  each  motor  vehicle  listed  in  the  schedule,  filed" with  said  Comptroller,  on 

which  plates  shall  be  printed  or  stamped  the  words  Permit  No.  , Car  No.  " , 19 

Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  which  number  plates  shall,  at  all  times  when  said  motor  vehicle  i seeing* 
operated  or  used  upon  any  public  street,  avenue,  highway  or  other  public  place  in  said  Cif  as 
a taxicab,  be  conspicuously  displayed  on  the  front  and  rear  therof.  Thereafter  the  holder  of 
said  permit  shall,  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  December,  in  each  year,  pay  to  said  City  Como— 
troller  a license  fee  of  Fifteen  ($15.00)  Dollars  for  each  motor  vehicle  to  be  used  in  said  busi- 
ness for  ensuing  year.  In  the  event  the  holder  of  any  permit  desires  to  transfer  any  such  number 
plates  from  the  motor  vehicle  for  which  they  were  issued,  and  use  the  same  on  another  otor 
vehicle,  he  snail  immediately  notify  said  Comptroller  and  furnish  him  with  the  name  of  the 
maker,  the  serial  number  and  the  seating  capacity  of  such  motor  vehicle  to  which  such  number 
plates  are  to  be  transferred.  The  City  Comptroller  shall  at  all  times  keep  on  file  n his  office 
a list  of  the  motor  vehicles  operated  by  the  holder  of  any  permit  as  shown  by  the  list  filed 
at.  the  time  said  permit  was  issued,  and  any  change  or  changes  therein  noted  by  said  Comptroller 
which  list  shall  show  the  name  of  the  maker,  the  serial  number,  and  seating  capacity  of  each  motor 
venicle,  and  tne  number  assigned  thereto  on  the  number  plates  issued  for  said  motor  vehicle. 


Each  such  contract  of  insurance  shall  not  contain  any  provision  that  no  liability  shall 
exist  for  claims  or  loss  or  damage  arising  as  follow's:  While  being  operated  by  any  person  under  the 
influence  ox  liquor  from  one  place  to  another. 


Whenever  a permit  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  cancelled  or 
revoxed  or  surrendered,  the  holder  of  such  permit  shall  at  the  time  of, such  surrender,  cancellation 
or  revocation  deliver  to  the  City  Comptroller  of  said  City  all  number  plates  theretofore  issued 
under  said. permit.  If  such  delivery  is  made  prior  to  July  1st  of  any  calendar  year  such  holder 
suo.ii  receive. from  said  Comptroller  a refund  of  Five  ($5.00)  Dollars  for  each  set  of  number 
plates  so  delivered.

Because  of  the  present  emergency  and  in  order  to  -cooperate  with  the  office  of  defense 
transportation  it  shall  be  unlawful,  during  the  duration  of  said  emergency,  but  not  thereafter, 
to  carry  more  than  one  passenger  or  more  than  one  group  of  passengers,  provided,  however,  that 
second  passenger  or  group  of  passengers  shall  not  be  picked  up  or  admitted  to  a taxicab  without 
the  consent  of  the  first  passenger  or  gooup  of  passengers  engagin  said  taxicab.  Whenever  a taxi- 
cab shall  carry  more  t~an  one  passenger  or  group  of  passengers  from  different  points  of  origin, 
the  fare  for  each  passenger  or  group  of  passengers  shall  be  thirty  (50p)  cents. 

Any  number  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  four  (4)  shal - be  carried  from  the  same  point 
oi  origin  to  the  same  point  of  destination  for  one  (1)  fare,  and  for  each  passenger  in  excess  of 
four  (4)  an  additional  fare  shall  be  charged  and  collected  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  (15)  cents 
per  additional  passenger;  provided  that  an  additional  fare  of  fifteen  (15)  cents  shall  be  charged 
and  collected  for  each  and  every  interim  stop  for  discharge  of  passengers. 

(c)  . The  number  of  taxicabs  to  be  licensed  under  this  Ordinance  for  operation  as  such 
within  the  City  of  Fort  Y.ayne  shall  at  no  time  exceed  one  (1)  taxicab  for  each  Two  Thousand  (2,000) 
inhabitants  within  said  city  of  Fort  Wayne , Indiana. 

(d)  . No  passenger  snail  be  admitted  into  any  taxicab  when  the  same  is  occupied  or  in 
service  of  a passenger  or  passengers. 

(e)  . Each  taxicab  shall  have  posted  in  a conspicuour  place  in  let  ers  of  legible  size 
a schedule  of  the  rates  or  fares  provided  by  this  Ordinance. 

(f) .  There  shall  be  filed  with  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wtayne  an  applica- 
tion for  employment  setting  out  the  qualifications  of  every  driver  now  In  the  employ  of  taxicab 
companies  operating  in  the  city'  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  every'  new  driver,  before  being  employed 
by  any  taxicab  company  operating  in  said  city',  shall  file  with  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  City' 

• of  Fort  Wayne  an  application  of  employment  setting  out  his  qualifications  and  no  driver  whose 
application  has  been  disapporved  by'  the  Traffic  Bureau  of  the  City  of  Fort  Way'ne  shall  be  hired 
by  any  taxicab  company  operating  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

(g)  . All  taxicab  companies  operating  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  shall  semi-annually, 

on  the  1st  day  of  January  and  June  of  each  jeav,  file  a full  and  co  plete  financial  statement, 
properly  certified  to  by  a certified  public  accountant,  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  Fort 
V.ayne . > 

(h)  . From  and  after  the  passage  of  the  within  Ordinance  it  shall  be  lawful  to- operate 
taxicabs  upon,  the  city  streets  of  the  city'  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  without  governors. 

(i)  . Any  driver,  person,  firm,  or  corporation  charging  or  receiving  a fare  in  excess 
of  those  provided  in  this  Ordinance,  or  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a misdeeanor  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  a sum  not  to  exceed  Three  Hundred 
($500.00)  Dollars. 

Section  5.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its  passage, 
approval  by'  the  Mayor,  and  legal  publication  thereof.

Section  1.  That  General  Ordinance  No.  2096,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  concerning  and 
relating  to  Civilian  Defense",  passed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indian^, 
on  December  8,  1942,  be  amended  by  adding  Section  10A,  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  10A.  That  the  Commander  of  the  Control  Center  shall  be  and  act  as  the  Local 
Property  Officer.  The  Local  Property  Officer  is  authorized  and  directed  to  receive,  account  for, 
maintain,  store,  and  distribute  personal  property  loaned  to  or  acquired  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
City  for  protection  of  persons  and  property  against  air  raids  and  other  war  hazards.  In  handling 

and  distributing  such  roperty  he  shall  comply'  with  the  terms  of  any  agreement  under  which  the 

property  was  loaned  to  or  acquired  by  the  City.  To  insure  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
he  shall  post  a surety  bond,  in  such  amount  as  the  Director  may  designate  and  the  premium  thereon 
shall  be  paid  by  the  City' . 

That  the  Communication  and  Signal  Department  and/or  the  Control  Center  is  authorized  to 
organize  an  emergency  unit,  appoint  messengers,  provide  for  their  training,  the  issuance  of 
certificates  of  training,  arm  bands,  and  do  all  other  things  required  to  develop  said  emergency 
unit  as  one  of  the  component  parts  of  Civilian  Defense,  operating  under  the  general  control  of 
the  Defense  Council,  and  under  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Control  Center  and/or 
the  Communication  and  Signal  Department. 

That  the  said  Defense  Council,  through  rules,  regulations  and  orders  adopted  by  it, 
shall  be  authorized  to  set  up  a Warden  Civilian  Service  Corps,  and  outline  the  work  to  be  performed 
by  said  corps,  or  in  such  rules,  regulations  and  orders  it  may  provide  that  the  work  and  duties  that 
might  be  otherwise  performed  by  said  corps  can  be  performed  by  any  of  the  existing  units  of  civilian 
defense,  provided  in  the  ordinance,  giving  to  any'  of  such  units  so  designated  full  poT/er  and 
authority  to  do  all  of  the  things  that  might  otherwise  be  performed  by'  a Warden  Civilian  Service 
Corps . 

That  the  City  Governing  Board  shall  be  authorized  to  create  "Home-Front"  District,

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning  Victory  Gardens  and  defining  otner  matters  concerning  Victory  Gardens. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  Of  THE  CITY  OE  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  That  any  plot  of  ground  in  the  city  under  cultiviation  as  a Victory  Gardens  which 
has  affixed  thereto  any  sign  or  label  indicating  the  same  as  a Victory  uardens  sponsored  by  the 
Office  of  Civilian  Defense  of  Fort  nayne,  shall  be  preserved  and  protected  for  the  exclusive  use 
and  benefit  of  the  person  or  persons  who  planted  said  gardens  and  his,  her  or  their  administrators 
and  assigns.  Provided,  however,  where  any  such  Victory  Garden  is  maintained  on  leased  ground,  either 
under  a lease  direct  from  the  owner  or  his  agent,  or  from  the  Victory  Garden  Council  representing 
said  owner,  the  use  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  the  terms  of  said  lease  or  other  written  or  legal 
arrangement,  and  nothing  in  the  within  ordinance  shall  have  the  effect  of  abridging  or  enlarging  any 
of  the  rights  of  the  contracting  parties,  ^hat  no  person  shall  enter  unto  or  upon  any  plot  of 
ground  in  the  city  which  is  under  cultivation  as  Victory  Gardens,  unless  such  person  be  the  owner 
of  the  flowers,  vegetables,  and  plants  of  such  gardens  or  has  permission  from  such  owner.  Provided, 
however,  if  the  Vietory  Gardens  belong  to  any  person  or  persons  wh0se  only  interest  in  the  plot  of 
ground  is  that  of  a mere  licensee,  the  owner  or  owners  or  lessor  or  lessors  of  the  ground  whose 
consent  to  plant  Victory  Gardens  was  necessary  shall  have  the  right  of  access  to  and  from  the 
property  at  any  time. 

Section  2.  ^hat  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  or  any  rule  or  regulation  issued  by  said  Victory  Garden  Council,  or  who  shall  willfilly 
maliciously  or  mischievously  destroy,  damage,  or  interfere  with  the  growth  of  anything  in  any 
Victory  Gardens,  or  who,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  lessee,  shall  remove  ofc  take  any 
flov/ers,  vegetables,  plants,  or  any  soil,  equipment  or  fixtures  from  any  Victory  Gardens  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a fine  not  ex- 
ceeding 5wenty-five  X|>25.00)  dollars  for  each  offense,  provided,  however,  that  the  penalties  prov- 
ided herein  shall  be  merely  cumulative  and  supplemental  to  existing  ordinances  and  statutes  covering 
the  Acts  herein  enumerated,  and  any  conviction  under  the  within  ordinance,  shall  not  bar  or  abridge 
the  right  of  any  owner,  lessee,  or  other  person  to  pursue  any  of  their  civil  or  other  rights  under 
any  z other  existing  law. 

Section  5.  That  for  the  purpose  of  affording  community  participation  in  a unified  effort  to 
stimulate,  advance  and  protect  the  activities  incident  to  the  development  of  Victory  Gardens  in  the 
city  of  Fort  Wayne  as  an  effective  aid  to  winning  the  war,  there  is  hereby  created  a Victory'  Garden 
Council,  (hereinafter  called  Council),  consisting  of  not  less  than  five  (5)  nor  more  than  twrenty- 
five  (25)  members,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  with  one  of  said  member  named  as  Chairman 
by  the  May'or,  said  members  to  serve  for  a period  of  one  year  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualified.  The  members  of  said  Council,  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  shall  meet,  and  after  taking 
oath  of  office,  proceed  to  organize  by  selecting  other  officers  as  determined  by  said  Council,  appoint 
necessary'  committees,  and  do  all  other  things  necessary  to  organize  and  further  the  work  of  said 
Council.  The  said  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations  concerning 
the  promotion  and  advancement  of  Victory'  Gardens,  not  incinsistent  with  any  existing  ordinances 
or  statutes.  An$  rule  or  regulation  adopted  by  said  Council  shall  be  effective  from  the  date  of  its 
adoption  and  the  delivery  of  a certified  copy  thereof  to  the  Municipal  Defense  Council,  and  any  such 
rule  or  regulation  shall  continue  in  force,  unless  the  same  be  modified  at  any  time  within  two 
weeks  thereafter  by  the  Municipal  Defense  Council,  that  the  chairman  of  said  Victory'  Garden  Council, 
shall  be  an  ex-officio  member  of  the  latter. 

Section.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  duration  of  the  war  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  legal  publication  thereof.

GENE SAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  2104 


AN  ORDINANCE  concerning  taxisrabs,  providing  for  the  regulation  and  licensing  thereof, 
ssuance  of  permits  for  tne  operation  thereof,  repealing  all  ordinaces  in  conflict  therewith, 
ixing  tne  time  when  the  same  shall  take  effect,  and  providing  penalties  for  violation  thereof, 
as  amended  April  15,  1943. 


BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  C0M10N  C0ONCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  Definition. 

(a)  A taxicab  as  the  term  is  herein  used,  means  a motor  vehicle  while  being  used,  for  the 
perj-ormance  of  a contract  for  the  transportation  of  a passenger  or  passengers  or  groups  of 
passengers  for  hire,  to  and  from  points  chosen  or  designated  by  the  passenger  or  passengers  or 
groups  of  passengers,  and  running  over  any  available  route  between  said  points;  but  not  at  the 
time  being  operated  over  or  along  a definite,  advertised,  announced  or  substantially  fixed  rout^ 
from  to  or  between  definite  or  substanially  fixed  terminals,  locations  or  districts  or  according 
ot  substanially  fixed  or  announced  times  or  intervals  of  arrival  or  departure. 

(b J ^ermit,  ad  the  term  is  herein  used,  shall  mean  a permit  for  the  operation  of  taxicabs 
in  tne  City  of  x'ort  Wayne,  issued  upon  the  approval  and  by  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Safety  of  said  city. 

Section  2.  Permit. 

■ft  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  operate  or  cause  to  be 
operated  any  taxicab  in  any  public  street,  avenue,  court,  alley,  highway  or  public  place  in  said 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  without  first  applying  for  and  obtaining  permit  therefor  from  the 
^oard  of  Public  Safety  of  said  City,  without  first  filing  with  the  Clerk  of  said  Board  of  Public 
Bafety  a bond,  undertaking  or  contract  of  liability  insurance  in  some  responsible  insurance  com- 
pany authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  the  form  of  which  insurance  contract  has 
been  approved  by  the  insurance  Department  of  Indiana,  and  containing  the  approval  thereof,  and 
without  first  paying  the  fees  prescribed  and  obtaining  license  plates,  all  as  hereinafter  more 
specifically  provided,  nor  shall  any  such  taxicab  be  operated  except  at  the  fares  hereinafter 
prescribed.  No  permit  shall  be  granted  except  as  hereinafter  provided  by  this  ordinance. 

Bection  3.  Application  for  permit. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  desiring  to  use,  operate  or  drive  any  motor  vehicle  as  a 
taxicab  in  or  upon  any  public  street,  avenue,  court,  alley,  highway  or  public  place  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  %yne  shall  file  an  application  for  a permit  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  said  city,  upon  a form  which  said  Board  shall  provide  without 
charge  to  all  applicatns.  Laid  application  shall  contain  the  name  of  all  such  applicants,  his  or 
its  place  of  business,  residence  if  in  Fort  Wayne,  the  length  of  time  of  such  residence,  age, 
if  an  individual,  whether  or  not  previously  engaged  in  the  business  of  transporting  passenger 
for  hire,  and  if  so  the  length  of  such  previous  experience,  the  number  of  taxicabs  which  the 
applicant  desires  to  use,  operate  or  drive,  and  such  other  information  as  said  Board  of  Public 
Safety  may  require. 

Section  4.  Issuance  of  Permit. 

With  the  application  provided  for  in  ‘■'ection  3 hereof,  the  applicant  shall  file  in  trip- 
licate a list  of  the  motor  vehicles  intended  to  be  operated  as  taxicabs,  together  with  the  bond 
or  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Said  list  shall  contain  the  make,  motor  number,  state  license  number  and  seating  capacity 
of  each  motor  vehicle  to  be  operated  by  the  applicant.  The  ^oard  of  Public  Safety  shall,  after  the 
approval  by  it  of  the  bond  or  contract  of  insurance  filed  with  it  by  said  applicant,  issue  to  said 
applicant  a permit  authorizing  said  applicant  to  operate  taxicabs  in  the  City  of  ^ort  kkayne,  and 
shall  file  with  the  Comptroller  a copy  of  said  list  of  motor  vehicles  to! be  operated  as  taxicabs 
together  with  the  permit  granted  and  the  bond  or  contract  of  insurance  filed  at  the  time  of  app- 
lication. Upon  the  filing  by  the  Board  of  Pjiblic  Bafety  with  the  Comptroller  of  said,  City,  a copy 
of  the  list  of  motorvehicles  together  v/ith  permit  and  bond  or  contract  of  insurance  said  applicant 
shall  pay  to  the  Comptroller  a fee  of  Ten  ($10.00)  Dollars  for  such  permit  and  a license  fee  of 
Fifteen($15 .00^  Dollars  for  each  motor  vehicle  listed,  if  payment  be  made  before  July  1st  of  any 
calendar  year,  and  a license  fee  of  Eight  ($8.00)  Dollars  for  each  motor  vehicle  if  payment  is 
made  after  July  1st  of  any  year.  Every  permit  issued  under  the  provisions  hereof  shall  expire  on 
December  31st  of  the  year  in  which  it  is  issued. 

Renewal  permits  shall  be  applied  for  and  issued  in  the  same  manner  as  orginal  permits,  and  for 
eacn  renewal  permit  a fee  of  Ten  ($10.00)  Dollars  shall  be  charged  and  paid  to  the  Comptroller 
of  said  City,  and  for  each  renewal  license  a fee  of  Fifteen  ($15.^ 0)  Dollars  for  each  motor  vehicle 
listed  shall  be  charged  and  paid  to  the  Comptroller  of  said  City. 

fill  taxicabs  for  the  operation  of  which  a permit  shall  be  granted  b$  this  ordinance  should  be 
equipped  with  two  doors  on  each  side,  provided,  however,  that  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  not 
apply  to  any  vehicle  now  or  heretofore  operated  as  a taxicab  and  for  the  operation  of  which  vehicle 
a permit  has  been  granted  by  the  City  of  Fort  Hayne,  it  being  the  intention  of  this  ordinance  that 
all  vehicles  hereafter  required  for  and  used  as  taxicabs  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Andiana,  whether 
as  replacements  of  existing  vehicles  or  othervd.se,  shall  be  equipped  with  four  (4^  doors. 


Bection  5.  Contract  of  xnsurance  or  Guaranty  Bond. 

No  permit  to  operate  a taxicab  in  the  City  of  Fort  *‘ayne  shall  be  issued  until  after  the 
applicant  therefor  shall  have  filed  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  *’ort  ^ayne,  Indiana,  a 
contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond.  Said  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  shall  be 
issued  by  a reliable  insurance  company  admitted  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  with  not 
}ess  than  $1,000,000.00  assets,  and  said  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  shall  a

$10,000.00  to  $20,000.00  public  liability  policy  for  protection  of  bodily  injury  and  a contract  of 
insurance  or  guaranty  bond  of  $5,000.00  for  property  damage,  said  policies  to  be  the  standard  form 
of  non-deductible. 

Said  contracts  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bonds  shall  provide  that  they  Tail  pay  for  any  and  all 
damages  imposed  by  law  upon  said  applicant,  or  any  other  person,  firm  or  corporation,  operating 
any  motor  vehicle  as  a taxicab  under  said  permit,  or  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  thereof,  provided 
said  damages  result  from  bodily  injury,  including  death,  and  damage  to  property  sustained  by  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  during  the  period  covered  by  said  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty 
bond,  'ty  reason  of  the  ownship,  maintenance,  operation  or  use  under  said  permit,  or  by  virtue  of  the 
provisions  therof,  of  any  motor  vehicle  as  a taxicab  b;,  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  whomsoever 
regardless  of  the  ownership  of  such  motor  vehicle. 

Said  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  shall  contain  the  further  provision  that  the  obligations 
and  promises  contained  therein  shall  not  be  affected  ^y  any  act  or  ommission  of  the  named  assured  ,, 
its  agents,  employees,  bailees  or  licensees,  or  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  operating  any 
motor  vehicle  as  a taxicab  under  said  permit,  or  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  thereof  on  account 
of  a default  in  the  payment  of  the  premium  on  said  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond,  or 
the  giving  of  any  notice  required  by  the  provisions  thereof  or  otherwise,  or  by  the  insolvency 
of  the  assured  named  therein.  It  shall  further  be  provided  in  said  contract  of  insurance  or 
guaranty  bond  that  no  concellation  thereof  shall  become  effective  for  any  reason  until  (5)  days 
after  the  written  notice  of  such  cancellation  shall  iiave  been  filed  with  the  Comptroller  of 
said  ^ity.  The  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  provide  that  the  same  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  the  issuance  of  a 
permit  to  the  applicant  and  no  permit  shall  be  issued  to  any  applicant  therefore  unless  the  con- 
tract of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  hereinabove  required  shall  have  been  filed  with  and  approved 
by  the  Comptroller  of  said  city.  After  the  issuance  of  such  permit,  the  Comptroller  of  the  City 
of  Eort  Wayne  shall  also  deliver  to  said  applicant  a metal  number  plate  for  each  motor  vehicle 
listed  in  the  schedule,  filed  v/ith  said  Comptroller,  on  which  said  plate  shall  be  printed  or 

stamped  the  words  Car  No._ ,19 .Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  which  plate  shall,  at  all  times  when 

said  motor  vehicle  is  being  operated  or  used  upon  any  public  street,  avenue,  highway  or  other 
public  place  in  said  city  as  a taxicab,  be  conspicuously  displays  on  the  rear  thereof.  There- 
after the  holder  of  said  permit  shall,  on  or  before  the  51st  day  of  December,  in  each  year,  pay 
to  said  City  Comptroller  a license  fee  of  Fifteen  ($15.00)  Dollars  for  each  motor  vehicle  to  be 
used  in  said  business  for  ensuing  year. 

In  the  event  the  holder  of  any  permit  desires  to  transfer  any  such  plate  from  the  motor 
vehicle  for  which  it  was  issued,  and  use  the  same  on  another  motor  vehicle,  he  shall  immediately 
notify  said  Comptroller  and  furnish  him  with  the  name  of  the  maker,  the  serial  number  and  the  seat- 
ing capacity  of  such  motor  vehicle  to  which  such  plate  is  to  be  transferred.  The  City  Comptroller 
snail  at  all  times  keep  on  file  in  his  office  a list  of  the  motor  vehicles  operated  by  the  holder 
of  any  permit  as  shown  by  the  list  filed  at  the  time  said  permit  was  issued,  and  any  change  or 
changes  therein  noted  by  said  Comptroller,  which  list  shall  show  the  name  of  the  maker,  the  serial 
number,  and  seating  capacity  of  each  motor  vehicle,  and  the  number  assigned  thereto  on  the  plate 
issued  for  said  motor  vehicle. 

Each  such  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  shall  not  contain  any  provision  that 
no  liability  shall  exist  for  claims  or  loss  or  damage  arising  as  follows:  While  being  operated  by 
any  person  under  the  influence  of  liquor  from  one  place  to  another. 

uection  6.  Permit  not  transferable. 

No  permit  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  transferable.  In  the 
event  of  the  death  of  the  holder  of  any  permit,  or  in  case  of  a corporation,  of  the  dissolution 
thereof,  or  in  the  event  a receiver  or  trustee  in  bankruptcy  is  appointed  for  the  holder  of  any 
permit  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  said  permit  shall  be  null  and  void,  and 
shall  be  immediately  surrended  to  the  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  said  City,  whereupon  the  plates 
issued  to  the  holder  of  said  permit  certificate  shall  be  immediately  surrended  to  the  Comptroller 
of  said  City. 


Lection  7.  Taxi  fares,  “umber  of  Passengers  and  Posting  of  Scnedule  of  Fares. 

(a)  ihe  following  fares  shall  be  changed  for  the  carrying  of  passengers  by  the  taxi- 
cabs of  the  City  of  E0rt  Wayne,  Indiana; 

(1)  For  one  (1^  passenger  anywhere  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  the  fare  shall  be 
Fifty  (500)  cents. 

(2)  F0r  two  (2)  or  more  passengers,  but  not  exceeding  four(4)  passengers,  from  the 

same  point  of  origin  to  the  same  point  of  destination  anywhere  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  the  fare 
shall  be  Fifty  (50$)  cents,  for  said  trip1.1  ** 

. (5)  For  one  (l)  passenger  or  group  of  passengers,  the  fare,  for  group  riding  shall  be 
Thirty-Five  $350)  cents  for  each  passenger  or  Thirty-five  (550  cents  for  each  group  of  passengers. 

The  group  riding  fare  shall  begin  when  any  taxicab  is  occupied  by  one  (1)  passenger* 
or  group  of  passengers  and  another  passenger  or  another  grouo  of  pasengers  are  admitted  to  the  taxi- 
cab, except  as  provided  in  the  preceding  Section  7 (a)  (2). 

(b)  Because  of  the  present  emergency  and  in  order  to  co-operate  with  the  office  of 
defence  transportation  it  shall  be  lawful,  during  the  duration  of  said  emergency,  but  not  thereafter 
> for  taxicabs  to  carry  more  than  one  passenger  or  more  than  one  groups  of  passnegers,  provided 
however,  that  second  passenger  or  groups  of  passengers  shall  nor  be  picked  up  or  admitted  to  a * 
taxicab  without  the  consent  of  the  first  passenger  or  group  of  passengers  engaging  said  taxicab. 

(CJ  N0  passenger  shall  be  admitted  into  any  taxicab  when  the  same  is  occupied  or  in 
service  of  a passenger  or  passengers,  except  as  provided  in  Section  7,  Sub-  Section  (b> . 

(d)  Each  taxicab  shall  have  posted,  in  a manner  approved  by  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
in  a conspicuous  place  in  letters  of  legible  size,  a schedule  of  the  fares  provided  by  this 
ordinance.  " J 


Lection  8.  Qualifications  of  Drivers. 

Every  holder  of  a permit  to  operate  taxicabs  issued  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall 
maintain  on  file  in  its  own  offices  the  names  and  addresses  and  number  of  the  chauffeur's  license 
of  each  of  its  drivers  and  the  name  and  addresses  of  the  next  of  kin  of  said  driver  who  should  be 
notified  in  case  of  emergency..  Said  list  of  drivers  shall  be  open  for  inspection  to  the  Police 
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Department  of  the  City  of  fort  "ayne  at  all  times  and  must  be  kept  current.  Every  holder  of  a 

permio  to  operate  taxicabs  is  prohibited  to  employ  any  person  as  a driver  of  taxicabs  who  lias  been 
wiivicted  of  a felony.

Such  records  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Bafety  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  or  any  of  its  duly7  authorized  representatives;  provided 
hov/ever,that  it  shall  not  be  necessary7  to  preserve  the  record  of  any  trips  for  more  than  sixty7  (60) 
days  after  the  date  such  trip  was  made. 

Sec, 16.  Numbering  of  Taxicabs. 

■"‘henever  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  the  holder  of  a permit  or  an  applicant 

therefor  shall  be  required  to  file  a list  of  the  motor  vehicles  desired  to  be  operated  as  taxicabs 

in  said  City  of  F0rt  Wayne , the  Comptroller  of  said  ^ity  shall  assign  a serial  body  number  to  each 
motor  vehicle  described  in  siad  list  as  originally  filed  or  amended,  and  place  said  number  opposite 
tne  description  of  said  motor  vehicle  in  said  list. 

Sec,  17.  identification  and  ^umbering  of  Taxicabs.

Comptroller,  painted  in  letters  and  numbers  at  least  six  inches  in  height  on  each  side  of  said 
taxicab  and  on  the  rear  thereof,  and  that  said  letters  and  numbers  be  painted  a differnet  color  from 
the  color  of  the  cab . 
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Section  18.  Bus,  taxicabs  and  Bqckney  Stands. 

The  Board  of  Public  Safety  of  the  City  of  Fort  “‘ayne,  '“ndiana,  upon  recommendation  first 
of  the  Chief  of  Police  or  the  Traffic  Captain,  shall  establish  bus  stops,  taxicab  stands  and  hackney 
stands  on  such  public  streets  in  such  place  and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  determine  to  be  of  great- 
est benefit  and  convenience  to  the  public,  and  every  bus  stop,  taxicab  stand  or  hackney  stand  shall 
be  designated  by  appropriate  signs. 

Section,  19.  Other  Vehicles  Prohibited. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  driver  of  any  vehicle  other  than  a bus  to  stand  or  park  in  an 
officially  designated  bus  stop,  or  for  any  vehicle  other  than  a taxicab  to  stand  or  park  in  an  off- 
icially designated  taxicab  stand,  or  for  any  vehicle  other  than  a hackney  to  stand  or  part  in  an 
officially  designated  hackney  stand,  except  that  the  driver  of  any  passenger  vehicle  may  temporarily 
stop  in  any  such  stop  or  stand  for  the  purpose  of  and  while  actually  engaged  in  the  loading  or  unload-^, 
ing  of  passengers. 

Section  20.  Taxicabs  prohibited  from  Parking  except  in  Designated  Places. 

xt  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  driver  of  any  taxicab  to  stand  or  park  such  taxicab  upon  any 
street,  avenue,  alley,  court,  highway,  or  public  place  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  other  than  at  a 
taxicab  stand,  except  that  this  provision  shall  not  prevent  the  driver  of  any  such  taxicab  from  temp- 
orarily stopping  in  accordance  with  other  stopping  or  parking  regulations  at  any  place  for  the  pur- 
pose of  and  while  actually  engaged  in  loading  or  unloading  passengers. 

Section  21  Call  Boxes  and  telephones. 

xt  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  install,  use  or  occupy  any 
portion  or  part  of  any  street,  alley  or  public  place  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  as  a call  box,  or  for 
telephone  purposes,  or  to  use  any  telephone  pole,  light  pole,  or  any  other  pole  on  any  street,  alley, 
pr  public  place,  or  building  or  structure,  for  the  purpose  of  attaching  thereto  a telephone  or  call 
box  for  the  purpose  of  telephone  communication,  or  use  any  such  telephone  or  call  box  for  the  pur- 
pose of  tlephoning,  unless, a permit  is  granted  by  the  Board  of  Public  borks,  and  only  upon  the  Consent 
of  the  owners  of  real, estate  within  a radius  of  Seventy-Five  (75^  feet  from  such  call  box  or  telephone. 
Such  permit  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  giving  of  ten  *a0;  days'  notice  by  the  Board  of  Fublic 
Works.  This  Provision  shall  not  apply  to  police  call  or  fire  alarm  boxes.  Provided,  however,  that  to 
continue  any  such  phone  or  call  boxes  now  installed,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  consent  ° 
of _ the  owners  of  real  estate  as  herein  provided,  but  such  phones  must  be  removed  within  ten  days  upon 
the  giving  of  any  notice  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

Section  22.  Adequate  Service  and  Facilities. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  authorized  to  operate  taxicabs  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne 
shall  keep  said  taxicabs  clean,  properly  ventilated  and  heated,  provided  with  comfortable  seAts,  in 
good  repair,  and  painted  and  decorated  so  as  to  present  an  attractive  appearance,  both  on  the  outside 
and  inside  of  said  taxicab . / 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  authorized  to  operate  taxicabs  in  the  City  of  F0rt  ''ayne 
shall  furnish  reasonably  adequate  service  and  facilities.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm 
or  or  corporation  authorized  to  operate  taxicabs  in  the  City  of  F0rt  Bayne  to  refuse  to  respond  to 
calls  by  patrons,  unless  the  patron  is  im.-.ediately  notified  that  taxicabs  are  not  available  to  render 
the  service  required  by  the  patron.  In  the  event  a call  is  accepted  to  serve  a patron  and  it  is  sub- 
sequently determined  that  taxicabs  are  not  available  to  serve  the  patron,  said  person,  firm  or  corp- 
oration operating  said  taxicab  shall  immediately  inform  the  patron  that  said  service  cannot  be  rendered 
in  order  to  permit  the  patron  to  make  other  arrangements  for  transportation  service. 

Section  25.  Penalties. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  Three  Hundred($300 .00)  Dollars  to  which 
may  be  added  imprisonment  for  a period  of  not  exceeding  Thirty  (30;  days. 

Section  24.  Saving  Clause. 

in  the  event  uhat  any  part  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  declared  to  be  invalid  ty  any  Court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  judgment  of  such  Court  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remainder 
of  this  ordinance.

The  Contractor 
hereby  agrees  to  iddemnify  ahd  save  the  City  of  F0rt  wayne  harmless  against  all  suits  and  actions 
of  every-  name  and  description  brought  against  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  for,  or  on  account  of  any  such 
injuries  to  real  or  personal  property,  or  injuries  received  or  death  sustained  by  any  person  or  persons, 
caused  by  said  Contractor,  his  servants,  agents  or  employees,  subcontractors  or  thier  employees,  in 
the  execution  of  said  work;  or  by  or  in  consequence  of  any  negligence  in  guarding  the  same;  or  by 
or  on  account  of  any  omission  or  act  of  the  Contractor,  his  agents  or  employees;  and  the  said  Con- 
tractor further  agrees  that  so  much  of  the  money  due  him  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  contract  as 
shall  be  considered  necessary  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Fort  Yfeyne,  may  be  retained 
by  the  City  of  ■’’ort  Wayne  to  protect  itself  against  loss  until  such  suit  or  claim  for  damages  shall 
have  been  settled,  and  evidence  to  that  effect  shall  have  been  furnished  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
said  Bo'-.rd  of  Public  Wrorks. 

ARTICLE  Vlll.  CONTRACT  SECURITY. 

The  Contractor  shall  furnish  a surety  bond  in  an  amount  at  least  equal  to  100  per  cent  of 
the  contract  price  as  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  this  contract  and  for  the  payment  of 
all  persons  perfroming  labor  on  the  project  under  this  contract  and  furnishing  materials  in  connect- 
ion with  this  contract.

ARTICLE  X.  SCALE  OF  WAGES. 

The  Contractor  agrees  to  pay  and  require  of  his  Subcontractors  that  they  pay  wage  rates  on 
the  work  covered  by  this  contract  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  prescribed  scale  of  wages  as  deter- 
mined pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  519  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  of  1935 . 


ARTICLE-  XI.  PAVEMENT  REPLACEMENT . 

The  Contractor  shall  furnish  and  replace  all  pavement  removed  for  the  purpose  of  installing 
the  water  mains,  fittings  or  other  equipment  as  provided  for  in  the  Detailed  Specifications. 


ARTICLE  Xll . APPROVAL  OF  CONTRACT  BY  COMMON  COUNCIL. 


This  contract,  although  executed  on  behalf  of  the  Owner  by  its  Mayor  and  by  the  Board  of  Public

WHEREAS,  on  December  22,  1939,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  The  Housing  Authority  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne , -^aian,  entered  into  a Cooperation  Agreement  in  connection  with  the  development  of  a low 
rent  housing  project  designated  as  Project  No.  IND  3-1;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  the  said  agreement  the  City  agreed  that  as  a part  of  such  Project  it  will  eliminate  by 
repair  or  improvement  on  the  part  of  the  owner,  or  by  demolition,  condemnation  or  effective  closing,  a number

The  Cooperation  Agreement  entered  into  on  December  22,  1939,  between  the  City  of  fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  and  The  fusing  Authority  of  the  City  of  Port  “ayne,  Indiana,  with  respect  to  i,roject  No. IND  5-1 
is  hereby  amended  by  deleting  therefrom  all  of  Paragraph  J2)  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

(2)  In  consideration  therefor,  the  City  agrees  that  as  a part  of  such  Project,  it  will  eli- 
minate by  repair  or  improvement  on  the  part  of  the  owner,  or  by  demolition,  condemnation,  or  effective 
closing,  a number  of  unsafe  and  insanitary'  dwelling  units  within  its  jurisdictional  limits  at  least  equal 
in  number  to  the  number  of  dwelling  units  to  be  provided  in  said  Project  to  be  undertaken  by  said  Authority'. 

The  City  agrees  to  eliminate  such  unsafe  or  insanitary  dwelling  units  in  one  or  the  other  of  the  following 
ways,  or  partly  in  one  of  tjiese  ways  and  partly  in  another: 

(a)  By  inducing  private  owners  voluntarily  to  repair  and  improve  such  dwellings  so  as  to  make 
them  safe  and  sanitary';  or 

(b)  By  inducing  private  owners  voluntarily  to  demolish  or  effectively  close  such  dwelling 
units;  or 

(c)  By  causing  the  compulsory  repair  or  improvement, demolition,  or  effective  closing  of  such 
unsafe  and  insanitary  dwelling  units;  or 

(d)  By  demolishing  dwelling  units  which  are  on  l&ndacquired  by  the  City  including  demolition 
of  shuch  dwelling  units  on  land  purchased  for  such  Project  uses. 

"In  computing  the  number  of  unsafe  or  insanitary7  dwelling  units  eliminated  under  the  terms  of 
this  Agreement,  there  shall  be  included  all  unsafe  or  insanitary  dwelling  units  eliminated  under  this 
Agreement  from  December  22,  1939,  to  one  year  from  the  termination  of  the  War  Housing  feriod  as  defined 
herein,  provided,  however,  that  all  unsafe  and  insanitary7  dwelling  units  eliminated  by  the  City  prior  to 
December  22,  1959,  will  be  counted  as  elimination  under  this  Agreement  if  it  is  satisfactorily  established 
that  such  elimination  was  undertaken  in  anticipation  of  the  execution  of  this  Agreement  or  in  anticipation 
of  the  development  of  the  Project.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Agreement  a dwelling  unit  shall  be  considered 
unsafe  or  insanitary  whenever  by  reason  of  dilapidation,  lack  of  ventilation  or  sanitation  facilities, 
or  any  conbination  of  these  factors,  it  is  detrimental  to  safety,  health,  or  morals. 

"The  term,  ’War  Housing  Period*,  shall  be  the  period  during  which  the  President  of  the 
United  States  gas  determined  that  there  is  an  acute  need  for  housing  in  the  locality  in  and  about  the 
City  of  ‘ort  Wayne,  Indiana,  to  assure  the  availability  of  dwellings  for  peesons  engaged  in  nattional  defense 
activities  and  their  families.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  UP.  2125 


An  Ordinance  concerning  and  relating  to  Civilian  Defense,  authorizing  the 
appointment  and  defining  the  service  duties  oc  Counselors  to  discharged  and 
demobilized  soldiers.  As  amended  this  23rd  day  of  ^ay  1944* 

Whereas,  Federal  and  State  legislation  has  been,  or  is  in  the  course  of  being 
enacted  to  provide  financial,  educational,  economic  and  social  aid  and  adjustment 
for  discharged  and  demobilized  soldiers  in  an  effort  to  solve  many  of  the  problems 
anticipated  in  their  transition  from  the  field  of  war  back  to  their  homes  and  to 
the  tasks  of  peace.  However,  informed  authorities  have  emphasized  that  legislative 
measures  will  not,  in  the  final  paydoff,  relieve  any  community  of  its  direct 
obligation  to  make  certain  that  the  aids  available  from  every  agency  will  be 
so  directed  and  implemented  locally  so  as  to  apply  and  reach  in  a personal  way, 
each  soldier  needing  service,  lhat  where  existing  measures  do  not  adequately  cover 
required  service  that  each  conmiunity  must  supplement  whatever  is  lacking.  Recog- 
nizing that  the  community,  through  its  local  Graft  Boards,  participated  in  the 
offering  of  its  sons  and  daughters  for  combat  service  that  there  remains  for  the 
community  to  supplement  Army  awards  and  Federal  and  State  aid  by  awarding , promptly 
without  reservation,  to  each  soldier  returning  home,  the  further  deserved  honor, 
of  service  wherever  necessary : NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL 
BF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

Section  1:  That  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance  is  to  afford  veterans  information 
advice,  direction  and  assistance  in  the  fields  of  employment,  education,  health, 
vocational  guidance  and  placement,  through  the  ’’Soldier  Community  Center”  (called 
’’Center”),  heretofore  created  and  in  operation,  as  a central  agency  to  which  the 
veterans  may  turn  for  information.  That  authority  is  hereby  given  to  the  Civilian 
Defense  Director  of  Fort  Wayne  (called  Director),  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
City  Comptroller,  to  authorize  or  direct  theemployment  of  such  assistance  and 
incruing  such  expenses  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  within  the  limit  of  existing  appropriations  for  Civilian  Defense  pur- 
poses. That  said  Director  is  also  authorized  to  appoint  representatives  of  labor. 
Industry,  co  mmerce,  and  of  veteran,  soldier  and  social  agencies  to  serve  as  membes 
of  an  Advisory  Committee,  in  the  number  and  with  representation  as  determined  by 
said  Director. 

Section  2:  xhe  ’’Center  shall,  (l)  collect  data  and  information  as  to  the  facil- 
ities and  services  available  to  veterans;  (2)  prepare  plans  for  a community -wide 
program  of  service  within  the  pattern  determined  by  said  ’’Center’,'  under  the  direct- 
ionof  the  Director; 

(3)  provide  a central  contract  between  Federal  agencies  dealing  with  the  problems 
of  veterans,  such  as  the  veterans'  administration,  selective  service  system,  office 
of  education,  social  security  board,  war  department,  navy  department,  and  other 
Federal  agencies,  and  the  several  State  agencies  and  local  veteran  and  social  ser- 
vicing agencies  which  may  be  engaged  in  administering  the  various  aspects  of 
Soldier  Service;  (4)  maintain  central  case  records  of  all  veterans  serviced, 
to  facilitate  the  interchange  of  case  histories  among  other  agencies,  and  to 
provide  a clearing  house  of  information,  and  to  ptovide  such  services  to  soldiers  s 
not  otherwise  offered  by  Federal , State  or  other  agencies. 

Section  3.  Ahat  authority  is  hereby  given  to  the  Civilian  Defense  Director  to 
establish  a Counselor  Service  for  discharged  and  demobilized  soldiers  by  the  appoiit 
-ment  of  Counselors .The  duties  of  such  Counselors  shall  be  furnish  counseling 
service  to  discharged  soldiers  by  aiding  and  diaecting  them  in  acquiring  the  aids 
and  assistance  available  from  Federal,  State,  Veteran  and  other  sicial  agencies. 

That  said  Counselors  will,  in  the  courseof  iMi  their  duties,  serve  as  pepresant- 
atives  and  advisors  to  those  soldiers  requesting  such  service,  and  to  those  needing 
thesame,  who  for  any  reason  fail  to  avail  themselves.  T^a  the  services  of  such 
counselors  shall  be  supplementary  to  services  rendered  by  otherexisting  agencies, 
and  in  no  way  to  duplicate  directly  or  indirectly  any  services  that  are  being  in- 
formed by  other  agencies. 

Section  4«  That,  for  thenpurpose  of  developing  an  efficient  Counselor  Service,  xii 
said  Counselors  shall  take  the  course  of  instruction  prescribed  by  the  Director 
which  shall  include,  familiarizing  themselves  with  the  services  offered  by  each 
Federal,  State  or  social  agency,  and  becoming  informed  of  the  rights  and  privileges 
accruing  to  discharged  soldiers,  in  the  matter  of  allowances,  loans,  education,  em- 
ployment and  the  like,  so  as  to  soundly  advise  discharged  soldiers  on  the  proper 
course  of  postwar  adjustment.  xhat  for  the  purpose  of  lessening  the  training  time 
otherwise  to  be  given  to  lecture  courses  and  text  books,  training  credits  shall 
be  given  to  the  Twelve  (12)  District  and  Associate,  Sixty-three  (63)  Section,  Two 
Hundred  Eighty-nine  (239)  Zone,  One  Thousand  Six  Hundred  Fifty-one  (1,651)  Chief 
Block  Wardens,  and  the  unit  Soldier  Service  Officers  as  listed  on  the  official

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Section  5*  That  the  municipal  Lefense  Council  (called"Council)  shall  set  up 
its  general  Counselor  Staff,  and  each  district  and  other  Unit  area  shall  do  like- 
wise, with  each  operating  within  the  pattern  defined  b.,  the  "Council’.'  That  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  both  sound  Soldier  Service,  and  as  an  aid  in  Broadening  inst-

1.  Conditions  of  Government’s  Obligation. -The  United  States  of  America  (Hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  "Government")  may  elect  to  germinate  all  or  any  of  its  oblig- 
a tions  under  these  Terms  And  Conditions  and  the  Government’s  Offer  (hereinafter 
collectively  referred  to  as  the  "Offer")  to  which  they  appertain:

engineering,  inspection,  construction  or  material  supply  contract  or  any  subcontract 
in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  Project,  shall  become  directly  or  indirect- 
ly interested  personally  in  any  such  contract.  No  official,  employee,  architect,  attorp 
ney,  engineer  or  inspector  of  or  for  the  Applicant  who  is  authorized  in  such  capacity 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Applicant  to  exercise  any  legislative,  executive,  supervisory 
or  other  functions  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  Project,  shall  become 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  personally  in  any  construction  contract,  material 
supply  contract,  subcontract,  insurance  contract,  or  any  other  contract,  pertaining 
tQ  the  Project.

The  Applicant  m^y  requisition  on  account  of  the  & 
loan,  if  any,  provided  in  the  Offer,  advances  in  anticipationof  the  issuance  of  the 
Bonds,  or  payments  at  any  time  after  receipt  of  the  '■'ffer,  any  such  advance  to  bear 
interest  from  the  date  the  Applicant  received  such  advance  to  the  date  of  delivery 
of  the  Bonds  at  the  same  rate  borne  by  the  Bonds.  Such  requisitions  shall  ne  accomp- 
anied by  such  supporting  data  as  the  Government  may  require.

Provided,  That  no  contract  on  a cost  plus  a percentage  of  cost  basis  shall  be  made: 
Provided,  further,  That  no  contract  on  a cost  plus  a fixed  fee  basis  shall  provideu 
for  a fixed  fee  in  excess  of  6 per  centum  of  the  estimated  cost. 

(b)  1he  Applicant  shall  require  that,  where  a general  contract  is  let  for  the  work, 
specialty  subcontractors  shall  be  utilized  for  the  performance  of  such  parts  of  the 
work  as,  under  normal  contract  practices,  are  performed  by  specialty  subcontractors, 
unless  (l)  the  general  contractor  has  theretofore  customarily  performed  such  specialty 
work  with  hisown  organization  and  is  then  equipped  to  do  so,  or  (2)  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Applicant,  concurred  in  by  the  Government,  tjae  performance  of  specialty 
work  by  specialty  subcontractors  will  result  in  materially  increased  costs  or  inor- 
dinate delays. 

13.  CONTRACT  SECURITY.-  The  Appliqijjit  shall  require  that  each  construction  contractor 
shall  furnish  a bond  or  bonds  of  such  type  and  in  an  amount  or  amounts  adequate  to 
secure  the  faithful  performance  of  his  contract. 

34-  CONTRACTORS’  AND  SUBCONTRACTORS  INSURANCE.-  The  Applicant  shall  require  that  there 
be  maintained  adequate  compensation  insurance  for  all  contractors"  and  subcontractors 1 
employees  engaged  in  work  on  the  froject. 

15.  QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  EMPLOYMENT . - The  Applicant  shall  require  that  (a)  in  the  emp- 
loyment of  laborers  and  mechanics  for  work  on  the  Project,  perfenence  shall  be  given 
to  qualified  local  residents;  (b)  no  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  (16)  years  shall 
be  employed  on  the  Project;  (c)  no  person  currently  serving  sentence  in  a penal  or 
correctional  institution  and  no  inmate  of  an  institution  for  mental  defectives  shall 
be  employed  on  the  project;  and  (d)  no  person  whose  age  or  physical  condition  is  such 
as  to  make  his  employment  dangerous  to  his  health  or  safety  or  to  the  health  or  safety 
of  others  shall  be  employed  on  the  A'roiect:  Provided,  That  this  shall  not  operate 
against  tne  employment  of  physically  handicapped  persons,  otherwise  employable,  wnere 
such  persons  may  be  safely  assigned  to  work  which  they  can  ably  perform. 

16.  NON-DISCRIMINATION. - The  Applicant  shall  require  that  there  shall  be  no  discrimina- 
tion by  reason  of  race,  creed,  color,  national  origin  or  political  affiliations  in 

the  employment  of  persons  qualitfied  by  training  and  experience  for  work  on  the  Pro- 
ject. 

17.  COLLECTIVE  BARGAINING.-  The  Applicant  shall  require  that  the  legal  rights  of  all 
workers  on  the  Project  to  organize  and  to  bargain  collectively,  to  be  protected  from  ta 
the  requirement  to  join  a company  union,  and  to  enjoy  freedom  of  expression  and  action 
with  respect  to  wages,  hours  and  conditions  of  labor  shall  not  infringed. 

18.  LABOR  REGISTRATION.-  The  Applicant  shall  require  that,  at  the  election  of  the 
Government,  workers  on  the  Project  must  register  at  such  times  and  places  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  Government  shall  direct. 

19 .1¥AGE  RATES.-  The  Applicant  cause  minimum  wage  rates  for  the  various  classes  of 
laborers  and  mechanics  engaged  in  work  on  the  Project  to  be  determined  in  accordance 
with  applicable  lav/,  In  the  absence  of  such  lav/,  the  Applicant  shall  determine, 
and  submit  to  the  Government  for  its  concurrence,  such  minimum  wage  rates,  and  i n 
so  doing  shall  give  consideration  to  the  rates  prevailing  for  the  corresponding 
classes  of  laborers  and  mechanics  employed  upon  projects  of  a character  similar 
tothe  *roject  work  in  the  area  from  which  labor  for  the  Project  must  be  drawn, 
and  to  new  wage  rates,  negotiated  and  concluded  through  bona  fide  collective 
bargaining  processes,  to  be  become  effective  at  a later  date.  The  Applicant  shall 
require  that  a complete  schedule  of  all  such  minimun  wage  rites  (v/hether  determined 
by  the  Applicant  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Government,  or  as  required  by  law)  shall 
be  set  forth  in  each  construction  contract  prior  to  inviting  bids  for  such  contract 
and  that  the  v/ages  paid  to  such  laborers  and  mechanics  be  not  less  than  the  minimum 
rates  so  determined  therefor.  The  Applicant  shall  also, require  that  all  determined 
minimun  wage  rates  and  all  authorized  deductions,  if  any,  from  unpaid  wages  actually 
earned  shall  be  posted  at  approriate  conspicuous  points  at  the  site  of  the  rroject  . 
Unless  otherwise  required  by  law, wage  bates  need  not  be  established  for  non-manual 
v/orkers,  including  executive,  supervisQry,  administrative  and  clerical  employees. 

20.  COMPUTATION  OF  WAGES  ON  8-HOUR  DAY.-  The  Applicant  shall  require  (a)  that  the 
v/ages  of  every  laborer  and  mechanic  engaged  in  work  on  the  Project  shall  be  computed  on 
a basic  day  rate  ot  eight  hours  per  day,  eight  hours  of  continuous  employment,  except 
for  lunch  periods,  constituting  a day's  v/ork  v/hen  a single  shift  is  employed,  and  seven 
and  one-half  hours  of  continous  employment, except  for  lunch  periods,  constituting  a 
day's  v/ork  when  tv/o  or  more  shifts  are  employed;  and  (b)  that  work  in  excess  of  eight 
hours  per  day  shall  be  permitted  upon  compensation,  v/hen  a single  shift  is  employed 
at  one-half  times  the  basic  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  eight  hours 
on  any  one  day,  or  at  any  time  during  the  interval  from  5 P.M.  Friday  to  7 A.M.  Nonday, 
or  on  holidays,  and,  when  two  or  more  shifts  are  employed,  at  one  and  one -half  times 
the  basic  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked  in  excess  of  seven  and  one-half  hours  on 
any  one  day  or  at  any  time  during  the  interval  from  Friday  mid-night  to  Sunday  midnight 
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21.  PAYMENT  OF  EMPLOYEES .-  The  Apolicant  siiall  r^uig-l 
contractor  and  subcontractor  shall  pay  each  ofTiis  employees  engag 

Project  in  fall  in  cash  and  not  less  often  than  once  each  week,  less  legally  required 
deductions  and  also  deductions  permitted  by  the  regulations  prescribed  under  the  so- 
called  "Kick-BqckStatute"  (48  Stat.943):  Provided,  That  when  circumstances  render 
payment  in  cash  infeqsible  or  impracticable  payment  by  check  may  be  effected  upon 
consideration  that  funds  are  made  available  in  a local  bank  and  checks  may  be  cashed 
without  charge,  trade  requirements  or  inconvenience  to  the  worker. 

22.  WAGE  UNDERPAYMENT  AND  ADJUSTMENTS . - The  Applicant  shall  require  that,  in 
cases  of  underpayment  of  wages  by  any  contractor,  it  shall  with  hold  from  such 
contractor  out  of  payments  due,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  workers  employed  on  the 
work  covered  by  his  contract  the  difference  between  the  wages  required  to  be  paid 
under  the  contract  and  the  wages  actually  paid  such  workers  for  the  total  number  of 
hours  worked  and  may  disburse  such  amounts  so  withheld  by  it  for  and  on  account  of 
the  contractor  to  the  respective  employees  to  whom  they  are  due. 

23.  KICK*BACK.»REGULATIONS . The  Applicant  shall  require  the  inclusion  in  all 
contracts  with  contractor  or  subcontractors  for  the  construction  or  presecution  of  the 
Project  satisfactory  provisions  expressly  binding  the  restective  contractors  or  cub- 
contractors  to  comply  with  such  applicable  regulations  as  are  issued  by  the  Secretary 
of  Labor  pursuant  to  the  so-called  "KICK-BACK  STATUTE"  (48  Stat.948^  approved  June  13, 
1934>  as  amended  or  supplemented  by  any  other  statute. 

24*  APPRENTICES.  Unless  otherwise  required  by  law  Applicant  shall  require  that  the 
number  of  apprentices,  in  each  trade  or  occupation,  employed  by  each  construction 
contractor  or  subcontractor,  shall  not  exceed  the  number  permitted  by  the  applicable 
standards  of  the  United  States  department  of  ^abor,  or,  in  the  absence  of  such 
standards,  the  number  permitted  under  the  usual  practice  prevailing  between  the 
unions  and  the  employers'  associations  of  the  respective  trades  or  occupations. 

25.  ACCIDENT  PREVENTION.  - The  Applicant  shall  require  that  precaution  shall  be 
exercised  at  all  times  for  the  protection  of  persons  (including  employees)  and  property 
and  that  hazardous  conditions  be  guarded  against  or  eliminated. 

26.  INSPECTION.-  She  Applicant  shall  require  that  the  Federal  Works  Administrator 
and  his  authorized  representatives  and  agents  be  permitted,  and  it  will  itself 
permit  them,  to  inspect  all  work,  materials,  pay  rolls,  records  of  personnel,  invoices 
of  materials  and  other  relevent  data  and  records.  The  Applicant  shall  cause  to  be 
provided  and  maintained  during  the  contruction  of  the  Project  adequate  facilities 

at  the  site  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  Administrator's  representatives  or  agents  assig- 
ned to  the  Project. 

27.  REPORTS, RECORDS  AND  DATA.-i’he  Applicant  shall  submit,  and  shall  require  each 
contractor  and  subcontractor  on  the  Project  to  submit,  to  the  Government  such  schedules 
of  quantities  and  costs,  progress  schedules,  pay  rolls,  repucts,  estimates,  records 
and  miscellaneous  data  as  may  be  required  unaer  aoplicable  Federal  statutes  or  rules 
and  regulations  promulgated  thereunder. 

28.  PAYMENTS  TO  CONTRACTORS . - Not  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  each  calender 
month  the  Applicant  shall  make  a partial  payment  to  each  construction  contractor  on 
the  basis  of  a duly  certified  and  approved  estimate  of  the  work  performed  during  the 
preceding  calendar  month  by  the  particular  contractor,  but  shall  retain  until  final 
completion  and  acceptance  to  all  work  covered  by  the  particular  contract  a reasonable 
amount,  specified  in  the  contract,  sufficient  to  insure  the  proper  performance  of  the 
contract. 


29.  NAMING  PROJECT.-  The  Applicant  shall  not  name  the  ^roject  for  any  living  person. 

30.  COMMEMORATIVE  TABLETS  AND  CORNERSTONES,-  Commemorative  tablets  and  cornerstones 
for  the  roject  must  be  satisfactory  to  the  Government. 

31.  STATE  OR  TERRITORIAL  LAW. - Anything  in  the  Offer  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding 
nothing  in  the  Offer  shall  require  the  Applicant  to  observe  or  enforce  compliance  with 
any  provision  thereof,  perform  any  other  act  or  do  any  other  thing  in  contravention 

of  any  applicable  State  or  Territorial  Law;  Provided,  That  if  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Offer  violates  any  applicable  State  or  Territorial  lav/,  or  if  compliance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Offer  would  require  the  Applicant  to  violate  any  applicable  State 
or  Territorial  law,  or  if  because  of  any  other  reason  the  once  notify  the  Federal 
Works  Administrator  in  writing  in  order  that  approriate  changes  and  modifications 
may  be  made  by  the  Federal  Works  Administrator  and  the  Applicant  to  the  end  that  the 
Applicant  may  proceed  as  soon  as  possible  with  the  construction  of  the  Project. 

32.  WAIVER.-  Any  provision  in  the  Offer  and  the  1erms  and  Conditions  may  be  waived 
xn  whole  or  in  part  (and  subject  to  such  conditions  as  may  be  deemed  desirable)  with 
the  consent  of  the  Applicant  and  the  written  approval  of  the  Government  without  the 
execution  ofaannew  or  supplemental  agreement.

12— 205,  all  in  strict  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications,  including 
any7  and  all  addenda,  which  plans  and  specifications  and  other  contractual  documents 
above  mentioned  are  hereby  made  a part  of  thsi  contract;  and  the  Contractor  shall 
do  everything  required  by  this  contract  and  the  other  documents  constituting  a part 
hereof. 

Article  21.  THE  CONTRACT  PRICE 

The  Owndr  shall  pay  the  Contractor  for  the  perfoiamance  of  each  of  the 
respective  items  of  work  complete  in  place,  the  accepted  unit  price  submitted  by  the 
Contractor  pursuant  to  the  published  Notice  to  Bidders  and  the  Advertised  Notice  pub= 
lished  by  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  on  the  18th  day  of  May,  1944  and  on  the 
25th  day  of  May,  1944>  and  the  Owner  having  accepted  the  Contractor’s  proposal  as  the 
lowest  anabest  bid,  determined  by  applying  the  Contractor’s  unit  bid  price  to  the 
estimates  quantities  and  summarizing  the  extended  cost  items  for  comparison  with  other 
proposals  for  the  said  work.  And  said  accepted  proposal  is  heresy  by  reference  made 
as  much  a part  of  this  contract  as  if  repeated  verbatim  herein. 

A written  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  construction  work  completed  may  be 
made  by  the  contractor  and  submitted  to  the  owner  on  or  about  the  first  of  each  month. 
The  engineers  of  the  owner  will  check  and  approve,  or  check,  revise  and  approve,  the 
estimate  and  tneir  decision  in  the  revision  of  the  estimate  shall  be  final.  Upon 
approval  of  an  estimate  by  the  engineers  Ninety — (90)  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the 
construction  v;ork,  less  all  previous  payments,  shall  be  due  and  payable  to  the  cont- 
ractor .

(d)  That  this  contract  may  be  cancelled  or  terminated  by  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  and  all  money  due  or  to  become  due  hereunder  may  be  for- 
feited for  a second  or  any  subsequent  violation  of  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  this  section  of  the  contract. 
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The  Contractor  agrees  to  pay  and  also  require  of  his  subcontractors  that  they  pay 
wage  rates  on  the  work  covered  by  this  contract  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  pre- 
scribed scale  of  wages  as  determined  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  319  of  the 
Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  of  1935.  Said  wage  rates  shall 
conform  to  the  Schedule  furnished  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor. 

ihe  contractor  agrees  to  furnish  a certificate  from  the  industrial  -ooard  of  the 
State  of  -‘-naiana,  snowing  that  he  has  complied  v/ith  all  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen’s 
Comemsation  Act  of  the  State  of  infiiana.

The  Contractor  further  agrees  to  begin  v/ork  immediately  following  the  date  of  the 
notice  from  the  ^wner  to  proceed  v/ith  the  work  and  to  diligently  prosecute  the  work  to 
be  done  under  this  contract  in  such  a sequence  and  manner  as  to  complete  the  v/ork  in 
all  details  ready  for  continuous  and  successful  operation  within  one  hundred  eighty 
(180) consecutive  calendar  days  from  and  after  the  date  stated  in  the  notice  to  proceed 
and  it  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed  that  Time  Is  The  Essence  Of  This  Contract 
and  thpt  the  Owner  v/ill  suffer  certain  losses  and  additional  cofcfc  by  reason  of  loss 
of  revenues,  interest,  and  expenses  of  inspection  and  administration,  v/hich  costs  being

WHEREAS,  the  City  is  desirous  of  obtaining  a more  detailed  andmore  comprehensive  report 
relative  to  the  possibility  of  reouting  andrelocating  the  rrailroad  trackp  of  the  New  York,  Chicago 
and  St  C0uis  Railroad  '■'ompany  over  the  railroad  tracks  of  the  Wabash  and  Eennsylvania  railroad 
tracks;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  uity  is  desirous  of  reemploying  said  Engineer  to  make  a further  detailed 
and  more  comprehensive  examination  and  study  of  the  possibility  of  rerouting  said  tracks; 

Now,  THEREFORE,  the  ^ity  and  the  Engineer  in  consideration  of  the  premises  herebefore 
set  out  and  in  further  consideration  of  the  covenants  and  agreements  hereinafter  set  out  mutually 
agree  with  each  other  as  follows  to-wit:

An  “rdinance  relating  to  the  Veterans'  Aid  Commission  of  fort  Wayne,  authorizing 
the  appointment  of  a "City  Service  Officer"  and/or  assistants  under  the  terms  of  Senate 
■bill  No  182,  known  as  "The  ^ndiana  Veterans'  Affairs  Law",  and  authorizing  other  and 
related  acts  within  the  purview  of  such  State  Statute  and  other  City  ordinances,  to  fur- 
ther Soldier  Serixce  in  Fort  Wayne. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
xndiana,  that  authority  is  hereby  given  to  the  mayor  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  acting 
as  “ayor  and/or  as  Director  of  the  Veterans ’Aid  Commission  of  Fort  Wayne,  and  tne  lattdO* 

(hereinafter  referred  to  as  VAC)  to  cooperate  with  the  State  Department  of  Veterans' 
Affairs,  under  "The  Indiana  Veterans  Affairs  Daw"  in  the  manner  determined  by  him  and 
the  said  VAC  within  the  terms  of  the  Daw,  as  and  when  said  act  is  fully  operative,  and 
authority  is  hereby  given  to  said  Mayor  to  appoint  a "City  Service  Officer"  and  nec- 
essary assistants  in  the  manner,  and  under  the  terms  of  said  State  iJaw.  That  in  any 
operation  of  the  VAC  under  the  aforesaid  State  “aw,  there  shall  be  no _ limitation  of  the 
rights  and  privileges  heretofore  given  or  granted  under  any  previous  rdinances  of  the 
Common  Council  relative  to  Civilian  Defense  and/or  the  VAC,  and  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  considered  as  supplemental  thereto. 

That  the  legal  status  of  said  VAC  and  the  service  already  definitely  patterned 
and  established  shall  continue  as  presently  o±  hereafter  directed  by  the  mayor  and/ 
or  the  VAC,  under  the  terms  of  the  various  urdinances  passed  by  the  Common  Council 
Qnd  that  any  appointees  by  the  m-ayor  or  through  the  VAC,  who  qualify  directly  or  by 
lav/  under  the  terms  of  the  said  State  Daw,  shall  be  under  the  supervision  and  direction 
of  said  Mayor  and  the  VAC.  That  the  appointments,  duties,  powers  and  privileges  of 
existing  Counselors  or  other  officials  of  the  VAC  shall  in  no  wise  be  effected  or 
limited  through  or  by  the  appoint, ent  of  a "City  Dervice  Officer",  and  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  those  incuded  in  the  foregoing  provision,  all  Wardens  appointed  under 
the  Civilian  ^efense  activities,  shall,  as  previously  designated  by  VAC,  be  considered 
and  known  as  Counselors;  the  the  Governing  -Uoard  of  Wardens  shall  be  legally  known 
as  the  "VAC  Governing  Board  of  Counselors";  that  all  the  powers  and  rights  heretofore 
given  or  activities  or  procedures  followed  under  existing  Civilian  Defense  or  other 
like  ordinances  are  wholly  and  legally  implemented  and  vested  in  the  VAC,  which  for  all 
purposes  is  hereby  further  recognized  and  legalized  as  such  in  ail  such  ordinances  and 
in  tne  within  supplemental  ordinances,  which  ordinances  shall  all  continue  and  remain 
in  effect  until  terminated  oy  an  affirmative  act  of  the  Common  Council.

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Boot  “ayne  is  desirous  of  employing  CHAS.W.COLE  & SON,  Con- 
sulting Engineers,  to  perform  the  engineering  services  in  connection  with  said  system  of  sanitary 
and  storm  water  sewers  and  all  appurtenances  thereto  for  the  central  and  downtown  sections  of 
Fort  "ayne  and  the  are.^s  surrounding  said  sections,  and  tne  preparation  of  a master  plan  for  future 
sewer  construction;

A complete  set  of  specifications  shall  accompany  the  plans,  together  w^th  contract 
form  prepared  in  cooperation  with  the  City's  attorney,  advertisements,  instruction  to  bidders, 
and  all  other  necessary  documents.  Specifications  shall  set  forth  in  detail  the  kind  and  quality 
of  materials  and  workmanship  shich  enter  into  the  work  to  be  done. 

A sufficient  number  of  copies  of  all  plans  and  specifications  shall  be  furnished, 
which  will  sufficient  to  make  copies  thereof  freely  available  to  prospective  bidders,  to  provide 
necessary  copies  for  municipal,  state  and  federal  records  and  for  necessary  use  in  the  construction 
of  the  -work.  The  actual  cost  of  printing  thses  plans  shall  be  considered  as  a part  of  the  construct- 
ion cost  and  paid  for  by  the  City.

An  Ordinance  changing,  amending  and  supplementing  General  ^rdinance  No .1436  and  the  same 
being,  '.an  Ordinance  establishing  a zoning  plan  for  the  City  of  ^ort  *^ayne  to  regulate 
and  restrict  the  height,  area,  bulk  and  use  of  buildings;  to  regulate  and  determine 
tne  area  of  yards,  courts  and  other  open  spaces;  to  regulate  and  limit  the  use  and  int- 
ensity of  use  of  land;  to  classify  and  regulate  the  location  of  trades,  callings,  indus- 
tries, commercial  enterprises  and  tne  location  of  buildings  designed  foe  specified  uses; 
to  establish  building  lines;  and  for  suca  purposes  to  divide  the  city  into  districts; 
to  provide  for  administration  and  for  penalties  for  the  violation  of  its  provisions;

SECTION  1.  It  shall  be  unlawfull  for  the  operator  of  any  vehicle  to  park 
said  vehilce  on  any  street  witliin  the  following  area: 

From  the  east  curb  line  of  Clay  street  to  the  west  curb  line  of  Ewing  street 
and  from  the  south  property  line  of  the  New  York,  Chicago  & St. Louis  Railroad  Comparer  to  the 
north  property  line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  for  a period  of  time  longer  than 
thirty  (30)  minutes  between  the  hours  of  2:00  A.M.  and  6:))  A.M.  of  any  day. 

SECTION  2.  Section  33  of  General  Ordinance  No. 1555  passedzby  the  Common 
'■'ouncil  on  September  23,  1930,  is  hereby  specifically  repealed. 

SECTION  3.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sura  not  to  exceed  Three  Hundred 
Dollars  ($300.00). 

SECTION  4.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  legal  publication  thereof.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO. 2167 

AN  ORDINANCE  to  minimize  the  presence  of  stray  dogs  within  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne  and  its  police  jurisdiction,  and  to  minimize  the  incidence  of 
rabies  in  dogs  and  other  domestic  animals  during  a quarrantine  for  rabies. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

SECTI0N1.  (A)  In  the  event  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Fort  "ayne  shall 
declare  in  writing  that  an  emergency  exists  by  reason  of  a rabies  epidemic  among  dogs  and  other 
domestic  animals  requiring  a quantine  for  rabies  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  owners 
of  any  dog  or  dogs  to  allow  such  animals  to  roam  at  large  on  the  street,  alleys,  thoroughfares 
or  places  other  than  tneir  own  premises,  witnin  the  City  of  Fort  "'ayne,  except  as  provided  in 
rar., graph  (B),  (l),  (2),  (3). 

(B)  No  dogs  shall  be  allowed  beyond  the  premises  of  its  or  their 
owner  unless  such  dogs  ot  dogs  are  (l>  on  leash,  controlled  by  some  person  physically  able  to 
prevent  the  animal^  or  animals  from  bitting,  (2)  muzzled  in  such  a manner  as  to  make  biting 
impossible,  or  (3)  displaying  a license  tag  issued  by  the  township  Assessor's  office,  and  also 
a tag  showing  that  an  antirabie  vaccine  had  been  administered  to  that  particular  animal 
within  the  last  twelve  months. 

SECTION  2.  At  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  LUmane  Officer  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
and  his  assistants,  to  enforce  the  provisions  if  this  ordinance  and  to  impound  at  the  Humane 
Shelter  all  dogs  at  impounded  dogs  may  be  redemmed  by  the  owner  within  seventy -two  (72)  hours 
by  the  payment  of  a redemption  fee  of  Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  to  the  City  Controller,  who  shall 
issue  a receipt  for  sa£e.  Upon  presentation  of  said  receipt  to  the  "umane  Cfficer  such  impounded 
dogs  shall  be  released  to  the  owner.  All  such  fees  paid  to  the  City  Controller  shall  revert  to 
the  General  Fund.  All  impounded  dogs  no£  redeemed  within  seventy -two  (72)  hours  may  be  des- 
troyed in  a humane  manner.  No  dog  or  dogs,  being  held  for  observation,  shall  be  released  or 
destroyed  until  the  expiration  of  the  observation  period. 

SECTION  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  hinder,  molest  or 
interfere  with  any  person  authorized  to  perform  any  duty  described  under  this  ordinance. 

SECTION  4.  Any  person  who  violates  an;  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  lined  mn  any  sum  not  exceeding  One  Hundred  Dollars  ^$100.00).  ^ach  and  every  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  constitute  a separate  offense.

SECTION  5.  Should  any  section,  paragraph,  sentence,  clause  or  phrase  of  this  ordinance 
be  declared  unconstitutional  or  invalid  for  any  reason,  the  remainder  of  this  ordinance  snail 
not  be  affected  thereby.

AN  ORDINANCE  creating  a joint  commission  to  be  known  as  "The  Fort  "ayne  and  Allen 
County  Commission  for  the  Supervision  and  Management  of  the  humane  Snelter,"  and 
providing  for  the  method  of  the  appointment  of  said  commission  and  the  duties  and 
powers  of  said  commission. 

WHEREAS,  tne  City  of  Fort  "ayne,-  Allen  County,  Indiana,  a municipal  corporation,  has 
appropriated  for  the  year  1946  approximately  the  sum  of  Sixteen  Thousand  Three  Hundred  Dollars 
($16,500.00)  and  the  County  of  Allen,  State  of  Indiana,  has  appropriated  for  the  year  1946 
approximately  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00)  for  the  building  and  erection  of  a 
humane  shelter  to  be  located  in  the  ^ity  of  F0rt  "ayne,  Indiana;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  F0rt  Wayne  Humane  Society,  Inc,  has.  been  in  charge  and  control  of  humane 
socitey  activities  in  the  City  of  Fort  “ayne,  Allen  '-'ounty,  Indiana;  and, 

WHEREAS,  it  is  deemed  advisable  in  view  of  the  expenditures  by  the  City  of  F0rt  "ayne

Commission  to  be  appointed  from  the  Boatdof  bounty  Commissioners  of  Allen  uounty, Indiana,  by  the 
Hoard  of  County  Commissioners  of  Allen  County  Indiana,  and  three  (5)  members  of  said  commission 
to  be  appointed  by  The  *ort  Wayne  Humane  Society,  Inc. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

SECT10N1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  a commission  to  be  known  as  "The  Fort  "ayne  and  Allen 
County  Commission  for  the  Supervision  and  Management  of  the  Humane  Shelter,"  gonsisting  of  five(  ) 
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members .

All  the  provisions  of  tins  Code  shall  be  of  full  force  and  effect  two  weeks  from 
the  date  of  publication  and  the  filing  thereof  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  and  all 
ordinances  of  a general  and  permanent  nature  in  force  at  that  time  are  herby  repaealed  from  and 
after  said  date. 

Such  repeal  shall  not  affect  any  ordinances  or  act  committed  or  done  or  any  penalty 
or  forfeiture  incurred  or  any  contract  or  right  established  or  accruing  before  said 
effective  date;  nor  any  ordinance  or  resolution  promising  or  guaranteeing  the  payment  of  money 
by  the  city  or  authorizing  the  issue  of  bonds  of  said  city,  or  other  evidence  of  the  city's 
indebtedness,  or  any  contract  or  obligation  assumed  by  said  city;

council  not  in  conf licit  or  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  tnis  Code;  nor  the  Salaries 
of  the  offiders  and  employers  of  the  city,  fixed  by  said  prdinances  or  resolutions;  nor 

shall  it  affect  any  ordinance  concerning  annexation  or  disannexation  ot  territories  to  or  from  the 

City,  or  ordinances  changing  or  concerning  names  of  streets,  or  ordinances  commonly  known  as 

zoning  map  amendments,  or  ordinances  concerning  civilian  defense ;nor  shall  it  affect  any 
right  or  franchise  conferred  by  any  ordinances  or  resolution  of  the  common  council  to 
any  person  or  corporation;  nor  shall  it  affect  any  prosecution,  suit  or  preceding  pending  on  said 
date,  except  that  the  proceedings  thereafter  shall  conform  as  far  as  possible  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Code .

WHEREAS,  on  the  21st  day  of  May  1946, THE  TERMINAL  SERVICECO  of  Cincinnati 
Ohio,  entered  into  a contract  with  the  City  of  £ort  Wayne,  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works 
for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage  and  other  refuse  material  and  the  operation  and  mainten- 
ance of  municipal  incineration  plants  for  the  City  of  Fort  k,ayne,  more  specifically  hereinafter 
described,  which  contract  and  agreement  are  more  fully  set  forth  in  said  contract  to-wit:

may  be  produced  or  accur,  or  be  within  the  limits  of  said  City,  and  collect,  receive  and  dispose 
of  all  cans  old  bottles,  broken  glass  and  glassware,  broken  dishes,  and  broken  crockery*,  occurring 
or  being  in  said  °ity  for  and  during  the  term  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  within  contract 
by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Jndiana,  to  the  51st  day  of  December,  1951;  the 
said  collection,  removal,  incineration  and  disposition  to  be  done  and  performed  in  accordance  with  the 
following  terms,  conditions  and  specifications,  to-wit: 

1.  ihe  word”Carbage"as  used  herein  shall  mean  and  comprehend  all  and  every*  refuse 
accumulation  of  animal,  fish,  fowl,  fruit,  or  vegetable  matter  that  attends  the  preparation,  use, 
cooking,  retail  or  wholesale  dealing  in,  or  storing  of  meat,  fish,  fowl,  fruit  or  vegetables  and  all 
foods  stuffs  condemned  by  the  proper  authorities  as  unfit  for  use,  and  shall  include  garbage  wrapped 
in  paper  or  itsequivalent,  but  shall  not  include  butcher  offals;  provided,  however,  that  the  City 
does  not  in  any  way  guarantee  the  contents  of  the  wrapped  packages  placed  in  cans  for  collection  as 
garbage,  and  shall  not  in  any  way  be  held  liable,  and  said  Contractor  shall  not  in  any  way  be  released 
from  any  of  its  obligations  of  this  contract,  in  case  any  of  said  packages  shall  include  anything  other 
than  garbage. 

2.  The  Contractor  shall  divide  the  ^ity  into  districts  and  locate  and  arrange  collection 
routes  for  all  of  said  City  to  theapproval  of  the  coard  of  Aublic  “orks  of  said  City. 

3.  arbage  shall  be  collected  at  least  once  each  day , exclusive  of  Sundays  and  legal 
holidays,  from  all~hotels,  hospitals  fish  stores,  restaurants,  eating  houses  and  otner  places  of 
business  including  grocery*  stores,  wrholesale  stores  and  establishments,  where  and  when  such  daily 
collection  is  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  ^ealth  of  said  City  to  maintain  proper 

and  sanitary*  conditions;  provided,  however,  that  from  all  hotels  and  restaurants  producing  one  hund- 
red 1100'  pounds  or  more  garbage  a day,  daily  collections  shall  be  made,  and  on  the  days  preceding 
Sundays  and  holdiays  two  collections  of  garbage  shall  be  made  from  all  such  holtes  and  restaurants, 
the  last  one  on  each  day  to  be  made  not  earlier  than  two  o'clock  P.‘“.

10.  The  said  Contractor  shall,  during  the  term  of  this  contract,  have  the  exclusive 
right  and  privilege  of  collecting  and  hauling  garbage  upon,  over  or  across  any  of  the  streets, 
alleys  or  public  places  in  said  City;  provided,  however,  that  any  person,  firm  or  corpor- 
ation engaged  in  the  wholesale  business  of  dealing  in,  or  storing  of  meat,  fish,  fowl,  fruit 
vegetables  or  other  food  stuffs  shall  have  the  right  to  dispose  of  tne  garbage  produced  or 
occurring  in  the  business  by  transporting  the  same  to  the  incinerator. 


11.  Old  bottles,  broken  glass  and  glassware,  broken  dishes,  broken  crockery,  and  tin 
cans  shall  be  collected  by  the  Contractor  throughout  said  Citj  in  a sanitary  manner,  at 
least  once  every  two  weeks  or  as  often  as  shall  be  required  by  the  Board  of  rublic  Works 
of  said  City;  provided,  however,  that  all  such  articles  to  be  collected  shall  be  conveniently 
placed  for  collection  as  provided  for  herein  for  garbage  and  that  the  said  articles  shall  be  kefct 
separately  from  the  garbage,  and  be  placed  in  a suitable  container,  paper  cartons  prohibited, 
to  be  emptied  by  said  Contractor,  Daid  tttaterials  shall  be  disposed  of  subject  to  the  approval  of  Ibc 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 


12.  Said  Contractor  espressly  agrees  to  keep  said  plant  and  collection  and  removal  facilities 
in  good  condition  and  to  efficiently  collect  and  remove  all  garbage  and  other  materials  herein 
provided  for. 

15.  •‘•he  said  Contractor  agrees  to  give  to  tne  Board  of  Public  »'orks  of  said  '■’ity  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  (15th)  day  of  January  of  each  year  a report  snowing  the  approximate  amount 
of  garbage  collected  by  said  Contractor  under  this  contract  during  the  preceding  year.

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14.  In  the  event  the  Contractor  cfirries  on  its  operations  of  collection  and  inciner- 
ation without  due  regard  to  the  safety  of  life,  health  or  property,  the  Board  of  Health  of  said 
City  shall  serve  a vrritten  notice  on  the  Contractor  setting  forth  the  particulars  of  such 
violation,  and  the  said  matters  complained  of  shall  thereupon  be  remedied  within  ten  (10)  days 
after  the  date  of  the  service  of  said  notices. 


15.  Said  Contractor  further  agrees  that  during  the  term  of  said  contract  it  will 
collect  and  dispose  of  all  dead  dogs  and  cats  and  all  other  animals  and  fowl  in  said  City 
within  six  (6)  hours  after  notifiaction. 

16.  The  said  Contractor  shall  during  the  period  of  this  contract  maintain  an  office  in  the 
said  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  and  any  notice  or  complaint  of  said  City,  or  any  of  its  Boards 

or  officials,  may  be  served  on  the  Contractor  by  delivering  the  same  at  its  office  during  the  uxh 
usual  tudiness  hours,  or  by  mailing  the  same  by  United  States  registered  mail,  addressed  to 
the  said  Contractor  at  Fort  "ayne,  xndiana. 


17.  '■‘■he  °ity  expressly  agrees  to  pay  said  Contractor  for  the  full  and  complete 
performance  of  111  covenants  and  agreements  herein  set  out  at  the  ratr  of  $ ) .96  per 

capita  per  year  for  the  period  of  the  within  sontract;  provided,  however,  that  the  said 
compensation  to  the  Contractor  shall  be  subject  to  readjustment  in  July  of  each  year  on 
the  basis  hereinafter  set  out.  The  City  further  agrees  to  pay  for  said  services  on  the  fifth 
9S(5th)  and  twentieth  (20th)days  of  each  month  during  the  term  of  the  within  contract  for  the 
service  redered  during  thepreceding  two  weeks  on  the  basis  and  terms  of  the  within  contract 
except  as  hereinafter  provided  in  Paragraph  21. 

a.  Growth  or  decrease  of  population  to  be  served 

It  is  understood  and  agreed  betweem  the  City  and  the  Contractor  that  the  basic 
compensation  enumerated  above  contemplates  a population  presently  estimated  at  128,000  persons. 
The  present  number  of  water  bills  issued  by  the  City  is  52,000.  Silt  is  asseumbd,  therefore,  that 
every  water  bill  issued  represents  foru  persons  for  purposes  of  estimating  the  population 
servedxeach  year. 

It  is  agreed  that  thtecompenaation  of  the  Conttactor  shall  be  tge  basic  per  capita 
bid  price  times  the  population  of  128,000  for  the  period  from  the  beginning  of  the  contract 
until^ecember  51,  1946. 

The  population  figure  to  be  used  for  the  year  beginning  January  1,  1947,  and  for 
each  ensuing  calendar  year  thereafter  shall  be  determined  by  multiplying  the  latest  complete 
water  bill  total  by  four.  Then  for  said  ensuing  year  there  shall  be  added  to  or  deducted 
from  the  Contractor's  yearly  conpensation  an  amount  equal  to  the  basic  per  capita  rate  times 
tne  increase  or  decrease  in  population  shwwn.  Said  population  determination  shall  be  made  in 
July  of  each  year,  during  the  term  of  the  within  contract,  before  the  beginning  of  each 
calendar  year.  Said  populaion  determination  s iall  be  made  by'  the  Board  of  Public  orks 
of  said  City  from  the  records  of  the  City  tilities  of  said  City,  which  records  shall  be  open 
for  examination  by  the  Contractor. 

b . Viiage  rate  adjustment 

The  prevailing  scale  of  wages  for  truck  drivers  and  helpers  is  declared  to  be 
One  hollar  ($1.00)  and  Ninety-five  bents  ($.95)  respectively  per  hour.  The  Contractor  is 
presumed  to  have  based  his  compensation  from  the  Citymon  the  said  prevailing  scale. 

Should  said  prevailing  scale  of  wage  rates  be  shown  to  have  decreased  or  increased, 
the  Contractor's  compensation  from  the  City  will  be  incr£ased  or  decreased  in  proportion  thereto. 

i'or  this  purpose,  after  the  population  based  conpensation  has  been  arrived  at  above 
for.  sthe  ensuing  contract  year,  the  figure  so  determined  shall  be  subject  to  further  adjustment, 
in  the  manner  as  follows  to-wits 


U-A)  It  is  arbitrarily  agreed  to  here  that  certain  of  the  Contractor's  expenses 
will  be  affected  by  a decrease  or  increase  in  the  prevailing  wage  scale.  Therefore,  by  each  1%  thraK 
wage  scale  has  been  increased  or  decreased  the  Contractor's  comoensation  will  be  increased 
or  decreased  5/4  or  1%. 


$1-B>  Ahe  prevailing  rate  for  drivers  and  helpers  for  purpose  of  this  contract  shall 
be  determined  in  July  of  each  year. 

In  the  event  the  City  and  the  Contractor  do  not  agree  on  the  figure  constituting 
the  prevailing  rate  for  drivers  and  helpers,  then  the  prevailing  rates  shall  be  determined  in 
the  manner  provided  by  "ndiana  Law  for  arriving  at  prevailing  -awage  rates  in  connection  with  bidding 
procedure  for  public  works. 


18.it  is  further  agreed  that  said  Contractor  shall  have  the  right  to  charge  and 
receive  additional  compensation  from  any  one  dealing  in  or  storing  fish,  fowl,  fruits  or 
vegetables,  where  the  daily  garbage  collection  from  such  party  exceeds  three  hundred  (500) 
pounds,  and  that  in  all  cases  where  fruits  or  vegetables  shi  ped  in  car  load  lots  are  condemned 
as  unfit  for  food  and  prdered  destroyed  by  the  ptpper  public  authorities,  that  then  and  in  that 
event  said  Contractor  shall  have  the  right  to  charge  and  receive  additional  compens  ation  for  the 
removal  and  disposal  thereof;  and  that  said  Contractor  shall  have  also  the  right  to  charge  and 
receive  additional  compensation  oer  month  from  any  person  who  keeps  his  garbage  can  above  the 
ground  floor  or  otnerwise  than  as  prescribed  herein;  all  of  said  additional  charges,  however, 
to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  said  board  of  Public  Works  of  said  ^City.  It  is  expressly 
understood  and  agreed,  however,  that  in  no  event  shall  said  City  be  in  any  way  liable  for  the 
payment  or  the  collection  of  any  such  additional  charge  or  charges;  provided,  however,  that  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  wholesale  business  of  dealing  in,  or  storing  of 
meat,  fish,  fowl,  fruit,  vegetables  or  other  food  stuffs,  shall  have  the  right  to  disposeof  the 
garbage  produced  or  occurring  in  the  said  business  as  prov  ded  in  Paragraph  7 of  this  contract. 


19.  The  Contractor  further  agrees  that  in  the  carrying  on  of  the  work  herein  provided 
for,  all  proper  skill  and  care  shall  be  exercised  and  all  due  and  proper  precautions  used  to 
prevent  injury  to  any  property,  person  or  persons,  and  that  the  City  shall  be  indemnified  and 
saved  harmelss  from  any  and  all  liability  whatsoever,  growing  out  of  any  injury  or  damage  to 
prpperty  or  persons  because  of  any  neglect  or  fault  of  said  Contractor,  its  agents,  or  em- 
ployees in  the  carrying  out  of  this  contract,  or  any  matters  connected  there-with  or  related  tnereto; 
and  that  it  will  on  notice  given  it  by  said  City,  defend,  at  its  own  expense,  any  action,  or  suit 
brought  against  said  ^ity  because  of  any  work  or  other  acts  done  fy  the  Contractor  under  the 
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terms  hereof;  and  willpay  any  judgment  which  may  be  obtained  against  said  City  by  reason  ox  any 
work  or  acts  done  hereunder  by  said  Contractor,  its  agents  or  employees;  and  that  said  Contractor 
will  pay  any  damages  to  any  persons  or  property,  public  pr  private,  that  may  be  caused  through 
negligence  in  the  performance  of  this  contract.

no  payments  shall  be  made  to  the  Contractor  under  the  terms  of  tnis  contract  until  twenty-five 
per  cent  (25$^  of  the  first  full  year's  conpensation  has  been  deducted,  retained  and  accumlated 
by  the  City.  Tn  the  event  the  Contractor  has  faithfully  and  fully  complied  with  all  the  provisions 
and  terms  of  the  within  contract  at  the  expiration  of  the  within  contract  the  Lity  shall  pay 
and  remit  to  said  Contractor  said  Contractor  said  twenty-fiv6  per  cent  (25$)  of  the  first  full 
year's  conpensation  which  the  City  has  retained,  deducted  and  accumulated.  It  is  further  under-

for  shall  be  retained  by  the  City  as  liquidated  damages  for  the  failure  of  the  Contractor  to  fully 
comply  with  all  the  terms,  conditions  and  provisions  of  the  within  contract.  Saxd  guaranty  and 
security  fund  shall  be  held  in  escrow,  withput  interest  payable  thereon,  by  said  City  in  a 
separate  and  special  fund. 

22.  It  is  expressly  agreed  and  understood  that  this  contract  is  subject  to  the  approval 
by  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  City,  and  shall  in  no  event, take  effect  unless  and 

until  the  present  contract  for  disposal  of  garbage  entered  into  on  the  22nd  day  of  September, 

1941,  between  said  City  and  the  Terminal  Service  Company  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  shall  have 
been  terminated  and  released  satisfactorily  to  said  City. 

25.  The  term  of  this  contractmshall  be  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  the  within 

contract  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  T'ort  Wayne,  Indiana,  to  the  51st  day  of  December, 

1951,  and  it  is  expressly  agreed  and  understood  that  at  the  expiration  of  said  contract  the  said 
City  shall  be  left  free,  both  morally  and  legally  and  also  from  the  standpoint  of  fair  business 
dealing,  to  undertake  itself  the  collection  and  disposal  of  said  garbage  or  to  enter  into  a con- 
tract with  any  other  person  or  persons  or  corporation  for  the  future  collection  or  disposal  of  garbage 
It  is  agreed  that  this  contract  shall  be  binding  jipon  the  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  succe- 
ssors and  assigns  of  the  parties  hereto. 

24.  The  Contractor  shall  furnish  the  said  City  a certificate  from  the  industrial  ^oard  6f 
the  State  of  “Indiana,  certifying  that  it  has  complied  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  '•‘orlc- 
men  s Compensation  Act  of  the  State  of  *ndiana.

AN  ORDINANCE  ratifying  and  approving  a contract  and  agrement 
made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  A.ARCARI , an  individual,  and  the 
CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  Allen  County,  Indiana,  a municipal  corporation 
by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works. 

WHEREAS,  on  the  21st  day  of  June,  1946,  A.  ARCARI,  an  indivual,  entered  into  a 
certain  contract  and  agreement  with  the  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  ALLEN  COUNTY,  INDIANA,  by  and 
through  its  Board  of  Public  *'orks,  for  the  construction  of  one  (l)  System  of  Interceptor 
Sewers,  Bumping  Station  and  Appurtenances,  located  in  the  Nebraska  Area  in  the  Northwest  part 
of  the  City  of  Fort  "ayne,  Indiana,  Contract  No.  35,  which  contract  is  in  the  following  words 
and  figures  to-wit:

THIS  CONTRACT,  Made  the  21st  day  of  June,  1946,  by  and  between 
A.  A.RCARI,  an  individual,  whose  address  ms  Goddard  Park  and  Pennsylvania  Railooda,  R.F.D.  # o, 
Lincoln  Park,  Michigan,  hereinafter  called  the  "CONTRACTOR,"  and  the  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  Allen 
County,  Indiana,  a municipal  corporation,  acting  by  and  through  its  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS, 
hereinafter  called  th®  "OWNER," 

WITNESSETH,  That  the  Contractor  and  the  Owner  for  the  consideration 
stated  herein  agree  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I SCOPE  OF  WORK 

The  Contractor  shall  and  agrees  to  perform  everything  required  to  be 
performed  and  snail  provide  and  furnisn  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense  all  the  labor,  tools,  mat- 
eriqls,  expendihge  equipment,  transportation  services,  bonds  and  insurance  required  to  perform 
and  to  complete  in  a workmanlike  manner  all  the  work  required  for  the  constructions  of  one 
(l)  system  of  intercepter  sewers,  pumping  station  and  appurtenances,  located  in  the  Nebraska 
Area  in  the  Northwest  part  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  indentified  in  these  contractual 
documents  as  Contract  No. 35,  all  in  strict  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  and 
other  contractual  documents  above  mentioned  are  hereby  made  a part  of  this  contract;  and  the 
Contractor  shall  do  every  thing  required  by  this  contract  and  the  other  documents  constituting 
a part  hereof. 

ARTICLE  II  THE  CONTRACT  PRICE 

The  uwner  shall  and  agrees  to  pay  to  the  Contractor  for  the  performance 
of  the  aforementioned  work  as  set  out  in  Article  I hereof  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Seventy-eight 
Thousand  Six  -Kindred  I'ifty-six  Dollars  and  Three  Cents  ($573,656 .03)  in  tne  manner  heeeinafter 
set  out. 
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ARTICLE  III  PAYMENTS  TO  CONTRACTOR 

(a)  Not  later  than  the  fifteenth  (15th)  day  of  each  calendar  month,  the  Owner  will 
make  partial  payment  to  the  Contractor  on  the  basis  of  a duly  certified  appooved  estimate  of  tne 
work  performed  during  the  preceding  calendar  month  by  the  Contractor,  but  the  Owner  will  retain 
fifteen  (15^)  percent  of  the  amount  of  each  estimate  until  final  completion  and  acceptance  of 
all  work  covered  by  this  contract. 

(b)  in  preparing  estimates  the  materials  delivered  on  the  site  and  preparatory  work 
done  may  be  taken  into  consideration. 

$cJ  All  material  and  work  covered  by  partial  payments  made  shall  thereupon  become 
the  sole  property  of  the  Owner,  but  this  provision  shall  not  be  construed  as  relieving  the 
Contractor  from  the  sole  responsibility  for  the  care  and  protection  of  materials  and  work  upon 
which  payments  have  been  made  or  the  restoration  of  any  damaged  work,  or  as  a waiver  of  the 
right  of  the  owner  to  require  the  fulfillment  of  all  of  the  terms  of  the  contract. 

ARTICLE  IV  NONDISCRIMINATION  OF  LAbOR 


The  Contractor  further  agrees: 

(a)  That  in  the  hiring  of  empolyees  for  the  performance  of  work  on  this  contractor 
or  any  subcontract  hereunder,  neither  the  Contractor,  Subcontractor,  nor  any  person  acting  on 
behalf  of  such  Contractor  or  Subcontractor,  shall,  by  reason  of  race  or  color,  discriminate 
against  any  citizen  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  who  is  qualified  and  available  to  perform  the 

work  to  which  the  employment  relates: 

(b)  That  neither  the  Contractor,  Subcontractor,  nor  any  person  on  his  behalf,  shall, 
in  any  manner,  discriminate  against  or  intimidate  any  employee  hired  for  the  performance  of  work 
under  this  Contract  on  account  of  race  or  color; 

(c)  That  there  may  be  deducted  from  the  amount  payable  to  the  Contractor  by  the 

City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  under  this  contract,  a penalty  of  Five  ($5.00)  Dollars  for  each  person 
for  each  calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  or  intimidated  in 
violation  of  tne  provisions  of  this  contract;  and 

(d)  That  this  contract  may  be  cancelled  or  terminated  by  the  City  of  Fort  "ayne, 
Indiana,  xxa±±  and  all  money  due  or  to  become  due  hereunder  may  be  forfeited  for  a second  or  any 
subsequent  violation  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  section  of  the  contract. 

The  Contractor  agrees  to  pa;,  and  also  require  of  his  Subcontractors  thatxthey  pay 
wage  rates  on  the  work  covered  by  this  contract  which  shall  not  be  less  than  the  prescribed 
scale  of  wages  as  determined  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  319  of  the  Acts  of  the 
General  ^ssehbly  of  the  State  of  indiana  for  1935. 

Tne  Contractor  agrees  to  furnish  a certificate  from  the  industrial  Board  of  the 
State  of  xndiana,  showing  that  he  has  complied  witji  all  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen's  Comp 
ensation  Act  of  the  State  of  Indiana.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO. 2221 

AN  ORDINANCE  concerning  Veteran's  Aid  Commission 
BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  That  the  Veteran Ts  Aid  Commission,  hereinafter  called 
"Commission"  of  the  City  of  F0rt  wayne,  heretofore  established  by  Ordinance  of 
this  Council,  shall  be  administered  by  a Board  of  five  (5)  members,  who  shall 
be  appointed  bv  the  Mayor,  one  of  said  members  toserve  for  a term  of  one  (l)  year, 
one  for  two  (2)  years,  one  for  three  (3)  uears,  and  two  for  terms  of  four  (4)  years 
each,  as  designated  by  the  Mayor  in  the  appointment  of  said  members,  and  that. said 
terras  of  office  shall  begin  January  1,  1947.  That  said  Board  so  created  shall  be 
termed  Veteran1 s Aid  Commission  Administrative  Board  and  may  also  be  referred  to 
as  the  VAC  Board. 

SECTION  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  administer  the 
affairs  of  the  "Commission",  and  for  that  purpose  they  shall  elect  a Chairman 
and  Secretary  of  said  Board  to  perform  the  usual  duties  performed  by  such  officers. 
Said  Board  Shall  have  complete  and  full  control  of  the  management  and  direction 
of  the  "Commission"  in  theperformance  of  its  functions  and  attainment  of  its 
objectives  in  the  matter  of  furnishing,  in  the  first  instance,  counsel,  assistance 
and  direction  to  veterans  of  World  War  II.  Provided,  however,  that  said  Board  shall 
have  the  authority,  if  it  so  determines,  to  broaden  its  service  so  as  to  include 
the  veterans  of  other  wars  and  those  serving  from  time  to  time  in  the  U.S. military 
or  naval  forces,  or  in  any  other  similar  or  affiliated  line  of  National  Defense. 

Said  Hoard  shall  make  its  rules  and  regulations  and  in  so  doing  shill  be  bound 
bynthe  provisions  of  previous  Ordinance,  with  reference  to  the  established  powers 
conferred  upon  the  "Commission."  That  this  Ordinance  shall  not  repeal  but  shall 
be  supplemental  to  Another  Ordinances!*  heretofore  passed  relative* to  veterans,  and 
said _ Ordinance  shall  remain  in  full  force,  except  wherein  they  conflict  with  the 
within  Ordinance.  Haid  Board  shall  conform  consistent  with  circumstances  and  the 
past  functions  of  the  "Commission"  to  the  general  pattern  followed  by  other  Mun- 
icipal Boards,  insofar  as  it  does  not  interfere  with  the  sound  continuity  of  the 
present  type  of  service  being  now  preformed  by  said  "Commission." 

SECTI0N3.  ^he  creation  of  the  Administrative  Board  herein  shall 
not  in  any  way  affest  the  character  or  tenure  of  the  Board  of  Governors  under  the 
"Commission,"  which  shall  continue,  as  long  as  it  determines,  to  function  along  the 
lines  already  established  and  shll  continue,  in  conjunction  with  the  Mayor,  to 
have  general  supervision  over  the  acts  of  the  Administrative  Board,  and  as  such, 
if  it  so  determines,  shall  have  authority  and  power  to  recommend  policies  and  pro- 
cedures for  said  Administrative  Board,  and  if  it  so  determines,  it  shall  require 
from  said  Board,  approval  of  its  act  by  said  Governing  Board  and  the  Mayor. 

Provided,  however,  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  within  Ordinance  to  give  to  the 
Administrative  Board  the  fullest  and  feroddest  power  to  perform  the  well  defined 
functions  and  purposes  of  the  "Commission"  but  at  the  same  time  to  maintain  as 
fully  as  possible,  a broad  community  interest  in  veteran  service  through  the  med- 
ium of  the  Governing  Board,  representing  the  fifteen  hundred  (15)J)  or  more  District 
Section,  Zone  and  Block  counsellors.  Authority  is  also  given  to  the  Governing 
Board  to  fill  vacancies  in  any  of  the  counsellor  positions  above  recited  and  to 
carry  on,  it  determines,  the  expansion  of  the  field  work  of  the  C@ommission"  through 
sucn  field  counsellors  to  effect  a state  of  preparedness  for  prompt  city  wide  service 
m any  civic  emergency.  If  the  Governing  Board  expressly  concludes  to  terminate 
its  activities  all  its  power  and  authority  shall  vest  in  the  Administrative  Board. 

Section  4.  This  °rdinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  legal  publicationthereof .

AN  ORDINANCE  amending  Article  I,  Section  1;  Article  IV, 

Section  J+8;  Article  IV,  Section  53;  Article  IV,,  Section 
6 3;  Article  IV,  Section  64*  and  Article  IV,  Section  65; 
and  adding  wection  70  (a) , Section  70  (b) , and  Section 
70  (c) , to  Article  IV  of  Chapter  31  of  the  Municipal  Code 
of  the  feity  of  Fort  ''“ayne,  Indiana,  1946,  known  as  the 
Traffic  G0he. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE, 
INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  That  Section  1 of  Article  I of  dhapter  31  of  the  Municipal 
Lode  of  the  City  of  A ort  “ayne,  Indiana,  1946,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"SEC.  1 DEFINITIONS. 

Wherever  in  this  chapter  the  following  terms  are  used,  they  shall 
have  the  meanings  respectively  ascribed  to  them  in  this  section. 

AUTHORIZED  EMERGENCY  VEHICLE.  Vehicles  of  the  fire  department 
(fi*re  gatrol)  police  vehicles  and  such  ambulances  and  emergency  vehciles 
of  municipal  deoartments  or  public  service  corporations  are  as  designated 
or ’ authorized  by  the  chief  of  police. 

BUS  LOADING  ZONE.  A space  adjacent  to  a curb  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  busses  during  the  loading  or  unloading  of  passengers. 

CONGESTED  DISTRICT.  The  terms  congested  district  within  the  meaning 
of  this  chapter  shall  constitute  all  that  part  of  the  Cdtjzy  included  within 
the  north, aline  of  Superior  street  on  the  north,  the  east  line  of  Lafayette 
Street  on  the  east,  the  south  line  of  Holman  Street  and  Brackenridge  Street 
on  the  south  and  the  west  line  of  Ewing  Street  on  the  west. 

CROSSWALK.  That  portion  of  a roadway  ordinarily  included  with  the 
prolongation  or  connection  of  curb  and  property  lines  at  roadway  clearly  ind- 
icated for  oedestrian  crossing  by  lines  or  other  markings  on  the  surface. 

INTERSECTION.  The  area  embraced  within  the  prolongation  or  connection 
of  the  lateral  curb  lines,  or,  if  none,  then  of  the  lateral  boundary  lines 
of  two  or  more  streets  or  highways  which  join  one  another  at  an  angle,  whether 
o£  not  one  such  street  or  highway  crosses  the  other. 

MOTOR  VEHICLE.  Every  vehicle,  as  herein  defined,  which  is  self-pro- 
pelled. 

OFFICIAL  TRAFFIC  SIGNALS.  All  signals,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
chapter,  placed  or  erected  by  authority  of  a public  body  or  official 
having  jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  directing,  7/arning  or  regulating 
traffic. 

0 FFICIAL  TRAFFIC  SIGNS.  All  signs,  markings  and  devices,  other 
than  signals,  not  inconsistent  with  this  chapter,  placed  or  erected  by 
authority  of  a, public  body  or  official  having  jurisdiction,  for  the  puroose 
of  guiding,  directing,  warning  or  regulating  traffic. 

OPERAtor*  AnY  Person  who  is  actual  control  of  a vehicle. 

PARK.  When  prohibited,  means  the  standing  of  a vehicle,  whether  occ- 
upied or  not,  otherwise  than  temporarily  for  the  purpose  of,  and  while 
actually  engaged  in  loading  or  unloading. 

PEDESTRIAN.  Any  person  affiot. 

POLICE  OFFICER.  Every  officer  of  the  municipal  police  department  or 
any  officer  authorized  to  direct  or  regulate  traffic  or  to  make  arrests  for 
niolations  of  traffic  regulations. 

PRIVATE  ROAD  OR  DRIVEWAY.  Every  road  or  driveway  not  ppen  to  the  use 
of  the  public  for  purpose  of  vehicular  travel. 

RIGHT  OF  WAY,  The  privilege  of  the  immediate  use  of  the  street  or  high- 
way. 

ROADWAY.  That  portion  of  a street  ir  highway  between  the  regular  es- 
tablished curb  lines  or  that  part  improved  and  intended  to  be  used  for  veh- 
icular travel. 

SAFETY  ZONE.  The  area  of  space  officially  set  apart  within  a roadway 
for  the  exclusive  use  of  pedestrians  and  which  is  protected  or  is  makred  or 
indicated  by  adequate  signs  as  to  be  plainly  visible  at  all  times  while  set 
apart  as  a safety  zone. 

SIDEWALK.  That  portion  of  a street  between  the  curb  lines  and  the  ad- 
jacent property  lines. 
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General  Ordinance  No.  22233  Continued 

STREET  OR  HIGHWAY.  Every  wa$  set  apart  for  public  travel,  except  foot  paths. 
STREETCAR.  Every  device  traveling  exclusively  upon  rails  when  upon  or  crossing 
a street,  other  than  cars  or  trains  propelled  or  moved  by  steam. 

Stop.  When  required,  means  complete  cessation  of  movement. 

STOP,  DT0PpING,  OR  STANDING.  When  prohibited,  means  any  stopping  or  standing 
of  a vehilce  whether  occupied  or  not,  except  when  necessary  to  avoid  conflict 
with  other  traffic,  or  in  compliance  with  the  direction  of  a police  officer, 
or  traffic  control  signal,  or  sign. 

TAXI  STANDS.  A space  adjacent  to  a curb  reserved  for  the  exclusive  use  of  taxi- 
cabs. 

TRAFFIC.  Pedest trians,  ridden  or  herded  animals,  vehicles, streetcars  and  other 
conveyances  either  singly  or  together  while  using  any  street  for  purooses  of 
travel. 

TRAFFIC  CONTROL  SIGNAL.  Any  device,  whether  manually,  electrically  or  mechanically 
operated,  by  which  traffic  is  alternately  directed  to  stop  and  proceed. 

TRUCK  LOADING  ZONES.  A Space  adjacent  to  a curb  reserved  foE  the  exclusive  use 
of  trucks  during  the  loading  or  unloading  of  freight. 

VEHICLE,  Every  device  in,  upon,  or  by  which  any  person  or  property  is  or  mat  be 
tr^nsuorted  or  drawn  upon  a public  highway,  except  devices  moved  by  human  power 
or  used  exclusively  upon  stationary  rails  or  tracks." 

SECTION  2.  That  Section  48  of  Article  IV  of  Chapter  31  of  the  Municipal  Code 
of  the  City  of  ^ort  ''"ayne,  Indiana,  1946,  be  amneded  to  read  as  follows:

(4)  Writhin  twenty-five  feet  from  the  intersection  of  curb  lines,  or,  if 
none,  then  within  fifteen  feet  of  the  intersection  of  property  lines  at  an  inter- 
section, except  at  alleys. 

(5)  Within  thirty  feet  upon  $he  approach  to  any  flashing  beacon,  stop  sign 
or  traffic  control  signal  located  at  the  side  of  the  roadway. 

(6)  Within  fifteen  feet  of  the  driveway  entrance  to  any  fire  station. 

(7)  Within  fifteen  feet  of  a fire  hydrant. 

(8)  In  front  of  a private  driveway. 

(9)  On  a sidewalk. 

(10)  Alongside  or  opposite  any  street  excavation  or  obstruction  when  such 
stopping,  standing  or  parking  would  obstruct  traffic. 

(11)  On  the  roadway  side  of  any  vehilce  stopped  or, parked  at  the  right- 
hand  edge  or  curb  of  street. 

(12)  At  any  place  where  official  traffic  signs  have  been  erected  pro- 
hibiting standing  or  parking. 

$13)  Within  fifty  feet  of  the  nearest  rail  of  a stream  or  interurban  rail- 
way crossing. 

(14)  Between  a regularly  established  sidewalk  and  the  curb  line  of  any 
street  or  roadway. 

(15)  In  a corner  restriction  zone. 

(16)  In  a bus  or  trolley  coach  zone  (except  a person  driving  a bus  or 
trolley  coach) . 

(17)  In  a truck  zone  (except  a person  driving  a truck) . 

(18)  In  a taxi  stand  zone  (except  a person  driving  a taxi."

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  Section  17  of  Chapter  31  of  the  Mun- 
icipal Code  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  1946, being 
an  ordinance  regulating  truck  and  commercial  vehicle  traffic 
upon  Portage  Avenue,  Oak  dale  Drive  and  West  Packard  Avefcue, 
in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE, 

INDIANA: 

SECTION  L.  That  Section  17  Of  Chapter  31  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  1946,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

nSec.  17.  Routes  for  through-city  trucks  regulated, 
b ' c-iy  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  operatot  of  any  £ruck  driving  in  or  through 
the  city  to  drive  over  any  street  or  highway  in  the  city,  excepting  those  designated 
by  the  highway  commission  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  as  state  or  federal  routes,  or  those 
designated  by  the  board  of  public  works  of  the  city,  as  routes  for  trucks.  Provided, 
however,  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  operator  of  any  truck  who  loads  or  wa£tx 
unloads  any  part  of  his  freight  or ‘material  in  the  city. 

nThes  board  of  public  works  of  the  city  is  hereby  req  uired  and  directed  to 
place  on  each  federal  and  state  highway  at  the  city  limits  a sign  that  must  be  legible 
for  at  least  fifty  feet  informing  operators  of  trucks  that  it  is  unlawfuljc  to  drive 
any  truck  over  any  street  or  highway  in  the  city,  except  those  designated  as  truck 
routes.

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE.  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE, INDIAN A: 

Section  1.  That  Section  Seven  (7)  of  General  wrdinance  No. 2104  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  7.  Taxi  Fares,  Number  of  *assengers  and  Fosting  or  Schedule  of  Fares. 

(a)  The  following  fares  shall  be  charged  for  the  carrying  of  passengers  by  the 
taxicabs  of  the  City  of  Fort  ^ayne,  Indiana: 

(1)  £or  one  (l)  passenger  or  group  of  passengers,  not  exceeding  four  (4) 
from  the  same  point  of  origin  to  the  same  point  of  destination  anywhere  in  the  City  of  Fort

WHEREAS,  heretofore,  to-wit:  On  the  5th  day  of  December  1947,  the  City  of  fort  (,ayne , by  and 
through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  entered  into  the  following  agreement  with  Indiana  Service 
Corporation,  an  Indiana  corporation,  to-wit:

(5)  The  City  will  pay  the  contractor  or  contractors  performing  the  work  for  any  and  all  pavement  at 
intersections  which  extends  beyond  the  curb  lines  entended  of  the  streets  hereinbefore  in  Section  1 of  this 
Article  II  named  on  which  asphalt  resurfacing  is  to  be  placed. 

(6) U$on  the  resurfacing  of  each  of  the  streets  named  in  Section  1 of  this  Article  II,  as  aforesaid, 
all  the  tracks,  rails  and  ties,  together  with  their  appurtenances,  of  the  Corporation  remaining  in  that  street 
shall  become  the  property  of  the  City,  and  the  Corporation  releases  ans  surrenders  to  the  City  all  of  its 
right,  title  and  interest  therein.

from  curb  to  curb,  with  eight  (8)  inch  re-enforced  concrete  (including  removal  of  old  pavement  but  exclud- 
ing all  pavement  beyond  the  curb  lines  of  Calhoun  Street  extended  and  all  street  and  alley  intersections).

(3)  -^he  period  within  which  such  repaving  shall  be  completed  shall  be  the  same  period 
as  is  provided  by  Section  6 of  the  said  agreement,  dated  August  11,  1941,  for  the  removal  of  tracks  and 
rails. 

Section  5.  The  performance  by  the  Corporation  of  all  the  matters  and  things  to  be  per- 
formed by  it  under  Sections  1 and  2 of  this  Article  IV  shall  be  in  full  release,  discharge,  satisfaction  and 
performance  of  all  the  requirements  under  said  agreement,  dated  August  11,  1941,  and  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Indiana  in  respect  to  the  removal  of  tracks  and  rails  and  pavement  restoration  as  to  such  street.

(b ) The  presently  existing  15,800  volt  oil  circuit  breaker  and  its  appurtenances  belonging 
to  City  located  at  ^awton  Park  Station  and  connected  to  the  two  cables  described  in  (a)  next  above. 

(c)  Suitable  cable  connections  of  sufficient  length  to  co  nnect  the  two  cables  described 
in  (a)  above  to  the  15,800  volt  disconnecting  switches  or  devices  for  the  portable  transformer 
described  in  (b)  of  subsection  2.1  above, 

together  with  all  the  necessary  protective,  relay,  control  and  connecting  facilities  recuired  for 
the  safe  and  proper  operation  of  the  above  facilities. 

2.5  Company  hereby  gives  the  right  to  City'  to  enter  Company  manhole  No.  252  and  connect  the 
cable  connections  described  in  section  2.2(c)  above  to  the  two  cables  owned  by  City  which  terminate 
therein.  City,  in  making  such  connections  shall  cut  and  separate  the  cables  at  the  points  where 
Company's  and  City's  cables  are  preaently  connected  and  connect  the  cable  connections  to  City's 
cables. 

2.4  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  termination  of  the  Service  Period,  Company  shall  dis- 
mantle and  remove  the  temporary  interconnection  facilities  installed  by  it  on  its  Spy  ftun  Station 
property,  as  described  in  subsection  2.1  of  this  Article,  and  City  shall  disconnect  and  remove  the 
cable  connections  installed  by  it  as  described  in  (c)  of  subsection  2.2  of  this  Article  and  leave 
the  property  and  equipment  of  Company  in  good,  safe  and  orderly  condition. 

2.5  The  point  where  the  cables  of  City  are  connected  to  the  15,800  volt  disconnecting  switches 
or  devices  of  Company  for  the  portable  transformer  is  hereinafter  called  the  "Temporary  Interconnection 
Point" . 

ARTICLE  III 


SERVICES  TO  EE  RENDERED 

5.1  The  systems  of  the  parties  shall  be  operated  in  continuous  synchronism  through  the  Temp- 
orary Interconnection  Point  during  the  Service  Period  of  this  agreement;  provided,  however,  that  if 
synchronous  operation  of  the  ^-sterns  becomes  interrupted  for  any  cause,  the  parties  shall  cooperate  so 
as  to  remove  the  cause  of  such  interruption  as  soon  as  practicable  and  restore  synchronus  operation 
through  such  interconnection  point. 

5.2  Subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  Agreement: 

(a)  Company  shall  stand  ready  at  all  times  during  the  Service  '‘erioa  hereof  to  furnish  to  City 
electric  capacity  and  the  electfcic  energy  associated  therewith  up  to  a maximum  of  5,003  kilowatts, 
hereinafter  called  "Reserved  Capacity". 

(b)  City  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  Company,  upon -^he  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  Article 
VII  and  VIII  hereof,  for  all  electric  capacity  so  reserved  and/or  demanded  by  City  and  for  all 
electric  energy  taken  by  City  hereunder. 

(c)  City  shall  also  be  obligated  to  pay  to  Company  the  entire  costs  incurred  by  Company  as  set 
forth  in  Article  IX  and  a monthly  rental  covering  the  use  of  the  portable  transformer,  as  also  set  £s oc 
forth  in  said  Article  IX. 
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3.5  In  the  event  of  a failure  or  breakdown  of  ^ity  ’s  generating  facilities  during 
the  Service  Period,  which  shall  make  it  desirable  for  City  to  obtain  capacity  and  associated  energy 
from  Company  in  excess  of  the  Reserved  Capacity  of  5,000  kilowatts  above  provided  for.  Company  will 
furnish  to  City,  upon  request  of  City,  such  excess  capacity  and  associated  energy  as  Company,  in  its 
sole  judgment,  may  have  available  in  its  system  and  for  which  it  shall  have  no  other  use,  derrund  or 
request,  but  such  excess  capacity  shall  be  limited  to  the  remaining  available  capacity  of  the  temp- 
orary interconnection  facilities  between  the  systems  of  the  parties .

6ERVICE  CONDITIONS 


4.1  All  energy  delivered  by  Company  to  City  hereunder  shall  be  of  the  char?cter  common- 
ly known  as  three  phase,  60  cycle,  unregulated  energy  and  shall  be  delivered  at  the  aforesaid  Temp- 
orary7 Interconnection  Point  at  a voltage  of  approximately  15,890  volts. 

4.2  The  parties  shall  so  operate  and  maintain  their  respective  systems  as  to  minimize 
in  accordance  with  good  practice,  the  likehooa  of  disturbance  originating  in  the  system  of  either 
party  impairing  the  service  of  the  system  of  the  other  party. 

4.5  The  parties  shall  so  operate  their  respective  facilities  and  systems  as  to  avoid 
any  abnormal  exchange  of  reactive  current  betv/een  their  systems  and  shall  supply,  insofar  as  pract- 
icable, the  reactive  current  required  in  their  own  systems. 

4.4  Each  of  the  parties  shall  promptly  provide  and  install  and  thereafter  operate, 
and  maintain  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  such  filters,  blocks  and  wave  traps,  if, as  and  when  found  to 
be  necessary?  to  prevent  the  transfer  og  high  frequency  current,  carrier  current  or  other  signalling 
current  in  its  owm  system  to  the  system  of  the  other  party,  regardless  of  which  system  is  adversely 
affected  by  such  transfer. 

ARTICLE  V 

METERING  aND  MET! ft  READINGS 


Metering 

5.1  Company  shall  furnish  and  install  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  applicable 
provisions  of  Article  IX,  and  during  the  Service  Period  operate  and  maintain  at  its  own  cost  ana  e 
expense,  the  following  described  metering  equipment: 

Kilowatt-hour,  kilovar-hour,  kilowatt  demand  and  kilovar 
demand  metering  equipment  at  its  Spy  ^un  substation  suitable 
for  measuring  at  54,500  volts,  the  electric  capacity  anu  energy 
delivered  by  Company7  to  City  hereunaer  and  for  determining  the 
required  billing  quantities. 

5.2  ■‘■he  aforesaid  meters  shall  be  kept  under  seals  which  shall  not  be  broken  except 
by  a representative  of  Company,  and  upon  reasonalbe  advance  notice  to  City  to  enable  it,  if  it  so 
desires,  to  have  a representative  present  when  such  seals  are  broken . 

5.5  Company  shall  make  routine  tests  of  the  aforesaid  metering  equipment  at  suitable 
intervals  and  maintain  the  accuracy  of  registration  thereof  in  accordance  with  goodsx  practice. 

On  recuest  of  eit  er  party,  special  tests  shall  be  made  by  Company  at  the  expense  of  the  party  re- 
questing such  tests, Representatives  of  both  parties  shall  be  afforeea  reasonable  opportunity  to  be 
present  at  all  routine  or  special  tests  and  upon  occasions  when  any  readings,  for  purposes  of  settle- 
ment hereunder,  are  taken  from  meters  not  bearing  an  automatic  record. 

5.4  If,  upon  any  such  tests,  any  of  said  meters  are  found  to  bemore  than  tw7o  precent 

(2/S)  inaccurate  either  way,  the  quantities  measured  thereby  for  and  during  the  period  of  thirty  (50) 

days  prior  thereto  shall  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with  the  percentage  of  inacurracy  so  found,  unless 
the  meters  have  been  tested  and  properly  adjusted  within  such  period,  in  which  event  the  measure- 
ment shall  be  corrected  back  to  the  last  such  test.  Any  mejrer  or  meters  so  found  to  be  more  than 

tv7o  percent  (2)  either  above  or  below  normal  shall,  as  promptly  as  possible,  be  either  restored  to 

a condition  of  commercial  accuracy  or  replaced  with  meters  of  such  accuracy  by  company. 

5.5  Each  of  the  parties  hereto  shal}  have  access  at  all  reasonable  hours  to  the  premises 
wherein  such  meters  are  installed. 

Meter  Readings 

5.6  The  aforesaid  meters  shall  be  read  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  month  during  the 
5ervice  Period  hereof  by  a representative  of  the  Company,  City  may  at  its  option  and  expense  have  a 
representative  present  when  such  readings  are  taken.  The  ^ompany  shall  compute  from  the  automatic 
meter  reading  devices  the  amounts  recorded  for  each  clock-hour  with  respect  to  deliveries  by  Company 
toCity.  City  shall  have  right  to  check  and  verify  such  computations  and  theclock-hour  readings  from 
which  thet  have  been  computed.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  end  of  each  such  calendar  month,  Com- 
pany shall  determine  from  said  meter  readings,  the  following  quantities  for  such  month: 

(a)  Ahe  total  number  of  kilowatt-hours  delivered  by  Company  to  City  during  each  clock-hour. 

(b)  The  total  number  of  kilowatt-hours  delivered  by  Company  to  City,  hereinafter 
called  "Billing  Kilowatt-hours",  for  all  the  hours  of  the  month. 

(c)  The  total  number  of  kilovar-hours  delivered  by  Company  during  each  clock-hour.

6.1  The  billing  demand  of  City  for  each  calendar  month  during  the  Service  Period 
shall  be  made  up  of  separate  kilowatt  and  kilovar  components  in  accordance  with  the  following  pro- 
visions: 

6.2  The  "Kilowatt  Billing  Demand"  of  City  for  each  calendar  month  shall  be  equal  to 
either  (q)  the  Kilowatt  Maximum  Demand  of  City  for  such  month,  or  (b)  5,000  kilowatts,  whichever 
quantity  is  the  greater.

month.  The  "Kilovar  Maximum  Demand"  of  °ity  for  any  month  shall  be  equal  to  one-third  of  the  total 
number  of  kilovar-hours  taken  by  City  during  such  month  in  the  three  clock-hours  when  the  numer  of 
kilovar-hours  taken  was  the  greatest,  no  two  of  the  three  clock-hours  being  in  the  same  calendar  day .

7.1  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  VIII  hereof,  City  shall  pay  to  Company  for 
Electric  capacity  and  energy  furnished  to  City  hereunder  in  each  calendar  month  in  the  Service  Period, 
as  determined  in  accordance  woth  Articles  V and  VI  hereof,  an  amount  determined  in  accordance  with  the 
f ollovTing:

8.1  The  energy  rates  specified  in  subsection  7.12  of  Article  VII  are  based  upon  a 
standard  base  cost  of  coal  delivered  in  the  bunkers  of  the  Tvvin  Branch  station  of  Indiana  & Michigan 
Electric  v'ompany  of  §5.55  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds. 


8.2  If,  during  any  calendar  month  the  average  cost  of  coal  delivered  in  the  bunkers  of 
said  Twin  Branch  Station  is  above  or  below  said  base  cost  by  §0.50  or  more  per  ton,  the.engery 
charge  for  that  month,  provided  in  sub-section  7.12  of  Article  VII,  shall  be  correspondingly  in- 
creased or  decreased  by  an  amount  equal  to  the  Billing  Kilow;att— hours  taken  in  such  month,  times  the 
rate  of  three-tenths  of  a mill  **5ft(§0.0005  per  kilowatt-hour  for  each  fullfO.50  per  ton  increase 
above  or  decrease  below  the  said  base  cost  of  §5.55  per  ton.

9.11  The  cost  to  Company  for  all  labor,  for  all  non-recove rable  and/or  non-sal - 
vageable  materials,  and  for  all  expenses  incurred  by  Company  in  installing  the  temporary  interconnec- 
tion facilities  to  be  provided  and  installed  by  Company  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Articles 
II  and  V hereof.  Such  cost  shall  include  the  following  described  costs:

(a)  All  direct  labor  used  in  constructing  the  facilities  and  taxes  and  insurance 
overheads  thereon. 

(b)  All  non-rdcove rable  and/or  non-salvageable  materials  and  supplies  used  in 
constructing  the  facilitaes. 

(c)  Rental  or  charge  for  use  of  cars,  trucks  and  equipment  used  on  the  construction, 
determined  in  accordance  with  Company's  standard  practice. 

(d)  Freight  and  handling  of  the  portable  transformer  from  the  Howard  Substation  of 
The  Ohio  Power  Company  to  the  Spy  Run  Station. 

(e)  Inspecting  and  preparing  the  portable  transformer  and  its  car  for  shipment  to  the 
Spy  *\m  Station.  ( 

(f)  Insurance  in  transit  upon  the  portable  transformer. 

(g)  Preparing  the  portable  transformer  for  operation  after  arrival  at  the  Spy  Run 

Station.  (h)  Ahe  salary  and  traveling  expenses  of  an  engineer  to  supervise  the  preparation  of 

the  portable  transformer  for  shipment  and  for  operation.  a 

(i)  Any  o$her  direct  costs  incurred  by  Company  in  connection  with  the  installtion 
of  the  temporary  interconnection  facilities  that  are  reasonably  applicable  thereto:  provided,  however, 
that  there  shall  not  be  included  in  the  foregoing  described  costs,  the  cost  of  any  equipment  or  mat- 
erial used  in  such  installation  that  is  reasonably  reusable  after  the  temporary  interconnection  fac- 
ilities are  dismantled.

(c)  Freight  and  haridling  of  the  portable  transformer  from  the  Spy  Run  Station  to  the 
said  Howard  Substation  of  Xhe  Ohio  Power  Company. 

(d)  Inspecting  and  preparing  the  portable  transformer  and  its  car  for  return  shipment 
to  the  said  Howard  Substation. 

(e)  Insurance  in  transit  upon  the  protable  transformer  and  its  car  during  the  return 

shipment.  (f)  The  salary  and  traveling  expenses  of  an  engineer  to  supervise  the  preparation 

ofl  the  protable  transformer  for  return  shipment  and  the  inspection  thereof  after  arrival  at  Howard 
Substation. 

(g)  Any  other  direct  cpsts  and  expenses  incurred  by  Company  in  connection  with  the 
dismantling,  removing  and  returning  of  the  temporary  interconnection  facilities  that  are  reasonably 
applicable  thereto. 

9.13  Fifteen  percent  (15%)  of  the  costs  described  in  the  foregoing  sub  sections  9.11  and 
9.12  to  cover  administrative,  accounting,  engineering  and  indirect  costs  and  expenses. 

9.14  ■‘■heactual  cost  of  fire  and  property  damage  insurance  on  theportable  transformer 
and  i£s  car  and  appnrtenances  for  the  period  of  time  that  the  transformer  is  away  from  the  said 
Howard  Substation. 

9.15  A monthly  rental  upon  the  portable  transformer  and  its  car  and  appurtenances  at  the 
rate  of  £577.16  per  month  for  the  time  that  the  transformer  t>s  away  from  the  said  Howard  Substation. 

9.16  In  the  event  that  damage  occurs  to  the  portable  transformer  and/or  its  car  and 
appurtenances  during  the  time  the  transfprmer  is  away  from  said  Howard  Substation,  other  than  ordinary 
wear  and  tear,  that  makes  it  necessary  that  the  transformer  be  repaired  and  placed  in  good  operating 
condition,  City  will  reimburse  Company  for  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  Company  in  making  such 
repairs  that  are  not  recovered  by  Company  through  insurance  on  the  transformer. 

9.17  Company  shall  keep  accurate  records  of  the  above  described  costs  incurred  by  it  and 
shall  render  bills  to  City  for  there  costs  as  they  are  incurred,  which  shall  fee  due  and  payable  on 

the  fifteenth  day  following  receipt  thereof  by  City.  Company  shall  render  a bill  at  the  end  of  each 
calendar  month  for  the  rental  charge  for  the  portable  transformer,  as  provided  in  subsection  9.15 
above  and  such  bills  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  fifteenth  day  following  receipt  thereof  by  City. 

ARTICLE  X 

BILLING  AND  PAYMENTS  OF  ELECTRIC  SERVICE  CHARGES 

10.1  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  end  of  each  calendar  month,  Company  shall  render 
to 
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to  City  a bill  for  amounts  due  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  agreement 
for  capacity  and  energy  furnished  by  Company  to  City  during  such  month,  which  bill  shall  be 
due  and  payable  on  the  fifteenth  day  following  receipt  of  such  bill  by  City.  If  any  bill  so 
rendered  is  not  paid  within  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  receipt  thereof,  Ciiyt  s&all  pay  to 
Company,  interest  upon  the  amount  of  such  bill  st  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  (6%)  per  annum 
from  and  after  the  due  date  thereof  until  the  date  of  payment. 

10.2  If  City  shpuld  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  any  bill  rendered  by  Company  for  charges  due 
hereunder  for  capacity  and  energy  within  fifteen  (15)  days  following  the  receipt  thereof, 
Company  may  suspend  delivery  of  energy  to  City  until  all  such  bills,  with  interest  thereon 
at  the  rate  of  six  percent  (6$)  per  annum  from  and  after  the  date  due,  have  been  paid. 

ARTICLE  XI 


CONTINUITY  OF  SERVICE 


11.1  Each  party  will  exercise  dull  diligence  and  reasonable  care  and.  foresight  to  maintain 
continuity  in  the  delivery  and  receipt  of  capacity  and  energy  as  provided  for  herein,  tut 
neither  party  shall  be  considered  to  be  in  default  in  respect  of  any  obligation  hereunder  if 
prevented  from  fulfilling  such  obligation  by  reason  of  uncontrollable  forces  or  by  reason  of 
outages  of  facilities  for  repair,  replacement  or  inspection,  provided  due  diligence  be  used 
to  limit  such  outages,  and  provided  such  outages,  ercept  in  emergencies, be  conducted  upon  a 
reasonable  prearranged  schedule;  the  term  "uncontrollable  forces"  shall  be  deemed  for  the 
purposes  of  this  agreement  to  mean  earthquake,  storm,  lightning, flood,  backwater  caused  by- 
flood,  fire,  epidemic,  accident,  failure  of  facilities,  war,  riot,  civil  disturbance,  strike, 
labor  hhx  disturbances,  restraint  by  court  or  public  authority,  or  other  causes  beyond  the 
control  of  the  party  affected,  which  by  exercise  of  due  diligence  and  foresight  such  party 
could  not  reasonably  have  been  expected  to  aviod.  any  party  rendered  unalbe  to  fulfill  1 any 
obligation  due  to  any  of  the  foregoing  described  reasons  will  exercise  due  diligence  to 
remove  such  disability  with  reasonable  dispatch. 

ARTICLE  XII 


LIABILITY 

12.1  Use  by  City  of  the  energy  furnished  under  this  agreement  for  pumping  water  for 
purposes  of  fire  protection  shall  hot  in  any  case  subject  Company  to  any  liqbility  to  City 
or  any  individual,  firm,  or  corporation,  private  or  municipal,  for  damage  due  to  failure  in 
water  supply  resulting  from  an  interruption  or  deficiency  in  the  supply  of  such  energy  from 
whatsoever  cause  such  interruptions  or  deficiencies  may  arise  and  City  shall  indemnify' 
and  hold  harmless  Company  from  and  against  all  liability  for  any  such  damages. 

ARTICLE  XIII 


REGULATORY  AUTHORITIES 

15.1  This  Agreemnt  is  made  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  any  regulatory'  authoril

15.1  Tha  parties  agree  toapnoint  a committee  of  authorized  represent- 
atives, to  be  known  as  the  "Operating  '“'omrnittee" . From  time  to  time,  each 
of  the  parties  shall  designate  in  writing  delivered  to  the  other  party,  the

15.2  xha:&  parties  recognize  that  from  time  to  time  conditions  may  arise 
which  make  it  necessary,  in  order  that  reliable  and  economical  service  may  te 
be  furnished  to  their  customers,  that  energy  be  Exchanged  of  classes  and 
under  conditions  which  are  not  specifically  provided  for  hereunder.  When 
such  conditions  arise,  and  it  is  found  desirable  to  interchange  energy  to 
meet  the  conditions,  the  respective  representatives  shall  be  authorized 

Ca-'  to  eo-operate  and  arrange  for  the  interchange  of  such  energy  as  is 
required  to  be  interchanged  to  meet  and  take  care  of  uch  conditions  in  an

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  2293 

AN  ORDINANCE  providing  for  certain  conditions  and  limitations  for  the  iss- 
uance of  a license  for  conducting  circuses,  outdoor  shows  and  assemjBl^lies 
under  tents  and  providing  for  a penalty  for  the  violation  thereof. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE: 

Lection  1.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  apply  to  any  person, firm 
or  corporation  conducting  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  or  within  two 
miles  thereof,  any  circus,  sideshow,  bazaar,  revival  meeting  or  any  outdoor  show 
or . assemblage  for  any  purpose  whatsoever  conducted  under  a tent  or  tents  in 
which. seats  are  provided  for  the  public,  hereinafter  such  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration shall  be  known  as  the  "exhibitor . " 

Section. 2.  No  assemblage  coming  within  the  purview  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
permitted  inside  the  tents  until  a license  shall  have  first  been  issued  by 
the  City  Sontroller  to  the  exhibitor. 

The  City  Comptroller  shall  not  issue  such  license  unless  and  until: 

( a J An  application  on  forms  provided  by  the  Comptroller  shall  have 
been  filed  in  duplicate  with  the  Comptroller  at  least  30  days 
before  the  first  date  of  such  assemblage. 

Such  application  shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  ex- 
hibitor; whether  it  be  a person,  firm  or  corporation;  if  a partner- 
ship, the  name  and  address  of  each  partner;  if  a corporation,  the  State 
of  incorporation,  and  if  a foreign  corporation,  a consent  of  service 
of  all  legal  process  on  the  Secretary  of  the  State  of  7naiana,  and 
consent  and  waiver  of  jurisdiction  of  any  Court  of  Record  of  Allen 
County,  Indiana,  for  any  legal  proceedings  whatsoever  affecting  such 
corporation;  the  day  or  dates  of  such  assemblage;  that  the  tent  or  tents 
to  be  used  have  been  fire-proofed,  giving  the  date  of  fireproofing 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  firm  foreproofing  the  same,  and  such 
and  such  other  information  as  may  be  requested  by  the  Comptroller,  & 

One  copy  of  such  application  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  6hief  of  the 
Fire  department. 

(b^  A bond  executed  by  the  exhibitor  with  sureties  approved  by  the 
Comptroller  payable  to  the  Lity  of  Fort  "ayne,  shall  have  been  fur- 
nished and  filed  with  the  Comptroller.  Such  bonds  shall  be  on  forms 
approved  by  the  Comptroller  and  in  a penal  sum  not  less  than  ten 
thousand  dollars  k.410,000.00)  and  snail  provide  to  save  harmless 
andidemnify  the  said  city  from  any  loss  or  damage  arising  out  of  any 
unlawful  or  negligent  act  of  the  exhibitor  and  to  defend  any  action 
brought  against  the  exhibitor  or  the  said  city,  and  pay  all  judg- 
ments rendered  therein  arising  out  of  any  unlawful  or  negligent  act 
of  the  exhibitor. 

(c ) An  inspection  shall  have  been  made  and  facilities  and  equip- 
ment of  the  exhibitor  approved  for  safety  by  the  first  date  of  the 
assemblage  by  the  Fire,  Folice  and  "uildind  departments  and  where 
sanitation  facilities  are  provided,  by  the  J-'oard  of  health,  of  such 
city  as  shown  by  endorsement  of  an  authorized  representative  of  such 
department  on  the  applica  ion  for  the  license  of  such  assemblage. 
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(e)  A fee  has  been  paid  the  Comptroller  in  an  amount  as  now  provided 
or  as  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  ordinance. 

Unless  otherwise  provided,  the  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  ten 
dollars  (vlO.OO). 

Section  3.  ^he  inspection  provided  for  in  Section  2c  above,  shall  include 
and  approval  of  facilities  and  equipment  therein  required,  shall  be  given,  if 
such  inspection  finds: 

(a)  That  a certificate  has  been  issued  to  the  exhibitor  shooing  that 
all  tents  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  assebmlage  have  been  fire- 
proofed, stating  by  whom  and  on  what  date,  including  some  positive 
method  of  identifying  the  foreporrfed  tents. 

(b$)  lhat  samples  from  any  portion  of  any  tent  as  requested  by  the  in- 
spector has  been  proven  to  his  satisfaction  to  be  fireproof. 

(c)  That  all  dry  grass,  papers  and  all  other  combustibles  has  been  cut 
down  and  kept  clear  inside  of  and  for  a distance  of  ten  (10)  feet  from 
all  tents. 

(d)  That  an  adequate  supply  of  first  aid  fire  extinguishing  equip- 
m ment  is  kept  on  hand.  This  equipment  must  be  in  a satisfactory  state  of 
repair;  employees  must  be  drilled  in  its  proper  use  and  it  must  be 
displayed  at  strategic  locations  both  in  and  out  of  tents. 

(e)  That  "No  Smoking"  signs  are  being  displayed  in  all  tents. 

(f)  That  frequent  "no  smoking "announcements  shall  be  made  over 
public  address  syttera,  if  available. 

(g)  Th  at  no  paper  or  rubbish  shall  be  allowed  at  any  time  to 
accumulate  under  stands  or  chairs.  Collection  of  paper  and  rubbish 
shall  be  continuous  during  performances. 

(h)  That  no  gasoline,  gas,  charcoal  or  any  type  heating  or  cooking 
devices  shall  be  permitted  in  or  near  the  main  tent.  All  other  tents 

or  enclosures  on  the  ground  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  equirements  as 
specified  for  the  xxixtx  main  tent,  if  such  tents  or  enclosures  are  bxs 
onen  to  the  public  or  are  near  any  tents  used  by  the  public. 

(i)  xhat  all  eldctrical  wiring  is  in  accordance  with  the  applicable 
provisions  of  the  "ational  Electrical  Code. 

(j)  xhat  no  unusual  features  introducing  a serious  fire  hazard  xhai 
shall  be  incorporated  in  the  program  of  the  exhibitor. 

(k)  That  all  gasoline,  kerosene,  and  all  other  volatile  liquids  seal 
shall  be  stored  in  approved  safety  cans  and  said  storage  shall  be  held 
to  an  absolute  minmum. 

(l)  xhat  no  tank  wagon  of  any  capacity  shall  be  permitted  to 
discharge  gdsoline  or  vehicle  of  any  type  within  eighty-five  (35) 
feet  of  the  main  tent  or  any  other  tent  occupied  by  the  public,  and 
that  no  tank  truck  of  any  capacity  be  allowed  to  stand  parked  in  any 
area  within  eighty-five  ^35)  feet  of  main  tent  or  any  other  tent  occ- 
upied by  the  public. 

(m)  xhat  all  portable  forges  and  other  equipment  employing  heat 
to  shoe  horses,  repair  equipment,  etc.,  shall  be  kept  a safe  distance 
from  all  tents  and  (father  hazardous  locations. 

(n)  That  all  seats,  platforms,  poles  and  all  others  portions  of  the 
structure  shall  be  reasonably  sound  and  stable  to  insure  the  public 
safety . 

(o)  That  provisions  have  been  made  for  a sufficient  number  of  aisles 
and  exits  ti  insure  lighted  and  obdtructed  passageways  to  areas  well 
away  from  the  tent  or  the  place  of  such  circus,  show,  or  assemblages. 

(p)  That  no  temporary  use  of  exit  ways  by  performers,  animals,  ticket 
booths  or  for  any  other  purpose  shall  be  permitted  to  obstruct  the 
minimum  required  exits.  If  operating  requirements  call  for  the  temp- 
orary use  during . performances  of  exit  spaces  there  shall  be  provided 
sufficient  additional  exit  facilities  so  that  the  minimum  required 

exit  width  will  be  freely  available  at  all  times. 

(q)  That  a minimum  exit  widths  has  been  provided  of  approximately 
twenty-two  (22/  inches  of  exit  width  for  each  one  hundred  (lOO)  nersons 
capacity  of  tent. 

(r)  That  adequate  aisle  space  shall  be  maintained  at  all  times  to 
reach  exits  and  no  obstruction  of  any  type  shall  be  permitted  in  these 
aisles  at  any  time. 

(s)  That  all  exits  for  public  use  have  been  designated  by  a sign 
visible  from  any  portion  of  tent. 
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(t)  That  adequate  provisions  have  been  made  for  first  aid  treatment 
m case  of  injury. 

Section  4.  The  Chief  of  the  fire  Department,  Chief  of  the  Police 
Department  or  a duly  authorized  repr  sentative  of  either  the  fire  or 
Pmlice  ^eutartment,  shall  have  the  power  , in  the  event  any  of  the 
foregoing  provisions,  or  the  rules  and  regulations  made  thereunder,  are 
violated  to  stop  the  sale  of  tickets,  and  to  stop  the  performance  of  any 
such  circus,  show  or  assemblage,  immediately  and  debar  it  from  continuing. 

Any  license  issued  for  any  such  circus,  show  or  assemblage  may  be  revoked 
by  authorized  representative  of  the  Police  or  fire  Department  at  any  time 
for  cause  and  thereupon  such  circus,  show  or  assemblage  must  cease  oper- 
ation immediately  and  if  ordered  to  do  so  to  clear  all  tents  and  shall 
not  be  permitted  to  resume  unless  and  until  the  license  is  reinstated. 

J‘Leins tatement  must  be  made  by  the  authority  revoking  the  same. 

Section  5.  The  exhibitor  shall  make  advance  arrangements  for  prompt 
calling  of  fire  departments  and  other  emergency  equipment  that  might  be 
needed,  failure  to  make  such  arrangements  shall  be  a cause  for  revoking 
the  license. 

Section  6.  Any  person,  firn  or  corporation,  who  shall  violate  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  to 
exceed  three  hundred. dollars  ($300.00)  to  which  may  be  added  imprisonment 
not  to  exceed  six  (6)  months. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance . shall  be  construed  to  be  supplemental  to 
Sections  1 to  7 inclusive  of  Sftapter  30.  Municipal  '“'ode  of  the  City  of 
fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  1946.

Nuttman  Avenue  from  IMrfield  Avenue  to  Broadway 
Kinsmoor  Avenue  from  Hoagland  Avenue  to  Broadway 
Wildwood  Avenue  from  Hoagland  Avenue  to  Broadway 
Kinnaird  Avenue  from  Hoagland  Avenue  to  Broadway 

In  the  event  the  driver  or  owner  of  any  truck  or  commercial  vehicle  drives  said  truck

AN  ORDINANCE  to  approve  a certain  contract  entered  into  by  and  between 
xthsBhxisxriXEif  the  Board  of  Public  Works  operating  the  City  Light  and  Power 
Utilities  and  the  Townsend  Tree  Service  Company  for  the  trimming  of  trees  for 
said  Utility  which  contract  is  dated  the  li*th  day  of  December  19 1*8. 

WHEREAS  at  numerous  places  throughout  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  the  wires  of  the 
City  Light  and  Power  Utilities  are  in  contact  with  or  close  proximity  to  limbs  of  trees  and 
thereby  constitute  a public  hazard;  and  whereas  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  by  and  through  its 
Board  of  Public  Works  has  entered  into  a certain  written  contract  with  the  Townsend  Tree 
Service  Company,  a partnership  for  the  trimming  of  trees  add  the  removal  of  bushes  and  veg- 
etation, in  order  to  clear  said  lines  and  wires  from  overhanging  or  obstructing  trees,  limbs, 
and  branches  ad  other  growth;  and  whereas  before  making  said  contract,  the  said  Board  invited 
bids  for  said  work  and  has  in  all  other  respects  complied  with  the  law  regarding  the  ame,  which 
contract  is  in  the  words  and  figures  that  follow,  to-wit: 

THIS  AGREEMENT  made  and  entered  into  this  lU  day  of  December  by  and  between  The 
City  Light  & Power  Company  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  (hereinafter  called  the  "Company"),  and 
Vaughn  L,  Vernon  E.  and  Donald  F.  Townsend  of  Mmncie,  Indiana,  doing  business  under  the  Firm 
name  of.  The  Townsend  Tree  Service  Company  (hereinafter  called  the  "Contractor"). 

WITNESSETH,  That: 

For  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  the  separate  and  several  and  mutual 
agreements  of  the  parties  hereto,  the  Contractor  hereby  agrees  to’  trim,  cut  or  remove  such  trees 
bushes,  saplings  and  other  growth  and  vegetation  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Company  in  order  to 
clear  the  Company's  electric  transmission  and/or  distribution  lines  from  interference  or  pessibl 
e interference  from  overhanging  or  obstructing  trees,  limbs,  brnaches,  and  other  growth  at  the 
price  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  as  follows,  to^wit: 

1.  The  Contractor,  at  its  own  expense,  shall  furnihh  all  labor,  tools, 
machinery,  materials,  supplies  and  equipment  of  every  kind,  and  shall  do  and  perform  each  and 

every  act  and  thing,  necessary  or  proper  for  carrying  out  and  performing  the  above-mentioned 
work  (hereinafter  co  lectively  referred  to  as  "W'ork"). 

2.  In  performing  the  Work,  the  Contractor  shall: 

(a)  Provide  maximum  clearance  for  wires,  depending  upon  permit  obtained. 

(b)  Do  such  additional  trimming  as  will  give  the  tree  or  other  above- 
mentioned  growth,  satisfactory  shape  and  appearance  where  necessary  trimming  onjty’  would  spoil

the  shape  of  such  tree  or  other  growth. 

(c)  Paint  all  cuts  on  trees  with  a suitable  protective  material. 

(d)  Trim  all  trees  on  highways  and  other  public  places  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Public  authorities  having  jurisdiction. 

(e)  Remove  all  overhanging  hazards  in  so  far  as  conditions  will  permit. 

(f)  Obtain  from  the  Company  information  as  to  the  nature  of  the  electric 
circuits  involved  before  the  Work  is  dommenced.  It  being  expressly  understood  by  the  Cont- 
tactor  the  the  electric  circuits  of  the  Company  are  to  continue  in  normal  operation  during  the 
performance  of  any  job  cinstituting  apart  of  the  Work,  and  that  the  Contractor  is  to  provide 
and  use  all  protective  equipment  necessary  for  the  protection  of  Contractor's  employees  and  to 
guard  against  interference  with  the  normal  operation  of  such  electric  circuits. 

3.  The  Contractor  shall  perform  and  carry  out  the  Work  in  accordance  with  the 
directions  and  instructions  of  the  Superintendent  of  Construction  and  Maintenance  and  The 
Superintendent  of  Public  Parks  or  thier  properly  diesgnated  represnentative,  and  in  the  ab- 
sence o f specific  directions  for  any  particular  type  of  Work  in  the  manner  best  suited  to  the 
conditions  surrounding  the  performance  of  the  Work. 

I4.  The  Contractor,  shall  procure,  prior  to  doing  any  job  constituting  a part  of 
the  Work,  all  necessary  permits,  consents,  authoriaations,  releases  and  waiver  of  damages  from 
all  property  owners  involved,  and  from  all  state,  municipal  and  other  govermental  authorities 
having  jursdiction,  including  the  St&te  highway  Commission  of  Indiana,  ^he  Contractor  shall 
immediately  notify  the  Compnay  if  the  Contractor  is  ERklfee  unable  to  procure  any  of  the  necessary 
aforesaid  permits,  consents,  authorizations,  releases  and  waiver  of  damages  or  is  required  to 
pay  a charge  therefor.  The  Contractor  shall  permit  the  Company  in  every  such  case  to  assist  the 
Contractor  in  procuring  the  required  consents  and  authorizations.  The  Contractor  shall  not 
obligate  the  Company  to  make  any  payments  to  property  owners,  state,  municipal  and  other  govern- 
mental agencies  for  or  in  connection  with  the  cutting  or  trimming  of  trees  or  the  obtaining  of 
such  consents  and  authorizations  ; provided,  however,  that  the  Company  shall  reimburse  the  Cont- 
ractor for  all  charges  paid  by  it  in  obtaining  all  such  permits,  consents,  authorisations, 
releases  and  waiver  of  damages  approved  for  payment  by  the  Company. 


3.  The  Contractor  hereny  warrants  and  guarantees  that  all  the  Work  will  be  done 
and  performed  in  a proper  and  workmanlike  manner  and  according  to  approved  methods  employed 
at  the  time  in  the  doing  of  like  work  by  skilled  tree  surgeons.  The  Contractor  shall  use  at 
all  times  proper  ski  1 and  care  in  the  prosecution  of  the  Work,  shall  take  al  due  and  proper 
precautions  to  p event  injury  to  any  person  or  property,  shall  properly  guard  and  protect  at  all 
times  all  dangerous  places  and  shall  provide  and  maintain  all  necessary  and  suitable  barricades, 
danger  signals  and  all  other  structures  necessary  or  proper  to  guard  ~nd  protect  all  persons  and 
property  from  injury  by  reason  of,  or  in  connection,  with  the  Work. 

6.  The  Contractpr  shall,  upon  completion  of  a job  at  each  location  constituting  a 
part  of  the  Work,  promptly  remove  all  of  its  apparatus  and  equipment  and  promptly  clear  the 
site  of  and  dispose  of  all  cuttings,  bushes,  debris  and  other  refuse  in  a ccordance  with  all 
applicable  laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  and  to  the  satif action  of  the  property  owners 
involved  and  the  Company. 


7.  The  Contractor  assumes  all  risk  of  injury  that  it  or  its  agents,  servants,  or 
employees  may  sustain  from  the  poles,  towers,  lines,  wires  and  electricity  and  from  all  other 
eq  ipment,  apparatus,  structures  and  property  of  the  Company  and  covenants  to  indemnify  and  hold 
harmiess  the  Company  against  any  and  a 1 liability  for  damage  in  the  premises.

1.  AREA 

The  aerial  survey  shall  vover  an  eighty  ( 80 ) square  mile  area  of  the  entire

1;.  FLIGHT  LINES 


Flight  lines  shall  be  drawn  in  a north  and  south  direction  on  a map  suitable  to 
be  used  as  a flight  map  and  shall  be  spaced  at  one  half  mile  intervals  from  east  to 
west. 


5.  OVERLAP 


Stereoscopic  coverage  for  the  entire  area  will  be  provided. 

Overlap  on  line  of  flight  shall  not  be  less  than  5>5$  or  mor  than  65$. 

The  overlap  between  parallel  strips  shall  not  be  less  than  15$  and  not  more  than  25$. 

6.  CRABBING 

Crabbing  will  not  be  in  excess  of  10  degrees  as  measured  from  the  mean  flight  line. 

7.  TILT 

Tilt  will  not  exceed  5>°  in  any  one  picture  and  will  not  average  more  than  2°  for 
the  entire  job. 

8.  NEGATIVES 

All  negatives  shall  be  made  on  special  low  shrink,  topographic  base,  aero  fiifcm. 

All  negatives  shall  be  uniform  in  density  and  even  throughout  the  image  area.  All 
negatives  shall  be  exposed  during  the  period  of  teo  hours  on  each  side  of  the  sum's 
zenith. 

The  negatives  will  be  left  in  rolls  and  filed  in  metal  containers  in  Contractor  s 
foreproof  film  vaults. 

Rolls  of  film  used  in  the  performancex  of  the  work  shall  be  numbered  in  unbroken 
series  beginning  with  Number  1 and  exposures  on  each  roll  shall  be  numbered  in  an  un- 
broken series  beginning  on  each  roll  with  Number  1.  Each  vertical  negative  shall  be 
marked  clearly  with  the  serial  number  of  the  roll  and  the  serial  number  of  the  exposure 
on  the  roll.  The  serial  numbers  shall  be  placed  in  the  northeast  corner  of  each  negative 
for  the  north  and  south  flights  and  in  the  northwest  comer  of  each  negative  for  the  east 
and  west  flights.

9.  SCALE  OF  CONTACTS 


Negatives  shall  be  made  at  sufficient  elevation  above  the  ground  to  yield  contact 
prints  with  a scale  of  approximately  1 inch  equals  IpO  feet. 

10.  PHOTOGRAPHIC  QUALITY 

Tin  adequate  variety  of  grades  of  contrast  shall  be  used  in  making  prints  in  order  to 
bring  out  all  detail  of  the  negatives.

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which  obliterates  the  ground  detail,  dense  smoke  in  any  area  which  covers  ground  detail,  statis 
marks  and  other  blemishes  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Plan  Commission  would  interfere  with  the 
use  fur  which  the  prints  are  intended,  and  shall  be  delivered  in  a smooth  and  flat  condition. 
Prints  which  do  not  meet  the  above  requirements  or  are  not  equal  in  quality  to  the  represent- 
ative samples  submitted  may  be  considered  unsatisfactory  and  may  be  rejected. 

11.  STAPLED  PHOTOGRAPHIC  INDEX  TYPE  MAPS 


The  stapled  index  shall  consist  of  photographic  reproductions  of  an  assembly  of  all  con- 
tact delivered.  Each  print  shall  be  trimmed  to  the  image  edge  and  so  placed  that  the  index 
number  shall  appear  on  the  index  map.  The  prints  used  in  preparing  the  index  map  will  not  be 
delivered  as  one  of  the  sets  on  contact  prints  called  for  under  the  contract.  The  index  will  be 
copies  of  20"  x 2h"  negatives  at  a scale  large  enough  so  that  each  print  number  is  legible  and 
contact  prints  from  these  negatives  will  be  delivered  on  double  weight  semi-matte  paper. 

12.  CONTACT  PRINTS 


Contact  prints  shall  be  on  matte  or  semi-matte  photographic  paper,  printed  on  9"  x 9" 
paper. 

13.  MOSAIC 

A semi-  controlled  mosaic  will  be  assembled  to  a scale  of  UOO  feet  per  inch  and  is  to 
be  xontroller  by  measured  field  data  obtained  by  the  Engineering  Department  of  the  City  of 
Fort  "ayne,  Indiana.  Location  where  control  is  to  be  measured  on  the  ground  will  be  identified 
by  the  Contractor  on  the  back  of  one  set  of  the  contact  prints  labeled  "control  prints." 

Mosaic  to  be  mounted  on  tempered  masonite  suitably  framed  to  form  a rigid  surface. .Mosaic 
to  be  provided  with  suitable  border  and  title.  Single  weight  glossy  photographic  paper  will  be 
used  for  the  mosaic. assembly. 

1U.  QUAD  SHEET  REPRODUCTIONS  OF  THE 
ORIGINAL  SEMI  CONTROLLED  MOSAIC 


The  mosaic  will  be  copied  at  a scale  of  200  feet  per  inch  using  approximately  one  hundred 
and  forty  flour  (lliljJ  36  inch  by  36  inch  negatives  as  required  to  photograph  the  entire  mosaic. 
Contac  t prints  will  be  made  from  each  negative  on  double  weight  matte  finish  ppper  and  will  be 
cloth  backed,  hinged,  and  delivered  in  suitable  embossed  binder  with  a phonographic  index  showift 
ng  quad  sheet  numbers  and  area  covered  by  each. 

13.  FILING  OF  ORIGINAL  NEGATIVES 

T'he  metal  container,  spool  and  each  roll  of  film  shall  become  the  property  of  the  Plan 
Commission,  but  shall  be  Retained  ip  the  especially  constructed  vaults  of  the  Contractor.  The 
Contractor  will  furnisjr  at  reasonable  cost  additional  contact  prints,  enlargements,  photographic 
index  maps,  and  mosaic  quad  sheets  st  the  desired  scale  to  any  department  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne  authorized  to  purchase  'Same. 

No  reproductions  of  any  of  the  materials  of  this  survey  will  be  released  to  a third  par  ty 
without  the  expressed  permission  of  the  Plan  Commission. 

The  arrangement  for  storage  of  the  negatives  may  be  temimated  at  the  option  of  the  Plan 
Commission.  In  such  case  the  negatives  will  be  shipped  as  directed  by  the  Plan  Commission. 

16.  RATE  OF  DELIVERY 


One  complete  set  of  contact  prints  will  be  delivered  to  the  City  Engineer  for  control 
purposes  within  20  days  after  acceptance  of  flying  and  making  the  photographic  index  j&a  of  the 
entire  area.  Phfltoindi’ces,  semi-controlled  mosaic  and  qua  sheets  to  be  delivered  as  soon  after 
completion  of  flying  as  is  possible  and  delivery  will  be  dependent  on  the  time  required  by  the 
City  Engineer  to  furnish  the  Contractor  with  measured  control.  This  control  nust  be  inspected 
by  the  Contractor  before  acceptance  for  use  on  the  contract.

AN  ORDINANCE  regulating  bicycles  and  requiring  jshe  licensing  thereof. 

'BS  'IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  JAYNE , INDIANA : 

Section  1.  DEFINITION.  A bicycle  shall  be  defined  as  any  device  propelled  by  human 
power  upon  any  person  may  ride,  having  two  tandem  wheels  either  of  which  is  over  20  inches  in 
diameter . 

Section  2.  EFFECT  OF  REGULATIONS,  (a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  parent  of  any  child 
or  the  guardian  of  any  ward  to  authorize  or  knowingly  permit  any  such  child  or  ward  to  vio- 
late any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

(Jo)  These  regulations  applicable  to  bicycles  shall  apply  whenever  a bicycle  is  operated 
upon  any  street  or  anon  any  public  path  set  aside  for  the  exclusive  use  of  bicycles,  subject 
to  those  exceptions  stated  herein. 

Section  3.  LICENS  REQUIRED.  No  person,  who  resides  within  this  city,  shall  ride  or 
propel  a bicycle  on  any  street  or  upon  any  public  path  sot  aside  for  the  exclusive  use  of 
bicycles  unless  such  bicycle  has  been  licensed  and  a license  plate  is  attached  thereto  as 
provided  herein. 

Section  U.  LICENSE  APPLICATION . Application  for  a bicycle  license  and  license  plate 
shall  be  made  upon  a form  provided  by  the  City  Comptroller  and  shall  be  made  to  the  Chief 
of  iolice.  An  annual  license  fee  of  25  cents  shall  be  paid  to. the  City  before  each  license  or 
renewal  thereof  is  granted. 

Section  5.  ISSttAMSl  0F  LICENSE!  (a)  The  Chief  of  Iolice  upon  receiving  proper  app- 
lication therefor  is  authorized  to  issue  a bicycle  license  w hich  shall  be  effective  until  the 
next  succeeding  first  day  of  "“arch. 

(b)  The  applicant  shall  furnish  proof  of  ownership  or  right  to  possession  of  the 
bicycle.  The  Chief  of  Folce  shall  not  issue  a license  for  any  bicycle  when  he  knows  or  has.  reason- 
able ground  to  believe  that  the  applicant  is  not  the  owner  of  or  entitled  to  the  possession  of 
such  bicycle. 

(c)  The  Chief  of  Folice  shall  keep  a record  ofthe  nember  of  each  license,  the  date  issue 
d,  the  name  and  ad  ress  of  the  person  to  whom  issued,  and  the  number  on  the  frame  of  the  bicy- 
cler for  which  issued,  and  a record  of  all  bicycle  license  fees  collected  by  him. 

Section  6.  ATTACHMENT  OF  LICENSE  PLATE,  (a)  The  Chief  of  Police  upon  issuing  a bicy- 
cle license  shall  also  issue  a license  plate  bearing  the  license  number  assigned  to  the  bicy- 
cle, the  name  of  the  city,  and  the  year  for  which  issued. 

(b)  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  cause  such  license  plate  to  be  f irmly  attached  to  the 
rear  mudguard  or  frame  of  the  bicycle  for  which  issued  in  such  position  as  to  be  plainly 
visible. from  the  rear. 

(c)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  remove  a license  plate  from  a bicycle 
during  the  period  for  which  issued  except  upon  a transfer  of  ownership  or  in  the  event  the 
bicycle  is  dismantled  and  no  longer  operated  upon  any  street  in  this  dity. 

Section  7.  INSPECTION  OF  BICYCLES.  The  Chief  of  Police,  or  an  officer  assigned  such 
responsibility,  shall  inspect  each  bicycle  before  licensing  the  same  and  shall  refuse  a license 
for  any  bicycle  which  he  determines  is  in  unsafe  mechanical  condition. 

Section  8.  RENEWAL  0?  LICENSE.  Upon  the  expiration  of  any  bicycle  license  the  same 
may  be  renewed  upon  application  and  re-inspection  and  payment  of  the  same  fee  as  upon  an 
orginial  application. 

Section  9.  T RANSFER  OF  OWNERSHIP.  Upon  the  sale  or  transfer  of  a licensed  bicycle 
the  licensee  shall  remove  the  license  plate  and  shall  either  surrender  the  same  to  the  Chief 
of  Police  or  may  upon  proper  application,  but  without  payment  of  additional  fee,  have  said 
assigned  to  another  bicycle  owned  by  the  applicant. 

Section  10.  RENTAL  AGENCIES.  A rental  agency  shall  not  rent  or  o [Ter  any  bicycle  for 
rent  unless  the  bicycle  is  licensed  and  a license  plate  is  attached  thereto  as  provided  herein 
and  such  bicycle  is  equipped  with  the  lamps  and  other  equipment  required  in  this  article. 

Section  11.  BICYCLE  DEALERS.  Every  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  buying  or  selling 
new  or  second-hand  bicycles  shall  make  reports  to  the  chief  of  police  of  every  bicycle  pur- 
chased or  sold  by  such  dealer,  giving  the  name  and  address  of  the  persons  from  whom  purchased 
or  to  whom  sold,  a description  of  such  bicycle  by  name  or  make,  the  frame  number  thereof, 
and  the  number  of  license  plate,  if  any,  founf  thereon.  Such  reports  shall  be  made  as  of  the 
1st  day  of  January  and  1st  day  of  July  of  each  year  and  shall  cover  the  period  for  the  pre- 
ceding six  months.  Juch  reports  shall  be  made  within  thirty  (30)  days  after  the  end  of  the  period. 

Section  12.  PENALTY.  Any  person  violating  ary  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
upon  conviction  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $100.00

A Bill  for  an  ordinance  declaring  the  emission  of  dense  smoke,  or 
foul  noxious  fumes  amd  gases,  or  ash,  dust,  soot,  or  cinders,  within 
the  City  of  Fort  tfa/ne,  to  be  a nuisance,  defining  dense  smoke,  providing 
penalties  for  violation,  and  for  the  abatement  of  said  nuisances,  and  creating 
a OnoKe  Abatement  commission  and  the  employment  of  a Smoke  Inspector. 

BE  I?  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE: 

Section  I.  •'■'hat  the  emission  of  dense  smoke,  as  hereinafter  defined,  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  from  any  chimney  or  smoke  stack  of  any  building, 
derrick,  pile  driver,  locomotive,  or  any  other  machine  or  contrivance,  or  from  any  tar 
kettle,  kiln,  or  open  fire,  and  the  emission  of  foul  noxious  gases  or  fumes,  or  ash, 
dust,  soot,  or  cinders,  into  the  open  air  in  such  quantities  as  to  cause  injury  or 
annoyance  to  the  public  ot  to  have  a natural  tendency  to  do  so,  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  public  nuisances. 

oection  II.  he  ■‘■'dngemann ’ s Scale  for  grading  -the  density  of  smoke,  published 
by  the  Bureau  of  Mines  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Interior,  is  hereby  adopted 
as  the  standard  ad  scale  f or  determining  the  density  of  smoke,  and  said  scale  is  hereby 
made  a part  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  III.  nny  person  who  shall  cause  or  permit  the  emission  of  smoke  within 
said  city  from  any  chimney  or  smoke  stack  of  any  builsing,  derrick,  pile  driver,  or  any 
other  machine  or  contrivance,  or  from  any  tar  kettle,  kiln,  or  open  fire,  of  a density 
greater  than  No.  2 smoke  as  shown  bythe  aforesaid  Ringle-nann ’ s Scale,  shall  be  deomed 
guilty  of  a violation  of  this  ordinance,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  subject  to  the 
penalties  hereinafter  provided;  provided  that  this  sectiom  shall  not  Esmraiy  apply  to 
private  residenses;  and  provided  further  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  when  smoke  is 
emitted  for  a period  or  periods  aggregating  not  more  thah  six  (6)  minutes  in  any  one  hour, 
when  a new  fire  is  being  bui,;£,  ot  the  fire  grates  or  fire  pots  are  being  cleaned,  or  the 
said  smoke  is  due  to  a breakdobnof  eqipment  so  as  to  make  such  emission  of  smoke  not 
reasonably  preventable . 

Section  IV.  Any  person  who  sahll  cause  or  permit  the  emission  of  any  smoke  within 
said  city  from  any  locomotive  or  other  vehicle,  whether  standing  or  in  motion,  of  a densit 
y greater  than  No.  2 smoke,  a.s  shown  bjrthheaforesaid  Ringlemann’s  Scale,  for  more  than 
(1)  one  minute  in  any  fifteen  (l£)  minute  period,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a violation 
of  this  ordinance,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  hereinafter 
provided;  provided,  however,  that  this  section  shall  not  a?  ply  when  a new  fire  is  being 
built,  or  the  fire  grates  or  fire  poys  are  being  cleaned,  or  the  said  smoke  is  due  to  a 
break  dorm  of  equipment,  so  as  to  make  such  emission  of  smoke  not  reasonably  preventahly. 

Section  V.  Anjz;  person  who  sahll  cause  or  permit  the  emission  or  escape  of  any  foul 
or  noxious  gases  or  fumes,  or  ahs,  dust,  soot,  or  cinders,  into  the  open  air  in  such 
quantities  as  to  cause  injury  or  annoyance  to the  public  or  damage  to  any  property  or  to 
have  a natural  tendency  to  do  so,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a violation  of  this  ordinance, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  subject  tothe  penalties  hereinafter  provi  ded. 

Section  VI.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  permit  any  furnace  fireed  by  overfeed  or 
spreader  stokers  or  pulverized  coal-burners  or  any  similiar  devices  to  release  heat  in 
excess  of  thirty  thousand  (30,000)  British  Thermal  Units  per  cubic  foot  per  hour,  and  any 
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persons  violating  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  hereinafter  provided; 
provided  that  this  section  shall  not  qppljrnirhen  such  furnace  if  equiped  with  an  fly- 
ash  collector  and  such  releases  of  heat  do  not  exceed  sixty  thousand  ($0,000)  British 
Thermal  Units  per  cubic  foot  per  hour. 

Section  VII.  £here  is  hereby  established  as  a part  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  of  said  City  a commission  to  be  known  sb  the  Smoke  Abatement  Commission,  and  s aid 
commission  shall  consist  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Safety,  the  Building  Commissioner 
of  said  city,  and  three  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  no  more  than  ±jt 
two  of  whom  shall  be  meiabers  of  the  same  political  party . +he  Building  Commissioner  shall 
serve  as  chairman  of  said  commission,  and  said  commission  shall  have  power  to  make  such 
reasonable  rules  and  egulations  as  it  deems  advisable, t£e  members  thereof  shall  serve 
■without  pay.  Said  commission  is  hereby  given  authority  to  employ  a Smoke  Insoector  at 
such  salary  as  shall  be  fixed  by  ordinance,  and  said  commission  shall  furnish  him  such 
equipment  as  shall  enable  him  to  m&ke  the  proper  inspection  and  test  for  the  enforcement 
of  this  ordinance. 

Section  VIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Smoke  Inspector  to  examine  and  inspect 
the  emission  of  smoke,  and  the  emission  and  escape  of  foul  or  noxious  gases  and  fumes, 
and  ash,  dust,  soot,  and  cinders  in  siad  city.  Whenever  he  finds  that  said  smoke,  or 
gases  or  fumes,  or  ash,  dust,  soot,  or  cinders  are  in  violation  of  this  ordinance,  it  xhxl 
shall  be  Ms  duty  to  notify  in  writing  the  person  or  persons  causin  such  emission  to 
desist  from  so  doing  and  to  abate  such  nuisance  within  a period  of  ten  (10)  days. 

After  the  expiration  of  said  time,  if  such  nuisance  still  continues,  said  Smoke  Inspector 
shall  file  with  the  aforesaid  Commission  of  Smoke  Abatement  a written  statement  naming  the 
person  or  persons  vilating  this  ordinance  and  stating  the  facts  constituting  such  vio- 
lation. ^pon  the  f iling  of  such  written  statement  the  said  Smoke  Abatement  Commission 
shall  fix  a time  for  hearing  upon  the  flact  set  forth  in  the  said  statement  of  said  S:-aoke 
Inspector,  and  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  served  upon  the  person  named  as  violating 
this  ordinance  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing,  together  with  a copy  of  said  state- 
ment of  said  Smoke  Insoector.  At  such  hearing  the  person  named  as  violating  said  ordinane 
ce  shall  have  the  right  to  appear  and  be  heard  in  pereen  and  by  counsel,  and  if  he  fails 
to  appear,  the  matter  may  be  heard  in  his  absence,  Witnesses  may  be  heard  by  either  party 
to  said  proceedings.  If,  upon  such  hearing,  said  commission  shall  find  that  the  facts 
stated  in  said  report  of  said  Smoke  Inspector  are  true  and  that  said  person  is  guilty  of 
violating  this  ordinance,  the  said  Board  shall  order  and  direct  the  abatement  of  said 
nuisance  within  such  time  and  upon  such  conditions  as  said  Board  may  decide;  if  said 
Board  shall  find  that  the  facts  stated  in  said  report  are  not  true,  and  that  said  personx 
has  not  violated  this  ordinance,  then  said  Board  shall  enter  a finding  to  that  effect  and 
the  proceedings  shall  terminate.  Any  person  feeling  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  said 
Board  shall  have  a right  to  appeal  from  the  finding  and  decision  of  said  Board  to  the  Allen 
Circuit  Court  or  to  the  Superior  Court  of  Allen  County  or  to  Allen  Superior  Court  No. 2 
by  filing  his  complaint  setting  forth  the  action  of  said  Board,  causing  summons  to  be 
issued  thereon  as  in  civil  cases  and  said  cause  shall  be  tried  de  novo  in  ..aid  court. 
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GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  2323  (Continued) 

At  the  time  fixed  in  said  order  of  said  Smoke  Abatement  Commission,  unless  the 
same  has  been  appealed  from  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or,  in  the  event  of  such  appeal,  at 
such  time  as  the  court  shall  fix,  any  perosn  found  guilty  of  violating  of  this  ordinance 
shall  have  such  nuisance  abated and  upon  his  failure  to  do  so,  the  Smoke  Abatement 
Commission  shall  issue  its  warnant  to  the  Chief  of  Police  of  said  city  or  to  said 
Smoke  Inspector,  ordering  and  directing  that  said  nuisance  be  forthwith  abated,  and  the 
person  to  whom  said  warrant  shall  have  been  issued  shall  forthwith  execute  the  same  by 
abating  said  nuisance.  An  accurate  account  of  the  expense  of  abating  sa.id  nuisance  shall 
be  kept  and  a report  thereof  made  to  hs  the  City  Controller,  who  shall  cause  the  amount 
of  said  expense  to  be  charged  against  the  person  violating  this  ordinance  upon  the  tax 
duplicate  of  said  city,  or  cause  suit  to  be  brought  against  said  person  for  the  recovery 
thereof. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  prohobiting  or  preventing  the  coll- 
ection of  penalties  hereinafter  provided  for  a violation  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  IX.  Any  person  convicted  of  violating  section  III,  IV,  V,  or  Vi  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $300.  Each  and  every  day  upon  whi  ch 
this  ordinance  is  violated  constitutes  a separate  offense. 

Section  X.  Wherever  the  word  ’’person"  has  been  used  in  this  ordinance,  the  same 
shall  be  construed  to  mean  a natural  person  or  a firm,  corporation,  or  partnership,  and 
all  persons  participating  in  the  violation  of  this  ordinance  either  as  owners,  propietors, 
lesses,  agents,  tenants, managers,  superintendents,  engineers,  foreman,  janitors,  orother- 
wise  shall  be  liable  for  any  violation  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  XI.  An  parts  of  the  ordinance  on  the  subject  of  smoke  abatement,  being 
ordinance  No.  268,  and  being  chapter  27  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
19U6,  and  appearing  on  pages  IJk  to  179  both  inclusive  of  sild  Code,  in  conflict  with  the 

provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  XU.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  upon  and  after  its 

passage  by  the  Common  Council  afid  its  approval  by  the  Mayor.

AN  ORDINANCE,  changing,  amending  and  supplementing  General  Ordinance 
No.  II4.36  and  the  same  being:  "An  Ordinance  establishing  a zoning  plan  for  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne  to  regulate  and  restrict  the  height,  area,  bulk,  and  use  if  buildings;  to 
regulate  and  determine  the  area  of  yards,  courts  and  other  open  spaces;  to  regulate 
and  limit  the  use  and  intensity  of  use  of  land;  to  classify  and  regulate  the  loaation 
of  trades,  callings  industries,  commercial  enterprises  and  the  location  of  buildings 
designed  for  specifiec  uses;  to  establish  bu  ilding  lines;  and  for  such  purposes  to 
divide  the  city  into  districts;  to  provide  for  adminstration  and  for  penalties  for  the 
violation  of  its  provisions;  authorizing  the  creation  of  a board  of  zoning  appeals  and 
providing  for  review  of  the  decisions  of  such  board  by  the  court.

AN  ORDINANCE  regulating  and  controlling  pedestrian  traffic  in  certain 
parts  of  the  City  and  providing  a penalty  for  violation  on  thereof  as  amended. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE: 

Section  1.  Pedestrians  shall  not  cross  any  street  or  roadway  in  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  except  at  marked  or  unmarked  cross  walks  within  the  district  bounded  on  the  North  by  St. 
Mary's  River  and  Maumee  River,  on  the  East  by  Hanna  Street,  on  the  South  by  Pennsylvania  Railroad, 
and  on  the  West  by  Fan  Buren  Street,  and  shall  not  cross  any  street  or  roadway  in  the  City  which 
is  disignated  as  United  States  Highway  or  State  Highway  except  at  marked  cross  walks.  In  the  re- 
maining district  if  the  City,  pedestrians  crossing  any  street  except  at  marked  or  unmarked  cross 
walks  shall  yield  the  right-of-way  to  vehicular  traffic. 

Section  2.  Pedestrians  facing  a green  or  "Go"  signal  or  facing  a "Walk"  signal  where 
the  intersection  is  controlled  by  a so  called  "Wait-Walk"  signal  may  proceed  across  the  street  or 
roadway  within  any  marked  or  unmarked  cross  walk.  Such  pedestrians  shall  have  the  right-of-way 
over  all  vehicles,  including  those  making  turns,  until  they  have  reached  the  opposite  curb. 

Section  3.  Pedestrians  facing  a red  or  "Stop"  signal  or  facing  a "Wait"  signal 
wnere  the  intersection  is  controlled  by  a "Wailt-Walk"  signal  shall  not  enter  the  street  or  road- 
way or  step  off  the  curb  into  the  street  or  roadway  until  a proper  signal  is  exhibited  authorizing 
pedestrians  to  cross. 

Section  1+.  Pedestrians  facing  yellow  or  "Caution"  signal, unless  they  have  left 
the  curb  prior  to  such  signal  being  exhibited,  shall  regard  the  signal  as  a red  or  "Stop"  signal. 
Otherwise  they  may  regard  such  signal  as  a green  or  "Go"  signal. 

Where  an  intersedtion  is  controlled  by  a "Wait-Walk"  signal,  such  signal  shall  control  pedestrian 
traffic. 


Section  5.  Whenever  any  sehicle  is  stopped  at  a marked  or  unmarked  cross  walk  at  an 
intersection  to  permit  a pedestrian  to  cross  the  street  or  roadway,  the  operator  of  any  other  veh- 
icle approaching  from  the  rear  shall  not  overtake  and  pass  such  stopped  vehicle. 

Section  6.  Whenever  any  inyersection  is  controlled  by  signal  of  a police  officer,  the 
"Go  or  Stop"  signal  of  such  Police  officer  shall  also  control  pedestrian  traffic  to  the  same  effect 
as  if  such  intersection  were  controlled  by  a light  signal. 


Section  7.  Pedestrians  shall  move,  whenever  practicable, uoon  the  right  half  of  side- 
walks and  cross  walks. 

Section  8.  It  is  a misdemeanor  for  any  reason  to  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  and  every  person  found  guilty  of  such  violation  shall  he  fined  in  sum  not  less  than  Tiro 
Dollars  ($2.00)  and  not  more  than  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00).

WHEREAS,  on  the  26th  day  of  July,  19U9}  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  acting  by 
and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  duly  entered  into  n written  contract  with  Drury,  McNamee 
and  r cuter,  of  Ann  Arbor  Michigan,  for  engineering  services  in  connection  with  the  planning  and 
supervision  of  certain  elements  of  the  enlargement  of  the  Saint  Joseph  ^iver  Water  ° upply  Pro- 
ject, of  the  City  of  Fort  "ayne,  Indiana,  which  contract  is  in  the  following  words  and  figures, 
as  follows,  to-wit: 

CONTRACT  FOR  ENGINEERING  SERVICES  BETWEEN  THE  CITY 
OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANAy,AND  DRURY,  McNAMEE  AND  PROTER-  ANN, ARBOR 
MICHIGAN. 


THIS  MEMORANDUM  OF  AGREEMENT,  made  this  26th  day  of  July,  1 9h9,  by  and  between 
the  City  of  Fort  '*ayne,  Indiana,  a municipal  corporation,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  City, 
and  Drury,LIcNamee  and  Porter,  of  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  a partnership,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  Engineers, 

WITNESSETH: 

That  the  Engineers  hereby  agree  to  render  to  the  City  suitable  and  competent 
engineering  services  covering  the  planning  and  suoervision  of  construction  of  certain  elements  of 
the  enlargement  of  the  St.  Joseph  River  Water  Supply  project,  namely: 

Item  1 Elevated  Storage  Tanks 

Item  2 High  Service  Pumping  Unit  and  Suction  Line 
Item  3aRaw  Water  Supply  Main 
Item  U Distribution  Feeder  Mains 
Item  3 Filtration  Plant  Additions 
Item  6 Cedarville  Dam  and  Alterations  to  St. Joe  Dam 
as  recommended  in  the  Engineers’  report  to  the  City  bearing  date  of  April  I9I4.8;  and  that  the  City 
hereby  engages  the  service  of  the  Engineers  for  the  planning  and  supervision  of  construction  of 
the  said  water  supply  enlargements  and  agrees  to  pay  the  Engineers  therefor,  all  as  more  fully  set 
forth  in  the  following  ARTICLES  OF  AGREEMENT. 

ARTICLE  1.  PREPARATION  OF  DETAILED  DRAWINGS,  SPECIFICATIONS  AND  CONTRACT  DOCUMENTS . 

The  Engineers  will  alivse  and  assist  the  City  in  dividing  the  entire  work  into  such 
construction  jobs  as  may  appear  to  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  City.  The  Engineers,  under  direct- 
ion of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  with  reasonable  diligence,  will  prepare  detailed  drawings, 
specifications  and  contract  documents  for  all  construction  work  and  for  thr  furnishing  and  install- 
ation of  a~l  1 equipment  that  may  be  included  in  the  project,  following  an  orderly  program  therefor 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Pubic  Works.  When  any  particular  contract  for  which  contract  drawings  and 
documents  have  been  prepared  as  above,  is  ready  to  be  advertised  for  bids,  the  Engineers  willssist 
in  bringing  this  particular  job  to  he  favorable  attention  of  competent  and  responsible  contractors 
who  se  prganizationf  construction  ability  and  financial  resources  are  suitable  to  the  job  in  hand, 
will  help  in  securing  competition  in  bidding,  and  will  aid  in  awarding  the  contract.  The  detailed 
drawings  will  include  all  necessary  mape  and  plans,  profiles,  elevations, location  and  assembly 
drawings,  and  the  structural  details  of  all  structures.  The  specifications  will  include  detailed 
descriptions  of  the  work  to  be  done  or  the  equipment  to  be  furnished  and  will  prescribe  the  re- 
quirements to  be  met  in  the  functional  performance  of  the  c onstruction  work  and  the  installed 
equipment.  The  contract  documents  in  addition  to  the  drawings  and  specifications,  will  conSisttof 
the  usual  and  customary  Formal  Advertisement,  Instructions  to  bidders.  Formal  Proposal,  Construction 
°on tract  and  Bonds  appropriate  to  each  contract  that  is  to  be  let.  These  documents  will  be  of  such 
character  as  will  be  accepted  and  approved  by  the  Indiana  State  Department  of  Health,  the  State 
Board  of  Accounts,  the  State  Public  Service  Commission,  and  any  other  State  or  Federalagency  having 
the  right  of  review  and  approval.  These  documents  will  be  furnished  in  such  quantities  as  may  be  re- 
quired for  the  review  of  authorities,  the  solicitation  of  bids  and  the  execution  of  the  construction 
work. 

The  Engineers  will  make  all  topographical  surveys  and  leveling  surveys,  and  will  make 
up  all  profiles  and  contour  maps  that  may  be  required  for  any  design  or  for  the  planning  of  any  im- 
rpvement;  ;ut  they  di>  not  obligate  themselves  to  make  land  surveys  for  the  determinations  of  land 
and  right-of-way  boundaries,  believing  that  such  land  surveys,  should  always  be  made  by  established 
local  surveyors. 

1he  Engineers  will  furnish  all  engineering  services  required  in  connection  with  apy 
borings,  test  oits,  soundings  or  other  sub-surface  exporations,  in  both  land  and  water,  that  may 
be  necessary  or  expediant.  ‘ ny  such  exploration  of  water  or  soil  condi tions  will  be  carefully  plan- 
ned out  in  advance  and  the  program  therefor  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  for  approval, 

RTICLE  2 - SUPERVISION  OF  CONS  RUCTION 

Then  any  particular  contract  upon  which  bids  have  been  received  and  a contract  has  been 
awarded  is  placed  under  construction,  the  Engineers  will  supervise  the  work  of  contruution. 

The  general  supervision  of  construction  will  include  frequent  visits  to  the  sites  of 
construction  work,  advising  the  resident  engineer  and  his  staff,  the  checking  of  manufacturers’  and 
contractors’  shop  drawings,  the  preparation  of  any  necessary  supplemental  drawings,  the  preparation 
of  certificates  of  payment  due  contractors  throughout  the  progress  of  the  work,  the  final  inspection 
and  certification  of  completion  of  the  work  and  certification  of  final  payment  due,  and  the  preparat 
tion  of  final  record  plans  of  the  completed  work  as  built. 

Resident  engineering  supervision  of  construction  will  be  provided  through  a competent 
chief  resident  engineer  from  the  Engineers’  staff,  and  an  assistant  resident  engineer  orengineers  and 
and  inspectors  to°be  selected  by  the  City  with  the  approval  of  the  Engineers,  who  will  make  inspect- 
ions in"  the  field  of  the  work  in  progress  to  insure  the  fulfillment  of  the  requirements  of  the  plans 
and  specifications,  who  will  keep  a field  diary,  who  will  make  field  measurements  of  the  progress 
of  the  construction  work  and  who  will  report  daily  upon  these  patters  to  the  home  office  in  Ann 
Arbor.  The  resident  engineer  and  his  staff  will  be  constantly  assisted  fromthe  main  office  as  well 
as  through  regular  visits  of  members  of  the  firm  and  of  principal  construction  supervisors  on  the 
staff  of  the  firm.

The  Engineers  will  conform  to  the  laws  of  the  Indiana  Industria.1  Board  with  respect  to 
their  employees. 

ARTICLE  3 - ENGINEERING  FEES 

And  the  City  agrees  to  pay  the  Engineers , as  full  compensation  for  the  services  set  forth 
in  Articles  1 and2,  amounts  determined  in  accordance  with  the  following  four  numbered  sections. 

Section  1.  For  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  and  contract  documents  for  the 
several  principal  parts  of  the  improvement  project,  as  they  may  be  required,  amounts  determined  by 
the  rate  of  three  percent  (3*0%)  based  upon  the  estimated  construction  costs  of  such  parts. 

Section  2.  For  general  supervision  of  construction  of  the  several  principal  parts  of 
the  improvement  project  as  required,  amounts  determined  by  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half  percent 
(l.£/o)  based  upon  the  actual  costs  of  such  parts. 

For  the  services  of  the  chief  resident  engoneer,  amounts  determined  by  actual  time  per- 
iods that  the  chief  resident  engineer  is  employed  upon  the  work,  and  the  rate  of  seven  hundred  ($700) 
dollars  per  month. 

Section  3.  Fees  for  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  and  contract  documents 
are  to  be  based  upon  co¥ts  of  construction  as  fairly  estimated  by  the  Engineers  at  the  time  of  comp- 
letion of  the  plans,  subject- to  adjustment  to  actual  construction  costs  if  fhe  work  is  plced  under 

contract  within  one  year  ofthe  time  of  completion  of  the  plans,  Fees  for  supervision  of  construction 
are  to  be  based  upon  actual,  rather  than  estimated,  construction  costs.  The  costs  of  land  and  rights- 
of-way,  the  costs  of  engineering  and  surveying,  and  the  costs  of  legal  services  and  of  official  pub- 
lication required  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  are  not  to  be  included  as  a part  of  the  base  cost 
of  construction  for  the  calculation  of  engineering  fees. 

Section  U.  Payment  under  Section  1 of  this  article  is  to  be  made  upon  the  delivery  of 

co&pleted  plans  and  specifications  and  contract  documents  for  any  major  element  of  the  project,  or 

for  any  particular  contract  to  be  advertised  and  let,  and  their  acceptance  by  the  City's  Board  of 
Public  Works.  Progress  payments  on  such  accounts  may  be  requested  by  the  Engineers  and  granted 
providing  evidence  of  satisfactory  performance  is  shown.  Payments  for  sppervision  of  construction 
are  to  be  made  from  month  to  month  during  the  construction  period,  those  based  on  percentages  of 
construction  cost  being  in  proportion  to  the  degree  of  completion  of  the  particular  jobs  in  hand. 

In  the  event  that  any  contract  is  advertised  for  bids  and  bids  are  received,  but  no  award  is  made, 
and  bids  are  again  solicited,  received,  analyzed  and  reported  upon,  payment  for  services  rendered  in 
soliciting  bids  and  analyzing  and  reporting  thereon  a succeeding  time  is  to  be  made  in  an  amount  to 
be  determined  by  a fee  rate  of  two-tenths  percent  (0.2$)  appiled  to  the  low  bid;  provided,  however, 
that  the  failure  to  make  such  award  is  not  due  to  any  fault  or  omission  on  the  part  of  the  Engineers. 

ARTICLE  k - CITY  ASSISTANCE 


The  City,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Engineers,  will  select  and  furnish  one 
or  more  assistant  resident  engineers  and  inspectors  as  may  be  required  to  aid  the  chief  resident 
engineer  in  the  resident  engineering  supervision  of  the  construction  work.  The  City  will  pay  the 
cost  of  such  assistant  resident  engineers  and  inspectors. 

The  City,  with  the  advice  and  counsel  of  the  Engineers,  will  arrange  with 
some  competent  and  reputable  local  surveyor  for  the  making  of  necessary  land  surveys,  and  will 
make  the  resulting  land  maps  available  to  the  ^nginee  rs  for  use  as  a guide  in  the  locating  of 
structures  and  other  improvements  covered  by  this  agreement.  xhe  City  will  pay  the  expenses  of  such 
land  surveys. 

The  City  will  also  furnish  labor,  materials,  transportation  and  equipment, 
either  directly  or  by  engaging  a suitable  contractor,  for  such  sub-surface  explorations,  in  either 
soil  or  ater,  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient,  provided  request  therefor  has  been  made  in  aivance  by 
the  Engineers  and  approved  by  the  orard  of  Public  Works. 

Incase  it  should  become  necessary  to  have  laboratory  tests  of  materials 
made  in  a commercial  laboratory,  over  and  beyond  the  facilities  of  the  City  materials  testing 
laboratories,  the  City  will  arrange  for  such  commercial  laboratory  tests,  with  the  advice  and  counsel 
of  the  Engineers,  and  will  pay  for  the  same;  but  provided  always  that  request  therefor  has  been  made 
to  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  advance. 

ARTICLE  g - CPIiRT  WORK 

The  services  provided  for  by  this  a greement  do  not  include  or  contemplate 
any  appearance  in  court  as  expert  or  court  work  of  any  kind. 

ARTICLE  6 - RATIFICATION  OF  CONTRACT  AND  APPROVAL  OF  BOND  ISSUE 

There  shall  be  no  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  the  Engineers  in  the 

event : 

(a)  The  Common  Council  of  the  City  shall  not  aprove  and  ratify  this  contract; 

(b)  The  Common  Council  of  the  City  shall  not  authorize  the  issuance  of  the 
revenue  bonds  to  finance  the  project; 

(c)  The  Publie  Service  Commission  of  the  State  of  Indiana  shall  not  approve 
the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  adequate  to  finance  the  project. 

Ini  the  event  that  the  Common  Council  of  said  City  or  the  Public  Service 
Commission  od  the  State  of  Indiana  does  npt  approve  the  issuance  of  bonds  to  finance  the  project 
substantially  as  petitioned  for,  then  this  contract  shall  be  null  and  void.

GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  2357 


An  Ordinance  concerning  the  construction  of  extensions  and  additions  to  the 
waterworks  owned  and  operated  by  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  authorizing 
the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  to  provide  for  the  cost  thereof,  and  matters 
connected  therewith 

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Fort  Yfayne  is  the  owner  of  and  operates  an  unencumbered  waterworks 
furnishing  the  public  water  supply  to  said  uity  and  its  inhabitants;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  having  the  management  of  said  waterworks,  has  det- 
mined  and  the  Council  now  finds  that  said  waterworks  is  in  need  of  certain  extensions  and  additions, 
consisting  chiefly  of  additional  water  supply,  filtration  and  storage  facilities  and  improvements  to 
the  distribution  system;  that  said  extensions  and  additions  are  required  in  order  to  protect  properly 
the  health,  wellbeing  and  property  of the  City  and  its  inhabitants;  and 

YVHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  has  employed  Drury,  McNamee  and  Sorter,  of  Ann  Arbor 
Michigan,  as  consulting  engineers  to  determine  the  extensions  and  additions  required  and  the  cost 
thereof,  and  has  found  from  the  report  of  said  engineers  that  said  cost  will  be  in  the  approximate 
mount  of  Six  ^llion  Dollara  ($6,000,000.00)  including  all  incidental  expenses  necessary  to  be 
incurred  in  connection  therewith,  and  has  represented  to  the  Council  and  the  Council  now  finds  that, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  funds  for  said  project  may  be  provided 
by  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue  bonds  payable  solely  out  of  the  revenue  of  s aid  waterworks  and 
not  constituting  a general  obligation  of  the  City;  now  therefore 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  C0MM0TT  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE: 

Section  1.  That  the  City  of  Fort  -'ayne  (hereinafter  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  City"), 
being  the  owner  of  and  engaged  in  operating  unencumbered  waterworks  supplying  the  City  and  ijfcs  in- 
habitants with  water  for  public,  industrial,  commercial  and  domestic  use,  now  provide  for  certain 
needed  extensions  and  additions  to  such  waterworks  and  the  payment  for  such  extensions  and  additions 
from  he  revenues  and  receipts  of  such  waterworks  pursuant  to  and  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Chapter 
155  of  the  Acts  of  1929,  and  all  acts  ememdatory  thereof  and  si+pplemental  thereto  (sometimes  hereins 
after  referred  to  as  the  "Act).  The  term  "waterworks,"  "waterworks  system"  and  system"  wherever  used 
in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  mean  and  include  the  existing  waterworks  owned  by  the  City  cf 
Fort  - ayne  and  all  extensions,  addition  and  improvements  thereto  and  replacements  thereof  now  or 
subsequently  constructed  or  required. 

Sec.  2.  Said  extensions  and  a ddition  shall  include  the  following  principal  items:  two 
distribution  storage' tanks,  high  service  pump  and  suction  line,  raw  water  supply  main,  distribution 
feeder  main,  filtration  plant  additions,  a n w dam  in  the  St.  Joseph  ^iver,  and  midification  of 
the  existing  St. Joseph  River  dan,  as  more  particularly  described  in  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Yorks  determining  to  proceed  with  said  additions  and  extensions,  and  in  the  engineering  pe- 
port  referred  to  in  said  resolution.  The  Board  of  Public  VJorks  is  hereby  authorized  to  proceed  with 
the  cons  ruction  and  installation  of  said  extensions  and  additions,  and  to  enter  into  all  contracts 
necessary  for  suchpurpose  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  of  said  act,  sub- 
ject, however,  to  the  approval  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  Indian  for  the  making  of  said  ex- 
tensions and  additions  and  the  issuance  of  the  required  amount  of  revenue  bonds,  and  that  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  of  the  bonds  issued  on  account  of  such  extensions  and  additions  shall  be  paid 
solejky  and  exclusively  from  the  revenue  of  said  waterworks  system  and  shall  not  constitute  a general 
obligation  of  the  City.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  file,  in  the  name  of  the 
City^  a proper  petition  with  the  Public  Service  Commisiion  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  required 
approval  of  said  Commission, 


GENERAL  ORDINANCE  NO.  2357 (Continued) 


Sec  3.  Beginning  as  of  the  dateof  issuance  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized,  the 

income  and  revenues  of  the  existing  waterworks , together  with  the  income  and  revenun  of  #11 
extensions,  additions,  improvements  thereto  and  replacements  thereof  made  pursuant  to  this 

ordinance,  or  subsequently,  shall  be  set  aside  into  a separate  and  special  fund  to  be  used 
and  applied  in  the  maintenance  and  operation  thereof,  in  establishing  a depreciation  account, 
and  payment  of  the  bonds  authorized  by  this  ordinance  and  the  interest  thereon.  The  propor- 
tion of  the  gross  revenue  of. said  waterworks  that  shall  be  paid  into  the  several  accounts 
of  said  special  fund,  as  provided  by  said  Act,  is  hereby  fixed  and  determined  as  follows: 

(a)  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account.  Sixty-eight  per  cent  (685)  of  the  gross 
revenues  of  said  waterworks  shall  be  set  aside  into  the  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account 
and  shall  be  used  to  pay  the  .necessary  cos£  of  the  reasonable  and  proper  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  the  waterworks,  including  any  taxes  required  to  be  paid.  The  necessary  cost  of  the 
reasonable  and  proper  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  waterworks  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
usual  items  ch  argeable  to  operation  and  Maintenance,  be  deemed  to  include  the  foil  Giving  add- 
itional items:  (a)  thepayment  of  the  interest  on  and  principal  of  the  outstanding  general  ob- 
ligation bonds  of  the  City  designated  as  "Waterworks  Improvement  Bonds"  issued  in  the  year 
1930,  1931  and  1932,  for  the  purpose  of  financing  improvements  to  the  waterworks,  and  (b) 
the  reinbursement  of  the  funds  of  the  City's  electric  utility  for  moneys  heretofore  advanced 
to  the  waterworks  and  used  in  the  operation  thereof;  provided,  however,  that  no  payments  on 
account  of  said  additional  items  shall  be  made  which  will  in  any  wise  adversely  affect  or 
jeopardize  the  continued  operation  of  the  waterworks  or  interfere  with  the  payment  of  current 
operating  and  maintenance  charges  as  the  same  accrue.  The  funds  so  set  aside  for  operation  and 
maintenance  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  purposes  hereinabove  provided  until  a surplus 
shall  have  been  accumlated  in  the  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account  which  shall  be  equal  to  the 
cost  of  maintaining  and  operating  the  waterworks  during  the  remainder  of  the  calendar,  operating 
or  fiscal  year  then  current  and  the  cost  of  maintaining  and  operating  the  waterworks  during  the 
calendar,  operating  or  fiscal  year  then  next  ensuing.  Any  excess  over  such  surplus  may  be 
transferred  to  either  the  Depreciation  Account  or  the  Bond  and  Interest  Redemption  Account. 


(b)  Depreciation  Account.  Ten  per  cent  (105)  of  the  gross  revenues  of  said  water- 
works shall  be  set  aside  into  the  Depreciation  Account  and  shall  be  expended  in  making  good 
depreciati on  in  the  waterworks  or  in  new  construction,  extensions  or  addition  to  the  property 
of  the  waterworks.  Any  accumulation  in  such  Depreciation  Account  not  required  for  immediate 
use  may  be  invested  in  direct  obligations  of  the  United  States  Government  to  the  extent  per- 
mitted by  law,  and  if  so  invested  the  income  from  the  investment  shall  accrue  to  the  Deprec- 
iation Account.  The  funds  in  said  a count  shall  not  be  used  for  any  purpose  other  than  as 
herein  provided. 

(c)  Bond  and  Interest  Redemption  Account.  Twenty-two  per  cent  (22%)  of  the  gross 
revenues  of  the"  waterworks  shall,  as  such  revenues  are  received,  be  set  apart  and  paid  into 
a special  account  to  be  identified  as  the  "Bond  and  Interest  Redemption  Account."  ■'•he  funds 
in  said  account  shall  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  on  and  principal 
of  the  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  to  the  extent  required  for 
that  purpose.  If  and  when  a surplus  shall  be  created  in  said  Bond  and  Interest  Redemption 
Account  which  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  interest  on  and  principal  of  the  bonds,  plus  ten 
per  cent  (10)5,  which  are  payable  during  the  then  current  calendar,  operating  or  fisaal 
year,  together  with  the  amount  of  interest  on  and  principal  of  the  bonds  which  will  become 
due  and  payable  during  the  calendar,  operating  or  fiscal  year  then  next  ensuing,  then  an# 
excess  over  such  surplus  may  be  transferred  to  either  the  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account 
or  to  the  Depreciation  Account.  Any  such  excess  over  such  surplus  may  also  be  used  in  the 
purchase  or  redemption  of  outstanding  bonds  at  a price  not  exceeding  the  applicable  redemp- 
tion prices  hereinafter  set  out.  No  further  payments  need  be  made  into  the  Bond  and  Interest 
Redemption  Account  when  the  funds  therein  equal  or  exceed  the  amount  of  the  principal  of  the 
bonds  then  outstanding  and  interest  thereon  to  the  maturity  date  thereof. 

4-11  of  the  funds  of  said  several  accounts  shall  be  deposited  in  lawful  depositories  of 
the  City,  and  shall  be  continously  held  and  secured  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  Indiana  relating 
to  the  depositing,  securing  and  holding  of  public  funds.  In  no  event  shall  any  of  the  revenues 
of  said  waterworks  be  transferred  or  used  for  any  purpose  not  authorized  by  this  ordinance 
or  reasonably  implied  by  the  provisions  hereof,  so  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  issued  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  outstanding.  The  funds  derived  from  the  oper- 
tion  of  the  waterworks,  on  hand  on  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized,  may 
be  applied  on  the  cost  of  the  additions  and  extensions  to  the  waterworks,  or  may  be  set  aside 
in  and  creidted  to  the  Operation  and  Maintenance  Account  or  the  Depreciation  Account,  as 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 


Sec  I4.  For  the  purpose  of  procuring  funds  with  which  to  pay  the  cost  of  construction 
and  instdlation  of  the  extensions  and  additions  to  its  waterworks,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  shall 
issue  its  revenue  bonds  uhder  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  said  Act, 
which  bonds  shall  be  payable  only  out  of  the  special  Bond  and  Interest  Redemption  Account 
herein  provided  for,  and  shall  be  designated  as  "Waterworks  Revenue  Bonds  of  I9I4.9."  Said  bonds 
shall  be  in  a principal  amount  not  exceeding  Six  Million  Dollars  ($6, 000. 00),  in  the  denomin- 
ation of  One  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,000.00),  numbered  consecutively  from  1 up,  dated  as  of 
October  1,  I9I4.9,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a rate  not  exceeding  three  per  cent  (35)  per  annum, 
the  exact  rate  or  rates  to  be  determined  by  bidding,  which  interest  shall  be  payable  semi- 
annually on  April  1 and  October  1 in  each  year,  beginning  on  April  1,  19g0,  and  shall  be  evi- 
denced by  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds.  Both  bonds  and  interets  coupons  attached  to  said 
bonds.  Both  bonds  and  interest  coupons  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  Untied  States 
of  America  at  the  Lincoln  National  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  or  at  the 
option  of  the  holder  at  the  Continental-  Illinois  National  Eank  and  Trust  Company  in  the  City 
of  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  said  bonds  shall  mature  serially  in  the  amounts  and  on  the  dates  as 
foil  cuts:

Sec  5.  Said  bonds  shall  be  signed  in  the  name  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor,  countersigned  by  the 
City  Comptroller,  and  attested  by  the  City  Clerk,  who  shall  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  to  each  of 
said  bonds . 

The  interest  coupons  attached  to  said  bonds  shall  be  executed  by  placing  thereon  the  facsimile 
signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Comptroller,  and  said  officials,  by  the  signing  of  said  bonds,  shall 
adopt  as  and  for  their  proper  signatures  their  facsimile  signatures  appearing  on  said  coupons.  In  case 
any  officer  whose  signature  appears  on  the  bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before 
the  delivery  of  such  bonds,  his  signature  shall  nevereless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes 
the  same  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in  office  until  such  delivery. 

Said  bonds  shall  be  negotiable  by  delivery  unless  registered. 

Upon  presentation  ofthe  bonds  at  the  office  of  the  City  Comptroller  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  said 
Comptroller  shall  register  said  bonds  without  charge  or  Expense  to  the  holder,  as  to  the  principal 
thereof.  Such  registry  shall  be  on  the  bond,  after  which  no  transfer  thereof  will  be  valid  unless  made 
by  the  registered  owner  in  person  or  by  his  attorney  duly  authorized  and  similarly  noted  on  the  bond, 
but  said  bond  may  be  discharged  from  registry  by  being  in  like  manner  retransferred  to  bearer,  after 
which  it  shall  be  transferable  by  delivery  but  may  be  again  registered  as  before.  The  registration 
of  any  bond  shall  not  affect  the  negotiability  of  the  interest  coupons  attached,  thereto,  but  such 
coupons  shall  continue  to  pass  by  delivery  only  and  shall  remain  payable  to  bearer.

(b)  The  extensions  and  additions  shall  be  contracted  for  and  constructed  to  the 
approval  of  Drury,  McNamee  and  Porter,  consulting  engineers  of  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  now  employed  by 
the  City,  or  such  other  consulting  engineers  as  may  hereafter  be  employed  by  the  City,  with  the 
approval  of  the  purchaser  of  the  bond.  All  estimates  for  work  done  and  material  furnished  shall  first 
be  checked  by  the  consulting  engineers  before  being  approved  by  the  City. 

(c)  The  City  shall,  at  al  times,  maintain  said  waterworks  in  good  condition.; and 
op '-rate  the  same  in  an  efficient  manner  and  at  a reasonable  cos  . 

(d)  So  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  hereinauthorized  are  outstanding,  the  City  shall 
maintain  insurance  on  the  insurable  parts  of  the  waterworks  of  a kind  and  in  an  amount  such  as  is 
usually  carried  by  private  companies  engaged  in  a similar  type  of  business.  All  insurance  shall  be 
place  with  responsible  insurance  companies  qualified  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  any 
insurance  proceeds  collected  shall  be  used  in  replacing  the  property  destroyed  or  damaged,  or  if  not 
needed  for  that  purpose  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Depreciation  Account. 

(e)  ^o  long  as  any  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized  are  outstanding,  the  City  shall  not 
mortgage,  pledge  or  otherwise  encumber  itd  -waterworks  or  any  part  thereof,  and  shall  not  sell,  lease  cr 
otherwise  dispose  of  any  portion  thereof  except  such  equipment  which  may  become  worn  out  or  obsolete, 
and  shall  be  replaced;  nor  shall  the  City  execute  or  issue  any  additional  bonds  or  other  obligations 
pledging  any  portion  of  the  revenues  of  said  waterworks  unless  the  same  be  made  subordinate  and 
junior  in  all  respects  to  the  bonds  herein  authorized,  or  unless  all  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized  are 
redeemed  and  cancelled  coincidently  with  the  delivery  of  such  additional  bonds  or  other  obligations. 

(f  ) The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  create  a trust  in  the  pro- 
deeds  derived  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds  herein  authorized,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  herein  set 
forth,  and  so  long  as  any  of  said  bonds  are  outstanding,  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  also 
be  construed  to  create  a trust  in  the  fixed  proportion  of  the  revenues  of  the  waterworks  herein  dir- 
ected to  be  set  apart  and  paid  into  the  Bond  and  Interest  Redemption  Account  for  the  uses  and  pur- 
poses of  said,  account  as  in  this  ordinance  set  forth. 

(g)  he  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  constitute  a contract  by  and  between  the 
^ity  of  Fort  Wayne  and  the  holders  of  the  bonds  therein  authorized,  all  of  the  terms  of  which  shall  be 
enforceable  in  law  or  in  equity,  and  after  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  re- 
pealed or  amended  in  any  respect  which  will  adversely  affect  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  holders 
of  said  bonds,  nor  shall  the  Common  uouncil  of  the  City  adopjr  any  law,  oridnance  or  resolution  in  any 
rray  adversely  affecting  the  rights  of  such  holders  so  bong  as  any  of  the  bonds  or  the  interest  there- 
on remain  unpaid.  The  holders  of  the  bonds  shall  have  all  of  the  rights,  remedies  and  privileges,  6

WHEREAS,  on  the  2nd  day  of  August,  19U9,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Tndiana,  acting  by  and 
through  its  Board  of  Public  Works  duly  entered  into  a written  contract  with  C.L.Schust  Company,  Inc.,  fcr 
atering  and  raising  of  stack  for  boiler  No.  2 of  the  City  Light  and  Power  ^orks  of  the  City  of  Fort 
yne,  which  contract  is  in  the  following  words  and  figures,  to-wit:

THIS  CONTRACT,  ^ade  and  entered  into  this  2nd  day  of  August,  19U9 , by  and  between  the 
p.TTY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  Allen  County,  Indiana,  a municipak  corporation  acting  by  and  through  its  BOARD  OF 
WDBLIC  WORKS,  hereinafter  cdled  the  w OWNER"  and  C>.  SCHUST  COMPANY , INC.,  a corporationaduly  organized 
and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  whose  address  is  2300  Taylor  Street,  Fort  wayne, 
Indiana,  hereinafter  called  the  nC0NTRACT0R,” 

WITNESSETH,  that  the  Owner  and  Contractor  for  the  consideration  stated  herein  agree 

as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I SCOPE  OF  WORK 

The  Contractor  shall  and  agree  to  perform  everything  required  to  be  performed  and 
shall  provide  and  furnish  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense  all  labor,  materials,  tools  and  equipment  and  all 
other  services  required  for  the  alternation  and  raising  of  #2  smokestack  at  the  City  Light  and  Power 
Works  Generating  Station  at  Lawton  Park,  as  covered  by  the  attached  Request  for  Bids,  and  by  the  att- 
ached Drawing  Y-10237.  Everything  removed  from  the  present  stacj  is  to  remain  promerty  of  the  °wner  and 
is  to  remain  on  the  ^awton  Park  property  with  the  exception  of  the  parts  of  the  old  stack  re-used  for  the 
new  stack. 


ARTICLE  II  THE  CONTRACT  PRICE 

The  uwner  shall  and  agrees  to  pay  to  the  Contractor  for  the  perfromance  of  the  above

3E  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

Section  1.  Xhat  Section  79  entitled  "Notices  of  Violations; 

Reporting  within  US' hours;  Fees  for  violations,"  Article  VI  entitled  "Violations,"  Chapter 

31  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City  of  Fort,  Indiana,  1?U6,  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Whenever  any  member  of  the  Police  Force  of  the  City  shall  find  that  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  any  of  the  Ordinances  regulating  vehicular  or  pedestrian  traffic  in  and  upon  the 
streets  and  public  highways  of  the  City  have  been  violated,  or  were  being  violated  by  the  owner 
or  operator  of  any  vehicle  or  by  a pedestrian,  such  officer  shall  notify  such  owner  or  operator* 
or  such  pedestrian  in  writing  of  such  violation  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  person  so 
notified  to  report  at  the  office  of  the  Traffic  Violations  Bureau  of  the  City  within  1*8 
hours  thereafter  and  pay  such  fee  as  provided  hereinafter.  Such  notice  shall  be  made  in  dup- 
licate and  shall  show  the  specific  violation,  and  in  the  case  of  vehicular  traffic  violation, 
it  shall  show  the  State  license  number  of  such  vehicle  and  the  owner's  name,  if  possible  to 
obtain  the  same,  and  in  the  case  of  pedestrian  traffic  violation,  it  shall  show  such  pedestrian's 
name  and  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  shch  pedestrian's  name,  the  police  officer  preparing  the 
notice  may  require  of  such  pedestrian  proof  of  identification. 

Such  notice  shall  be  signed  by  such  police  officer  giving  his  badge  number.  One  copy  of  such 
notice  shall  be  presented  to  such  pedestrian  or  to  the  owner  of  such  vehicle  or  to  his  rep- 
resentative when  found  in  charge  of  such  vehicle  and  in  case  such  owner  or  his  representative 
be  not  found  in  possession  or  in  charge  thereof,  the  posting  of  such  notice  ina  conspicuous 
place  upon  the  vehicle  shall  be  sufficient  notice  of  such  violation.  It  sftall  be  the  duty  of 
such  police  officer  to  make  a report  to  the  officer  of  Traffic  Violations  Bureau  of  the  ser- 
vice of  such  notice.  In  the  event  that  such  police  officer  cannot  serve  such  notice  upon  the 
owner  of  a vehicle  or  his  representative  in  the  case  of  a vehicular  violation,  such  notice 
shall  be  reported  to  the  office  of  Traffic  Violations  Bureau  and  a notice  of  such  violations 
shall  then  be  served  upon  said  owner,  the  mailing  of  said  notice  to  the  last  and  usual  address 
of  such  owner  being  sufficient.  Any  person  who  has  been  notified  of  the  violation  of  any  veh- 
icular or  pedestrian  traffic  regulation,  shall  within  US  hours  after  having  been  notified, 
oresent  himself  together  with  the  notice  at  the  office  of  the  Traffic  Biolations  Bureau  of  the 
^ity,  and  if  he  so  desires,  plead  guilty,  and  for  the  violation  of  any  traffic  regulation  which 
pertains  to  motor  vehicles  in  motion,  shall  pay  the  City  Clerk  a fee  of  $2.00;  and  for  the 
violation  of  any  traffic  regulation  which  pertains  to  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles,  shall  pay 
the  City  Clerk  a fee  of  $1.00;  and  for  the  violation  of  any  pedestrian  regulation  by  a pedestriaa, 
shall  pay  the  City  Clerk  a fee  of  5 0 cents  until  January  1,  1950;  thereafter,  for  the  violation 
of  any  pedestrian  regulation  by  a pedesttian,  shall  pay  the  City  Clerk  a fee  of  $1.00.

AN  ORDINANCE  RATIFYING  AND  APPROVING  A CONTRACT 
WITH  FORT  WAYNE  TRANSIT,  INC. 

RELATIVE  TO  THE  REPAVEMENT  OF  SOUT  WAYNE  AVENUE, 

IN  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA,  BETWEEN  THE 
NORTH  PROPERTY  LINE  OF  KINNAIRD  AVENUE  AND  THE 
NORTH  PROPERTY  LINE  OF  RUDISILL  BOULEVARD. 

WHEREAS,  heretofore  on,  to-wit:  September  27,  19U9,  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana, 
acting  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  entered  into  a contract  with  Fort  Wayne  Transit, 
Inc,  relative  to  the  repavement  of  South  Wayne  Avebue,  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  be- 
tween the  north  property  line  of  Kinnaird  Avenue  and  the  north  property  line  of  Rudisill  Bou- 
levard, which  said  contract  is  in  words  and  (figures  following,  to-wit: 

THIS  AGREEMENT  MADE  AND  ENTERED  INTO  THIS  27TH  DAY  OF  September,  19l*9,  by  and  between 
the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  (hereinafter  called  the  "City),  a ^municipal  corporation  in  the  county  of 
Allen  and  state  of  Indiana,  acting  by  and  through  its  duly  authorized  Board  of  Public  Works, 

Party  of  the  First  Part,  and  Fort  Wayne  Transit,  Inc.  (herinafter  called  the  "Corporation”), 
an  Indiana  corporation,  P arty  of  the  Second  Part, 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  the  City  gave  and  granted  to  Indiana  Service  Corporation  (hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  "Predecessor  Corporation”),  an  Indiana  corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for 
the  purpose  of  common  carrier  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire,  the  right, authority,  priv- 
ilege and  permit  to  locate,  conduct,  operate  and  maintain  trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses  upon 
certain  streets  and  public  places  and  in  accordance  with  certain  terras  and  conditions,  all  as 
provided  by  those  certain  agreements  dated  October  30,  1939,  and  August  11,  19Ul,  respectively, 
between  the  City  and  the  Predecessor  Corporation,  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  on  November  7,  193 9,  and  on  August  26,  19l*l,  respectively,  as  supplemented 
and  modified  by  those  certain  agreements,  dated  July  27,  19U2,  and  December  3>,  19h7,  respectively, 
duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  on  August  11,  19l*2,  and  on  Dec- 
ember 23,  19U7,  respectively;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Corproation  acquired  from  the  Predecessor  Corporation,  an  Indiana 
corporation,  on  April  30,  19U8,  and  now  operates,  the  local  passenger  transportation  system 
in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  furnishing  transportation  to  the  public  in  said  City  by  means  of 
trolley  coaches  and  motor  buses  (to  which  all  of  the  aforesaid  franchise  agreements  relate), 
and  became  the  successor  in  interest  to  the  Predecessor  Corporation  in,  to  ans  under  all  of 
said  franchise  agreements;  and 

WHEREAS,  under  Section  1 of  Article  II  of  the  said  agreement,  dated  December  5, 

19l*7 , the  Corporation  is  required,  among  other  things,  to  resurface  with  asphalt  from  curb  to 
curb  that  portion  of  South  Wayne  Avenue  in  the  said  City  of  Fort  Wayne  between  Creightdin  Avenue 
and  a point  south  of  Maxine  Street  (Drive)  in  said  City,  at  the  time  and  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions  provided  by  said  agreement,  dated  December  5,  19U7 ; and 

WHEREAS,  it  has  been  determined  by  the  City  and  the  Corporation,  after  a thorough 
study  and  investigation  by  their  respective  engineers,  that  the  deterioration  and  present  cond- 
ition of  said  South  Wayne  Avenue  between  the  north  property  line  of  Kinnaird  Avenue  and  the  north 
property  line  of  Rudisill  boulevard  is  such  that  it  should  not  be  resurfaced  with  asphalt,  but 
that  it  should  be  repaved  with  concrete;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  City  desires  and  proposes  to  repave  in  the  near  future  the  portion  of 
said  Sout  Wayne  Avenue  between  the  north  property  line  of  Kinnaird  Avenue  and  the  north  proper  y 
line  of  Rmdidill  Boulevard,  and  the  Corporation  is  willing,  upon  the  terras  and  conditions  here- 
in contained,  to  contribute  to  the  cost  of  said  repaving  in  an  amount  approximating  that  w at  1 
would  cosy  the  Corporation  to  resurface  said  portion  of  Sout  Wayne  Avenue  under  the  terns  and 
conditions  of  said  agreement,  dated  December  £,  19U7 • 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  the  mutual  covenants 
and  a greements  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  parties  hereto  covenant  and  agree  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I 

Section.  1.  The  Corporation,  inlieu  of  p erforming  and  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  Article  II  of  said  agreement,  dated  December  5,  19h7 , with  respect  to  ^outh  Wayne  Avenue  in  the 
City  of  ^ort  Wayne,  Indiana,  between  the  north  property  line  of  Kinnaird  Avenue  and  the  north 
property  line  of  Rudisill  Boulevard,  shall  pay  tothe  contractor  laying  said  concrete  pavement, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  City,  within  twenty-four  (22j.)  hours  after  requested  so  to  do  by  the  City, 
Eleven  Thousand  Eight  aundred  Dollars  ($  11,800.00)  toward  the  contract  cost  of  repaving  the 
aforesaid  portion  of  South  Wayne  Avenue  from  curb  to  curb,  with  eight  (8)  inch  reinforced  con- 
crete* 


Section  2.  All  such  paving  shall  be  carried  out  and  performed  upon  the  following 
terms  and  conditions: 

(1)  Under  public  letting  of  a contract  with  specifiaations  to  be  established  by  the 

the  City. 

(2)  ihe  City  shall  pay  the  remaining  cost  of  repaving  (including  the  removal  of  old 
pavement,  tracks,  rails,  ties  and  appurtenances  in  said  portion  of  South  Wayne  Avenue)  and  shall 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  all  necessary  removals,  repaving  and  peplacing  of  curbs. 

(3)  All  tracks,  rails,  ties  and  appurtenances  so  removed  shall  be  placed  along  the 
side  of  said  portion  of  South  Wayne  Avenue  by  the  City  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  and  then  to 
be  removed  therefrom  by  the  Corporation,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  and  as  its  full  and  ab- 
solute property.

Section  3»  he  performance  by  the  Coproation  of  all  the  matters  and  th  ings  to  be 
performed  by  it  under  Section  1 and  2 of  this  Article  I shall  be  in  full  release,  discharges,  sat- 
isfaction and  performance  of  all  the  requiremnts  under  said  agreement,  dated  August  11,  19Ul,  as 
modified  by  said  agreement,  dated  December  5,  19h7,  and  by  this  agreement  and  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  in  respect  to  the  removal  of  tracks  and  rails  and  pavement  restoration  as  to 
said  portion  of  South  Wayne  Avenue. 


ARTICLE  II 

Section  1.  Except  as  espressly  midified  by  this  agreement,  all  the  terms  and 
conditions,  of  the  said  agreement,  dated  October  3o,  1939,  ofthe  said  agreement,  dated  August  11, 
19Ul,  of  the  said  agreement,  dated  July  27,  19l|2,  and  of  the  said  agreement,  dated  December  5, 
19h7»  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  2.  This  agreement,  and  each  and  all  the  terms  and  provisions,  thereof,  shall 
be  binding  upon,  and  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of,  the  parties  hereto  and  their  respective  succe- 
ssors and  assigns,  and  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  afterthe  date  of  this  agreement 
being  approved  by  urdinance  duly  adopted  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City.

Tftis  Contract,  Made  and  entered  into  this  Thirteenth  day  of  September,  19h9,  by  and 
between  the  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  Allen  County,  Indiana,  a municipal  corporation  acting  by  and 
through  its  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS,  hereinafter  called  the  " OWNER"  and  Howard  Martin  doing 
business  as  Martin  Wrecking  Company  whose  address  is  3101  New  Haven  Avenue,  Fort  Wayne  h,  Indiana 
hereinafter  called  the  "CONTRACTOR." 

WITNESSETH:  That  the  Owner  and  Contractor  for  the  consideration  stated  herein  agree 

as  follows: 

ARTICLE  I - SCOPE  OF  WORK 

The  Contractor  shall  and  agrees  to, perform  everything  required  to  be  performed  and  shall 
provide  and  furnish  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense  all  labor,  materials,  apparatus  and  expendable 
tools  and  equipment  and  all  other  services  required  for  the  work  specified  in  the  attached  spec- 
ifications for  Contract  No.  13,  which  cover  The  furnishing  of  all  labor,  materials,  rigging 
equipment,  expendable  tools,  and  all  other  services  required  for  the  erection  of  one  (1)  11,000 
sq.  ft.  surface  condenser  and  auxiliary  equopment  at  the  generating  station  of  the  City  Light  and 
Power  Works,  of  the  City  of  Fort,  Indiana  including  any  and  all  addenda,  which  plans  and  speci- 
fications and  other  contractual  documents  above  mentioned  are  hereby  made  a patt  of  this  contract; 
and  Contractor  shall  do  everything  required  by  this  contract  and  the  other  documents  constit- 
uting a part  hereof. 

ARTICLE  II  - THE  CONTRACT  PRICE 

The  uwner  shall  and  agrees  to  pay  to  the  Contractor  for  the  performance  of  the  afore- 
mentioned work  as  set  out  in  Atticle  I hereof  the  sum  of  Five  thousand  one  hundred  ten  dollars, 
($5,110.00)  in  the  manner  set  out. 

ARTICLE  III  - PAYMENTS  TO  CONTRACTOR 

during  the  progress  pf  work  at  the  site,  the  Contractor  may  submit  an  estimate,  on  or  about 
the  first  of  each  month,  of  the  value  of  the  work  completed.  The  Engineers  will  check  and  approve, 
or  check,  revise  and  approve  the  estimate.  Upon  approval  of  an  estimate  by  the  Engineers  Eighty-Five 
(85)  Percent  of  the  amount  of  the  estimate,  less  all  previous  payments  shall  be  due  and  payable  to 

the  c ontractor.  The  making  of  suoh  payment  shall  not,  however,  be  construed  as  an  acceptance  by  the 
Owner  of  the  work. 

The  final  payment,  under  the  contract,  will  be  due  and  payable  only  after  the  Contractor 
shall  have  fully  complied  with  all  the  terms  of  the  contract  abd  after  the  Engineers  have  approved 
the  completed  work,  eacept  that  if  approval  and  acceptance  is  delayed,  other  than  by  fault  of  the 
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Contractor,  the  final  payment  for  work  completed  will  be  due  and  payable  within  ninety  (90)  days 
after  completion  of  the  work. 

Final  payment  shall  not  release  the  Contractor  from  liability  for  faulty  work  appearing  after  such 
payment  has  been  made. 

ARTICLE  IV  - NONDISCRIMINATION  OF  LABOR

(a)  ihat  in  the  hiring  of  employees  for  the  performance  of  work  on  this

(b)  That  neither  the  Contractor,  Subcontractor,  nor  any  person  on  his  behalf, 
shall,  in  any  manner  discriminate  against  or  intimidite  any  employee  hired 
for  the  performance  of  work  under  this  contract  on  account  of  race  or  color; 

(c)  That^there  may  be  deducted,  from  the  amount  payable  to  the  Contractor  by 
the  uity  of  Fort  '"ayne,  Indiana,  under  this  contract,  a penally  of  Five 
Dollars  ($5.00)  for  each  person  for  each  calendar  day  during  which  such 
person  was  discriminated  against  or  intimidated  in  violation  of  the  pro-

(d)  That  this  contract  may  be  cancelled  or  terminated  by  the  City  of  Fort

itions of  this  section  of  the  contrqpt. 

The  Contractor  further  agrees  to  pay  and  also  require  of  his  Sub-contractors  that  they  pay  wage 
ratew  on  the  work  covered  by  this  contract  which  shll  not  be  less  than  the  prescribed  scale 
og  wages  as  determined  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  319  of  the  Acts  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  1935,  and  shall  file  a schedule  of  the  wages  to  be  paid 
with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  before  any  work  is  performed  on  this 
contract  or  any  shb-contract. 

+he  Contractor  agrees  to  furnish  a certificate  from  the  Industrial  Board  of  the  State  of  Ind- 
iana, showing  that  he  has  complied  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  Workmen’s  Compension  Act 
bf  the  State  of  Indiana.

This  contract,  although  executed  on  behalf  of  the  Owner  by  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  shall 
not  be  binding  or  obligatory  upon  the  Owner  unless  and  until  it  shall  have  first  been  approved 
by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fart  Wayne,  and  should  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  fail 
to  approve  the  same  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  the  date  hereof,  this  contract  shall  become 
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and  be  wholly  void.

AN  ORDINANCE  changing,  amending  and  supplementing  General  Ordinance  No.  11*36 
and  the  sane  being:  "An  Ordinance  establishing  a zoning  plan  for  the 
City  of  Fort  Wayne  to  regulate  and  restrict  the  height,  area,  bulk,  and 
use  of  buildings;  to  regulate  and  determine  the  area  of  yards,  courts  and

WHEREAS,  heretofore,  to-wit:  On  the  13th  day  of  December,  19k9y  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  by  and  throughits  Board  of  Public  Works,  entered  into  the  following  agreement 
with  Fort  Wayne  Transit,  Inc.,  an  Indiana  corporation,  to -wit: 

THIS  AGREEMENT  made  and  entered  into  this  13th  day  of  December,  191*9,  by  and 

between  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  (hereinafter  called  the  "City"),  a municipal  corporation  in  the  County 

of  Allen  and  State  of  Indiana,  acting  by  and  through  its  duly  authorized  Boand  of  Public  Works,  Party 

of  the  First  Part,  and  Fort  Wayne  Transit,  Inc.  (hereinafter  called  the  "Corproation" ) , an  Indiana 

Corporation,  Party  of  the  Second  Part, 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  the  City  gave  and  granted  to  Indiana  Service  Corporation  (herein- 
after) referred  to  as  "Predecessor  Corproation"),  an  Indiana  corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
for  the  purpose  of  common  carrier  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire,  the  right,  authority,  priv- 
ilege and  permit  to  locate,  conduct,  operate  and  maintain  trolley  coahces  and  motor  buses  upon  certain 
streets  and  public  places  under  and  in  accordance  with  certain  terms  and  conditions,  all  as  provided 
by  those  certain  agreements  dated  October  30,  1939,  and  August  11,  19l*l,  respectively,  between  the  City 
and  the  Predecessor  Corporation,  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  on  Nov- 
ember (,  1939,  and  August  26,  19l*l,  respectively,  as  supplemented  and  modified  by  those  certain  agree- 
ments dated  July  27,  19l*2,  and  December  3,  19l*7,  respectively,  duly  approved  and  confirmed  by  the

WHEREAS,  said  agreements  dated  October  30,  1939)  and  August  11,  1?IA,  as  amended  and  modify 
ied  by  said  agreements  dated  July  27,  19U2,  December  $,  191*7,  and  September  27,  19^9  (all  of  which  five 
agreements  are  somtimes  collectively  hereinafter  called  "Present  Franchise  Agreemts"),  provide,  as  fur- 
ther consideration  for  the  use  of  the  City's  streets  and  other  public  places  in  and  for  the  operation 
of  trolley  coahhes  in  the  said  local  transportation  system,  thet  the  Coppor%tion  shall  effect  certain 
track  removals  and  pavement  restorations  in  and  on  certain  streets  and  public  places,  all  as  provided

BOND  REQUIREMENTS  OF  TAXICABS  OPERATING  IN  THE  Cl  TY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA, 

AS  AMENDED. 

BE  IT  ORDAINED  BY  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA: 

SECTION  1.  That  Section  9,  Chapter  29  of  the  Municipal  Code  of  the  City  of  Fort 
Wayne,  Indiana,  19U6,  providing  for  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  requirements  of  taxicabs  operating 
in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  an  ended  to  read  as  follows: 


SECTION  9. 


INSURANCE  OR  GUARANTY  BOND  REQUIREMENTS. 


No  permit  to  operate  a taxicab  in  the  city  shall  be  issued  until  after  the  applicant 
therefor  shall  have  filed  with  the  comptroller  of  the  city  a contract  of  unsurance  or  guaranty  bond. 
Said  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  shall  be  issued  by  a reliable  insurance  company  admitted 
to  do  business  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  with  not  less  than  $1,000,000.00  assets,  and  said  contract 
of  Insurance  or  guaranty  bond  shall  be  a $13,000.00  to  $30,000.00  public  liability  policy  for  pro- 
tection of  bodily  injury,  and  a contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  of  $3,000.00  for  property 
damage,  said  policies  to  be  the  standard  form  of  non-deductible.  Said  Contracts  of  insurance  or  joule  axi 
guaranty  beond  shall  provide  that  they  will  pay  for  any  and  all  damages  imposed  by  law  upon  said 
applicant,  or  any  other  person  operating  any  motor  vehicle  as  a taxicab  under  said  permit  or  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  kt  thereof,  provided  said  damages  resuly  from  bodily  injury,  including  death,  and 
damage  to  property  sustained  by  any  person  during  the  period  covered  by  said  contract  of  insurance 
or  guaranty  bond  by  reason  of  the  ownership,  maintenance,  operation  or  use  under  said  permit,  or 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  thereof,  of  amy  motor  vehicle  as  a taxicab  by  any  person  whomsoever  re- 
gardless of  the  ownership  of  such  motor  vehicle.  Said  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  shill 
contain  the  further  provisions  that  the  obligations  and  promises  contained  therein  shall  not  be  af- 
fected by  any  act  or  omission  of  the  named  assured,  its  agents,  employees,  bailees  or  licensees, 
or  any  other  person  operating  any  motor  behicle  as  a taxicab  under  said  permit,  or  by  virtue  of  the 
provisions  thereof  on  account  of  a default  in  the  payment  of  the  premium  on  said  contract  of  insurance 
or  guaranty  bond,  or  the  giving  of  any  notice  required  by  the  provisions  thereof  or  otherwise,  or  by 
the  insolvency  of  the  assured  named  therein. 

It  shall  further  be  provided  in  said  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  that  no  cancellation  there- 
of shall  become  effective  for  any  reason  until  five  days  after  the  written  notice  of  such  cancellation 
shall  have  been  filed  with  the  comptroller  of  the  city.  The  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond 
required  by  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  provide  that  the  same  shall  be  in  full  force  and 
effect  from  and  after  the  issuance  of  a permit  to  the  applicant  and  no  permit  shall  be  issued  to  any 
applicant  theeefor  unless  the  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond  hereinabove  required  shall  have  te 
been  filed  with  and  approved  by  the  comptroller  of  the  City.  No  such  contract  of  insurance  or  guaranty 
bond  shall  contain  any  provision  that  liability  shall  not  exist  for  claims  or  loss  or  damage,  arising 
while  such  taxicab  is  being  operated  from  one  place  to  another  by  any  person  under  the  influence  of 
liquor.  In  lieu  of  the  policy"  or  policies  of  insurance  or  the  guaranty  bond  hereinfore  provided  for, 
the  licensee  may  furnish  his  surety  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  ($20,000.00)  Dollars, 
the  same  to  be  approved  by  the  city  attorney  and  secured  by  the  licensee's  depositing  with  the  city 
comptroller  the  sum  of  Twenty  Thousand  ($20,000.00)  Dollars  in  cash  or  bonds  or  securities  issued  by 
the"  United  States  of  the  face  value  of  Twenty  Thousand  ($20,000.00)  Dollars,  which  the  comptroller 
shall  safely  keep;  or  be  secured  by  an  undertaking  of  a duly  qualified  surety, bonding,  or  guaranty 
company  authorized  to  transact  business  as  such  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  with  less  than . s^MSixM 
$1,000,000.00  assets;  provided,  however,  that  any  interest  earned  by  said  cash  surety  deposit  or 
government  bonds  shall  be  paid  to  the  licensee  making  such  deposit  and  in  the  event  if  the  election 
of  any  licensee  to  make  such  surety  deposit  of  cash  or  United  States  securities  as  herein  provided, 
the  principal  amount  thereof  shall  at  all  times  be  maintained  In  the  sum  of  not  less  than  Twenty 
Thousand  ($20,000.00)  Dollars;  provided,  further  that  said  surety  bond  or  bonds  shall  hold,  and  bind 
the  principal  and  sureties  to  the  same  conditions  as  are  required  in  the  policies  of  insurance  or 
guaranty  bond  as  provided  for  in  this  section.  In  addition  to  the  Twenty  Thousand  Dollar  ($20,000.00) 
surety  bond  as  above  provided,  the  licensee  shall  caryy  a public  liability  insurance  policy  for 
protection  of  bodily  injury  or  death  in  the  amount  of  $13,000.00  to  $30,000.00,  which.  said_ policy 
may  be  adeductible  policy  of  not  more  than  $3,000.00  deductible  for  each  accident, said  policy^ 
to  be  issued  by  a reliable  insurance  company  admitted  to  do  business  inthe  State  of  Indiana,  with  not 
less  than  $1,000,000.00  assets;  and  said  licensee  shall  file  -with  the  city  comptroller  a copy  of 
of  said  policy  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  such  insurance  coverage;  provided  further  that  said 
deductible  liability  policy  shall  embody  the  same  teEms  and  conditions  as  are  hereinaoove  required  for 
the  Dolicies  of  insurance  or  guaranty  bond,  and  no  cancella  tions  thereof  shall  become  effective 
until  five  days  after  the  written  notice  of  such  cancellation  shall  have  been  filed  with  bhe  city 
comptroller. 

Section  2.  That  this  ordinance  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.
